FIVE THOUSAND MEN SURROUND THE 
BLAZING WRETCH. 


Captured and Lynched at Texarkana 
Last Night—Hanging Declered to Be 
Too Good for Him—Stolid Bravado of 
the Victim While Being Cremated—-A 
Terrible Example to Byil Doers. 


TEXARKANA, Ark., Feb. 20.—Eda Coy is no 
more. Last Saturday he criminally assaulted 
Mrs. Henry Jewell, the young wife of a 
respectable farmer, two miles south of town, 
since which time he has succeeded in eludin g 
the officers until this morning, when he was 
discovered at the house of Ed Gaines, col- 
ored, four miles north of town. He basa 
mistress at the home of Gaines, and it was 
ghe who gave him away, fear for the safety, 
perhaps, of herself and family acting as the 
incentive, The posse in search of Coy sus- 
pected that he was being harbored by Gaines 
and two or three times this week put a rope 
around the latter’s neck to make him give 
{Information and assured him that death 
would be certainly his portion should he fall 
to notify the posse upon the first ap- 
pearance of Coy. This morning early the 
mistress of Coy, as stated, went to the house 
ofa white neighbor, A. B. Scott, living near 
by, and told him that Coy was at the house 
of Gaines. Scott at once sent a message 
with the news post haste to 
town and a posse immediately 
went out to arrest the negro. Meantime, 
however, Coy had left Gaines’ house, but 
was apprehended and taken in charge by Mr. 
Scott and two sons who held him until the 
arrival of the men from town, 

FULLY IDENTIFIED. 

The latter immediately brought their pris- 
onerin, and placing him ina carriage con- 
veyed himto the Jewell farm, where Mrs. 
Jewell, without hesitation, identified him be- 
yond all doubt as the man who outraged her. 
The trembling wretch was then returned to 
town, placed in a roomwith a number of 
and a heavy guard also placed 
outside the building, it being fre- 
solved that he should not be 
disposed of until all the posses that were still 
out should be called in, in order that they 
might take part in the proceedings, 

All the posses were in by 2 o’clock and the 
leaders, after a consultation, decided to 
hang the negroto a telegraph pole on Broad 
street, at the State line, the most public place 
inthe city. Coy was accordingly marched to 
this point witha view to carry out this pro- 
yrainme, but when the crowd saw the rope 
vined that hanging had been decided 
upon, there were thunders of protests. 

‘‘Away withthe rope hanging is too good 
for him! Burn him! Burn him!’’ 

This was the shout that went up from 
5.0) throats. The leaders soon saw the 
futility of opposing the mob’s wishes, but 
begged that the deed should take place out 
and to this the crowd agreed. 

otting and half running the crowd 
rusiied the doomed wretch along with them, 
east on Clinton street, thence south on 
(ollege Iilll street until the Iron Mountain 
allroad track had been crossed. Here is a 
beautiful grass plot of three or four acrés, 
vold of timbers or shrubbery, save one tree, 
eighteen inches in diameter ana broken off at 
thetop.

THE PURSUIT OF COY.*' 

From the story of John Sscottzand his. two 
grown sons, who ’ » half a’ mile 
from Gaines’ house r ght from that 
place, the negro of marvelous 
coolness or rence. When seen 
by the Scotts Coy .was skulking along the 
edge of the road leading west from the 
Gaines residence. He was keeping well in 
the shadows of the trees, but his figure was 
noticed 4 one of the Scott boys, who called 
tohim to haltand come out into the road. 
Without a word, Coy madea break for the 
woods, disa pearing like a phantom. But 
the sound ofthe cracking underbush as the 
negro left the road satisfied young Scott that 
he had not been mistaken, and Coy’s swift 
and sudden flight at his hail satisfied the 
Scotts further that he was the man they 
were looking for. The chase of the negro be- 

n without a moment’s loss of time, the 
ather and two sons rushing in pursuit of the 
fleeing black in dead silence. 

A hundred yards from the road where Coy’s 
stealthy flight had been chegked, following a 
downward slope of the groviad, there was a 
thick growth of brush about waist high. 
Across this descending slope Voy fied, still in 
dead silence, with the three Scotts after him. 
The negro was fleet of foot, and. could he 
have seen the course distinctly would have 
far distanced the trio of white men in the 
chase. But fate was against him, and it was 
decreed that his time had come. 

Into the tangled undergrowth Coy plunged 
at headlong speed. He had broken through 
but a short distance when bis foot caught on 
the roots and interlaced trunks of the brush 
and he ees heavily to the ground, falling 
and rolling forward from the impetus of his 
flight. Before he could recover himself the 
two Scott boys were upon him, nailing him 
to the ground. The negro’s -pursuers 
seemed to have an = instinctive knowl 
edge that the punishment of Coy 
was not in their hands, for throughout the 
struggle which followed there was no effort 
made to use a weapon, although all three of 
the assailants were armed. Coy had no 
weapon of any kind, but he wasa powerful 
brute and struggled with all the desperation 
of a man who knew that his life was at 
stake. But the two young men, assisted 
after the opening of the struggle in the 
underbrush by their father, Mr. A. B. Scott, 
were too much for Coy, and ina short time 
the negro beast lay panting on the ground, 
securely pinioned and heipless. 

A SURLY CAPTIVE. 

**Well, you’vye got me, haven’t you?’’ he 
asked in a surly grunt, rolling his eyes 
angrily up to the three men who stood above 

im. ‘*‘Whatare you goingtodo with me?’’ 

*““Get up and come along with us,’’ an- 
swered old man Scott quietly. 

**How many more of you are there?’’ again 
asked the negro. ‘‘The whole country has 
been out after me, but I’ve given youa good 
week’s chase of it anyway.’’ 

No reply was made to the negro’s taunts, 
but he was forced toarise, and walking be- 
tween the two young men with the elder 
Scott directly behind him, Coy was taken 
back up the slope tothe road from which he 
had so suddenly sprung at Scott’s callafew 
minutes before, Arrived there, the negro 
again asked: 

**Where are you going to take me?’’ 

**To my house,’’ said Mr. Scott, two feet 
behind the speaker, and the two boys 
**headeda’’ their prisoner in that direction. 

*-Are they waiting for me there?’’ inquired 
Coy, his voice expressive only of surly im- 
pudence despite his desperate position. 

**No, they are not,’’ responded the laconic 
man right behind him. ‘‘But we'll send a 
message to them now.’’ 

**Who told that I was at the Gaines place?’’ 

Noanswer was returned to this inguiry, 
and in silence the four men. went 
onward along the country road. They 
passed the Gaines cabin, where the posse had 
expected to capture Ooy an hour before, and 
shortly after that they were at Mr. Scott’s. 

TO SUMMON THE TRIBUNAL. 

Two seconds after that one of the Scott 
boys, mounted, was onthe road into Texar- 
kana. Half way in a posse of men 
were encountered and one word from 
young Scott was* enough to send 
them post-haste, shouting and yelling to- 
wards the house where Ed Coy awaited his 
now certain fate. still onward into the 
town, however, young Scottrode. He knew 
that at this rally around the ravisher of Mrs. 
Jewell a full tribunal should be present, and 
he kept on his way to summon every mem- 
ber to that tribunal. 

On tothe Scott farm-house went the first 
posse when young Scott had notified them of 
the capture of Ed Coy. They found the 
negro there under guard and gathered about 
him in ominous silence. At last came one 
sentence which served to cut into every heart 
like a knife: 

‘*Let’s take him to Mrs. Jewell’s and have 
him identified!’* 

Some ofthe posse surrounding the negro 
had come out in an open carrioge and to that 
vehicle Coy wa ustled. At the Jewell 
farm, where th arrived in about fifteen 
minutes, there was a scene which could 
never be forgotten. It was the first searing 
of the iron that tempered the souls of those 
present to the retributive act which was to 
be consummated within the next few hours. 

**Is this the man?’’ 

Mrs. Jewell, pale and trembling, stood at 
the side of the carriage. She had been called 
suddenly from the house, and when she saw 
the negro brute facing her with a stolid look, 
the poor woman gave a great start of horror. 

‘*It is the man!’’ she said. 

Ed Coy’s fate was settled by those four 
words. His expiation of the awful crime 
fixed upon him by Mrs.Jewell’s identification 
followed as told. 


EUROPE’S THEATERS. 


Attractions in London and Continental 
Cities—New Plays. 

Lonpon, Feb. 20.—Mascagini’s latest 
opera, ‘‘L’Amico Fritz,’’ has failed to 
attract the musical public of Milan. This, 
however, 1s suspected to be due to jealousy 
because the opera was first played in 
Venice. The Parisian critics point with 
satisfaction to the practical failure of the 
operain Milan as proof of their assertions 


that the work was overrated. 

M. Massenet’s opera ‘‘Wertha’’ was 
given for the first time on Wednesday last at 
the Imperial Opera-house in Vienna. The 
part of Wertha was sung by M. Vandick, 
while Mlle. Renard sang the part of Lotte. 
The libretto adheres closely to Goethe’s 
novel and has no other characters or inci- 
dents. All the children appear init, from 
Sophia, aged 15, to the baby, and appropri- 
ate music has been written forthem. Masse- 
net is busy on an important opera in five acts 
called ‘‘Thais,’’ which he hopes will be per- 
formed in Paris within twelve months from 
to-day. 

The return of severe weather, heavy 
snows and intense cold is a 
serious matter for the managers of theatri- 
cal houses in this city. 

8o desperate is the condition of affairs in 
the amusement world, at least in certain por- 
tions of it, that some managers are con- 
sidering the advisability of suspend- 
ing operations in their tIiine until 
the return of better times. Mr. 
Thomas Thorne, lessee and manager of 
the Vaudeville Theater, where ‘‘Saints and 
Sinners’’ has held the boards for some time 
past, has already announced tat he will 
withdraw that play, and that the theater 
will remain closed until the prospect im- 
proves. When the Vaudeville is reopened, 
Horner’s comedy, **The Last Straw,’’ will be 
the attraction. Following the precedent set 
by the officials of the Houses of Parliament, 
the Lyceum and Haymarket Theaters are 
fumigated after every performance. This is 
done to minimize the risk of spreading in- 
fluencd among the audiences at thé@se houses. 

The four-act drama, ‘‘The Bohemjan,’’ by 
Louis Parker, the well-known music com- 
poser, who devotes his leisure to play-writ- 
ing, barely ed the confidence of the 
managers of the Globe Theater, who dis- 
pensed with the usual trial matinee. The 
dramatist has a good grip on stage tactics. 
There are some good dramatic situations, 
bu play draws too largely upon the cre- 
dulity of the audience.

Kaiser Wilhelm’s Plan to Regu- 
late Emigration. 


A Month’s Notice Required of Those 
Who Want to Leave Germany. 


THE PROPOSED RESTRICTION CAUSING 
GREAT CONSTERNATION. 


France Recruiting Largely From the Em- 
peror’s Subjects Who Are Anxious to 
Avoid Military Service—Thousands of 
Russian Peasants Without Food—Al- 
exander of Battenberg Anxious to 
Receive His Pension-—Da Fonseca 
Dying—Events Abroad. 


BERLIN, Feb. 2.—The Kaiser having got 
his education scheme well in hand, has now 
resoived to regulate emigration. The new 
German emigration bill, soon to be intro- 
duced in the Reichstag, requires all intend- 
ing emigrants to give notice to the police a 
month before starting. The notice must in- 
clude tatement as to where they are going 
and the police are to publish such noticeina 
conspicuous place, so that all the public may 
know who the intending emigrants are and 
their place of destination. Agents are there- 
fore forbidden to forward emigrants unless 
under a written contractand the promotion 
ofemigration hy foreign governments and 
societies is prohibited. 

The proposed law is causing great conster- 
nation among the working people, and until 
the bill becomes a law there ig likely to be a 
great rush of . emigrants, and especially 
those anxious to escape military service, to 
the United States. The German Government 
is willing that the aged and infirm should re- 
move to another country, and there is no 
purpose to interfere with the use of German 
ports by Russians or other nationalities who 
are simply passing through the em- 
pire. The Kaiser’s objection is to the 
loss of the younger vigorous subjects, es- 
pecially of the male sex, which he wishes to 
retain forarmy service. The majority of the 
German emigrants have heretofore been the 
flower of the people, s0 far as manly 
strength, energy and ambition are con- 
cerned, while they also included a large pro- 
portion of the skilled tradesmen of the coun- 
try. The departure of these is to be ham- 
pered in future as much as possible, and 
upon the passage of the bill, a vigtlant watch 
will be established both at the ports of de- 
parture and along the French frontier. 

HOW FRANCE GAINS. 

Thousands of young men from Alsace-Lor- 
raine and Germany proper make their way 
every year across thefrontiers into France, 
Holland and Belgium, toavyoid the conscrip- 
tion and to make their. start in the new 
world, or else settle, as a great many of them 
do, in other European countries. The only 
Germans welcome in France are those who 
come in this way, and the French 
officials and soldiers on the frontier are 
under instuctions not to interfere 
with the fugitives or to put them to any un- 
necessary delay. In this way France is 
weakening Germany by aiding the exile of 
many of the best of her people. This is to be 
stopped, if possible, by strengthening the 
line of sentries on the frontiers, and es- 
pecially in Alsace-Lorraine, so that un- 
authorized agents may be brought to a hal. 

With the proposed law in force, German 
emigration will take on a new character. 
There will be an almost com.- 
plete stoppage of the substantial 
element, which the State desires to retain, 
while the bars will be down for the feeble 
and senile, and all that are undesirable. 
At the same time the Russian Jews and 
others will be permitted to continue to go 
by way of Germany and thus be got rid of 
as soon as possible. The Kalser is in earnest 
about the measure, and it is now proven 
that it has all along been one of his hobbies 
which he resolved to‘accomplish during the 
present session of the Reichstag. 

The efforts to turn the tide of German emi- 
gration in the direction of German colonies 
has proved an utter failure. Even criminals 
for whom German New Guinea and Africa 
have been suggested as places of release 
from imprisonment, have refused the offer 
and preferred remaining in German jalls to 
liberty among the cannibals. 

DEVOURI® BY SAVAGES. 

The colonists of German New Guinea are, 
according to iatest advices, in a most 
Cepressed condition. Fever and other 
diseases have decimated their num- 
bers and contiuue to rage among 
them, while they dare not go any 
considerable distance from the settlements 
for fear of being seized and devoured by the 
natives who lurk in the woods. It is said that 
not less than thirty of the colonists have dls- 
appeared during the past year, and there is 
no doubt as to their fate. They have been 
devoured by the savages, who are reported 
to havea peculiar preference for fresh and 
comparatively healthy new immigrants, a 
fact which does not tend to encourage 
emigrants in that colony. The officials 
of the colony, that is, those who 
are still alive, are anxious for recall and 
have begged in the most earnest manner to 
be relieved of their posts. There is no doubt 
that only national pride prevents the aban- 
donment of the enterprise. It is remarkable 
that, on the other hand, the English settle- 
ments in New Guinea, under the auspices of 
the colony of Queensiand, are flourishing 
and that the natives are either friendly or 
subdued into submission. The cannibals have 
ceased to lurk in the neighborhood of the 
British settlements and many of the savages 
have adopted comparative civiliza- 
tion and have abandoned their 
ferocious practices. This is largely 
to be attributed tothe policy pursued by the 
Administrator of British New Guinea, Sir 
William McGregor, who has shown a fre- 
markable capacity for concillating the 
native population, using geatle methods, 
wh@re the Germans have depended upon 
guns and military. There has been but one 
case of cannibalism within the past twelve 
months in British New Guinea, and the vic- 
tim was an escaped French convict, who 
managed in some way to get to the colony 
from the French settlement at Noume, in 
New Caledonia.

ST. PETERSBURG, Feb. 19.—TheCgarewitch’s 
Cehtral Famine Committee is publishing the 
reports made by delegates sent to the famine 
districts. Delegate Yousephovitch sends an 
optimistic report concerning the part of 
Samara that he visited, but he admits that 
the peasants have been obliged to sell their 
live stock oWing to lack of fodder. He states

Petersburg Committee for the relief of famine 
sufferers havé madeéareportasto the facts 
ascertained by them. The Investigating 
Committee dem that MM. Hallonsky 
and Niemann, two ‘members of the Relief 
Committee, be prosecuted for the part they 
took in the purchase Of the adulterated flour. 
They also urge that other members of the 
Relief Committee be reprimanded for culpa- 
ble negligence in not preventing the consum- 
mation of the swindle. 

An interesting factin connection with the 
éfforts of the Government to aid the sufferers 
by means of free tickets on the rallways is 
that even this charity has been abused. 
Many complaints have been made by the 
railway authorities, especially on the Nich- 
olas line, that the ffee ticket system, which 
is intended exclusively for destitute persons 
coming from the fam@ine-stricken districts to 
the capital in searcM of relief and employ- 
ment, has been tak@n advantage of by well- 
to-do persons, es iy of the merchant 
class, It has been Found that large numbers 
of these free ticket#@#hhave been sold for small 
sums to persons whe could well afford to pay 
their fares. It is stated that numbers of 
these travelers are aiscovered every day and 
when they are detected they are compelled 
to pay the regular fares. 


DA FONSECA DYING. 


——- ‘ 
THE BRAZILIAN SOLDIER AND EX-DICTATOR 
HOPBLESSLY STRICKEN—HIS CAREER. 


Rio JANEIRO, Feb. 90.—Marshal Da Fonseca, 
ex-President and Dittator of Brazil, is again 
reported to be seripusly ill. Fora long time 
he has suffered m cancerous affection, 
which now seems have caused him to be 
in a precarious condition. His physicians 
give no hope of his fecovery. 

Deodoro da Fonseca first sprang into prom- 
inence as the head Of the party which over- 
threw the rule of Dom Pedro in November, 
1889. He was 56 years old at the time of the 
rebellion. He had been a soldier nearly all 
his life and was for the most part away from 
the capital. 

Fonseca’s father was a rich Portuguese, 
who received large grants of land in Rio 
Grande do Sul, the Very province that was 
the first to declare against his son. 

Deodoro won @istincion during the Para- 
guayan war at the battle of Messoro, and was 
promoted tothe rank of major. The Order 
of the Rose was bestowed on him by Dom 
Pedro, who afterwards made him com- 
mander of the army in the province of Matto 
Grasso. Subsequefitly he was made a gen- 
eral, after naving lield other posts of trust 
and importance. 

No revolution in the annals of any nation 
was affected with less trouble, tumult or 
bloodshed than was that which marked the 
fall of Dom Pedro, 

On Nov. 15, 1889, Fonseca aft the headofa 
small detachment of ¢avalry and a battery of 
artillery, appeared in front of the Praca 
d’Acclamaca andstmmonedthe Ministry to 
resign. His demand was refused. He then 
ordered the gates ta.be guarded and went 
into the présence of the ministers and or- 
dered their arrest. 

Howevér, Gest. M8riano Petxoto; who now 
succeeds Fonseca, intervened and no arrests 
were made. The remainder of the revolu- 
tion was purely .ceremonial. The troops 
shouted for Gen. Deodoro and salutes were 
fired. Dom Pedro was notified that he was 
no longer Emperor, and he acquiesced cheer- 
fully. 

The history of events which made Fonseca 
Dictator of Brazilfor a brief time and the 
turn of the tide which compelled him to re- 
tire from the head of Brazilian affairs and 
permitted Gen. Peixoto tosucceed him as 
President of the Republic are familar to the 
public. 

There has been little inthe life of Manoel 
Deodoro da Fonseca upto the time that he 
became President of the United States 
of Brazil to warrant the belief that 
his career at the head of nations would 
end in a manner more glorious than it has. As 
a soldier he had been shown to be brave and 
skillful, asa citizen his life had been exem- 
plary. The people had confidence in his hon- 
esty and the military forces of the nation held 
him in high esteem. But in the management 
of affairs of civil life he had had little exper!l- 
ence, and it was his fate to be called upon to 
deal with problems which involved in their 
solution a training far different from that 
which had been given to the graduate from 
the standing army. 


PRINCELY PENSIONS, 


ALEXANDER OF BATTENBURG WANTS HIS 50,000 
FRANCS—AUSTRIAN AFFAIRS. 


VIENNA, Feb. 20.—Prince Alexander of Bat- 
tenberg, now more generaliy known as Count 
Harteman, has made formal application to 
the Emperor of Austria for permission to ac- 
cept the pension of 50,000 francs a year, re- 
cently voted him by the Parliament of Bul- 
garia. As the Prince holds the commission of 
Colonelin the Austro-Hungarian army, he 
cannot accept a gift froma foreign State 
without first obtaining leave from his royal 
master, Francis Joseph. The giving ofthe 
pension wasanact of pure grace and grati- 
tude onthe part of the Bulgarian Govern- 
ment. It was arranged by Prince Ferdinand 
and M. Staubuloff, and the Sobranije voted it 
by acclamation. Apartfrom the moral value 
of this tribute which the people of Bulgaria 
have thus paid tothe ‘‘Hero of Slivnitga,’’ 
there is no doubt that the pension will bea 
material boon tothe Prince, for his means 
are rather limited for one in his position. 
It is not supposed that he saved anything of 
consequence during his seven years’ reign in 
Bulgaria, and as his father, Prince Alexander 
of Hesse, left him only about £15,000, his in- 
come cannot be large. He lives ina simple 
manner at Gratz and attends strictly to-his 
regimental duties, and he is said to be as 
popular in the Austrian army as his brother, 
Prince Louis, is in the British army. 

Emperor Francis Joseph will open the 
newly elected Hungarian Parliament in per- 
son inaspeech from the throne on the 22d 
inst. The Emperor has been staying in 
Buda Pesth for several weeks.

FRANCE IN AFRIOA, 


FORTIFYING THE CITY OF BIZERTA ON THE MED- 
ITERRANEAN. 

PaRIs, Feb. 20.—It is stated here that 
France is preparing to landa large force of 
troops at Bizerta, Tunis, where, under the 
direction ofthe French Admiral, over 5,000 
natives are at present working upon the ad- 
ditional fortifications at that place. Guns to 
mount in these new forts have already been 
landed, it'ls said, and stores, ammunition 
and troops are to follow shortly. 

The present defenses of Bizerta consist of 
two old forts, although the town is sur- 
rounded by walls. It is thirty-eight miles 
horthwest ofthe city of Tunis and is the 
most northern city of Africa. 

The Barbary State of Tunis is nominally 
ruled bya Bey, who derives his power to 
govern from the Sultan of Turkey. The cause 
of French activity in the country has not 
been explained. Bizerta hasa population of 
10,000, chiefly Moors and Arabs. 


CATTLE DISEASE, 
FOOT AND MOUTH DISTEMPER IMPORTED IN 
RAWHIDES FROM GERMANY. 

LONDON, Feb. 20.—The official report of the 
Danish veterinarian on the recent outbreak 
in London of footand mouth disease among 
cattle said to be from Denmark concludes 
with the statement that it is not 
possible that the contagion was 
contracted in Denmark or aboard 
ship, and that it is probable that the 
cattle became infected In Islandtoén market. 
This report confirms the view of the veteri- 
narian attached to the American Consul in 
London that the germs of the disease were 
imported in raw hides from Germany, and is 
in accordance with the fact that animals 
have been attacked in England which never 
came in contact with Danish beasts. 


IN SCHLESWIG-HOLSTEIN. 
BERLIN, Feb. 20.—The footand mouth dis- 
ease is spreading with alarming rapidity, 
and it now prevails in nineteen districts in 
Schieswig-Holstein. It is the general opinion 
that the disease is propagated by manure.

MEXICAN MINISTER TO ENGLAND~—A MOTHER’S 
MISSION—YELLOW FEVER. 

CITY OF MExIco, Feb. 20.—It is rumored 
here that either Senor Mariscal, who now 
holds the portfolio of foreign affairs, or Senor 
Ramacona will be appointed Minister to 
England,

PUBLIC 


The Work Accomplished by the Most Sta- 
ble Government Since the Days of the 
Empire—Balfour’s Bill May Hasten the 
Dissolution of Parliament—The Three 
Kingdoms in the Throes ofa Blizzard— 
Foreign News. 


PARIS, Feb. 2.—This city is outwardly 
quiet, but under this appearance of calm 
there is a feeling of great excitement, by the 
resignation of M. de Freycinet and his Cabi- 
net, andthe dangerous feelings aroused by 
the dispute regarding church and State. But 
Paris is accustomed to excitement, and in- 
deed prefers it toa state of decided calm,and 
nobody at present fears that the storm will 
not soon blow over and show the political 
sun shining with more warmth and cheerful- 
ness than ever. 

President Carnot this morning invited M. 
Constans, ex-Minister of the Interior, toa 
conference which lasted over an hour, It 
was said that M. Constans informed the 
President that he was weary of holding office 
and that he was tired of belng abused for 
simply doing his duty. M., Carnot is 
said to have suggested that M. Con- 
stans might be willing to remain 
in office with a cabinet of his 
own formation, but the ex-Minister is re- 
ported to have respectfully declined the 
honor tendered him. Soon after M. Constans 
left the presence of the President the latter 
sent for M. Ribot, ex-Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, and, it is sala, questioned him as to 
his desire to form a Cabinet. It is under- 
stood that M. De Freycinet is giad of the 
opportunity to retire from public office. | 

The prospect that M. Constans will leave 
the office of Minister of the Interior has 
alarmed nearly all classes of French people. 
He has been so successful in suppressing the 
Boulangists and Socialists that it is the 
universal desire among representatives that 
he retain his office. 

It ig held by many that the recent striking 
of M. Lauer, a Boulangist, by M. Constans in 
the Chamber of Deputies, will preclude the 
President from calling on M. Constans to 
form a Cakinet, but it is belleved to be 
likely that he will retain the  »port- 
follo of Minister of the 
terior. The Anarchists who had 
previous to the resignation of the Cabinet 
resolved to observe May day inaquiet man- 
ner have already held meetings and the var- 
fous sections have declared that if Constans 
is removed they will make a demonstration 
on the Ist of May. 

It was definitely announced this evening 
that M. Ribot has been requested by Presi- 
Gent Carnotto forma Cabinet and that he 
has agreed to undertake the task. 

THE NEW PREMIER. 

It is interesting to glance at the public ca- 
reer 'of the man whom Sadi Carnot will 
intrust with the formation of a new ministry. 
M. Ribot, who was Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, hails from St. Omer andis 50 years 
old. He was a lawyer by profession, and 
was Director of Criminal Affairs in 
the Dufaire Cabinet, but his political 
life dates from 1878 only. AS 
an orator his style is direct andeloquent. He 
isa tall, well-built man, with a prepossess- 
ing face and manner, istres distingue in ap- 
pearance and always gentle, He is a speaker 
of rare power. 

Since his selection as Minister of Foreign 
Affairs the duty has devolved on him on two 
or three occasions, of speaking in the name 
ofthe Cabinet and his utterances were 
marked by unexpected strengthand clear- 
ness, 

Since entering on his ministerial duties M, 
Ribot has done more work than talking, a 
trait conspicuous by its absence in the ma- 
jority of ministers. Many questions have 
arisen requiring not only delicate bandling 
but all the acumen of a diplomatist, and he 
has gone through them with credit to him- 
self and honor to the French republic, 

He Ras shown himself to be an eminent 
Minister, and what he has accomplished 
since he went to the Quai d’Orsay has all 
been to the glory of this country. One of the 
wisest acts of his ife was when he wedded 
his present wife. Mme. Ribot is an American 
lady by birth. Several years ago she was 
Miss Minnie Burch, and lived in Chicago. 

THE DEPOSED LEADER. 

M. De Freycinet, who was at the head of the 
Ministry just resigned, is 64 years of age, 
and is regarded as one of the most eminent 
men his country has produced. 

The late Vount von Moltke sneers at him in 
hig ‘‘Memoirs,’’ Just out, but itis well for 
Americans to remember that that famous 
Prussian chief of staff also sneered at the 
Northern army of the United States and es- 
pecially at all civil generals. Born the 
i4th of November, 1828, of old and noble 
family, De Freycinet is one of the few poll- 
ticilans now living who have given proof of 
uncommon excellence. Besides being at the 
head of the Cabinet, he is a Senator, a mem- 
ber of the Academy of Sciences and one of 
the ‘‘Immortals’’ of the French Academy. 
| He isa graduate of the Polytechnic School of 
the class of 1848; was mining engineer at 
Chartres and Bordeaux, Chief of Construc- 
tion of the railway inthe gSouth of France, 
and in 1870 entered into politics by offering 
his services to the national defense Govern- 
ment. Gambetta, who was Minister of the 
Interior, appointed him to bea prefect, and 
later on, when army headquarters were at 
Tours, the *‘Eagle of Cahors’’ called on M. de 
Freycinet tocometo assist him in resisting 
the invaders.

The Condemned Prisoner’s Impression 
of the Criminal Code. 


WHAT HE LEARNED OF LAW WHILE IN 
THE TOMBS. 


The Average Citizen Knows Little of 
Government—Right of Appeal a Bar 
to Prejudiced Verdicts-—Only the 
Wealthy Can Secure That Privilege— 
A Convict’s Dispassionate Views. 


NEW York, Feb. 20.—Carlyle W. Harris, 
who is under sentence of death for poisoning 
his young wife, Helen Neilson Potts, whom 
he had secretly married, writes for the SuN- 
DAY Post-DisPatcH his impressions of the 
workings of the code of criminal proceedure: 

**For nearly a year I have had daily before 
my eyes the workings of the code of 
criminal proceedure. For nearly a year 
I have been brought in unavoidable con- 
tact with men deprived of their liberty, 
in most cases justly, in somelI feel unjustly. 
These men were all aware that I had 
studied medicine. They knew me as a 
student, hence I have often had their 
confidence thrust upon me and have 
been consulted as an oracle on matters in- 
volving questions of medical science. Many 
prisoners inthe tombs are not waiting trial. 
They have already been convicted, 
but are here on a **stay of 
proceedings’ pending the decssion of their 
appeal. Now sinceallthatis human is fal- 
lible, human iaws may sometimes be 
at fault, and if in reading the 
printed ‘code’ and watching (as I have 
said) its practical results, have come to the 
earnest conclusion that it contained elements 
of gross injustice, and 
this occasion to call 
tention “to an instance 


Itrust no one will) deem me so immodest as | 


to set my opinion against those learned gen- 
tlemen who have voted us our laws and who 
so often combine the practice of local 
politics with the dispensing of national 
beverages. The average intelligent citizen 
who plunges each day into the Maelstrom of 
speculative business or floats through life on 
tne more placid current ofa clerkship or pro- 
fession kriows but vaguely of the laws that 
govern him, 

He leaves the framing of these lawsto the 
men who study law. e leaves their amend- 
ment and passage inthe Legislature to the 
devoted gentlemen referred to above. It ts 
a beauty of our institutions that a fairly 
moral man can on most occasions 
follow the law of common sense as suggested 
by his individual reasonings, because the 
laws as framed are meant to bea consensus 
of the individual reasoning of the majority. 
A foundation principle of all our laws 
is that they shall apply equally 
to rich and poor, to millionaire and me- 
chanic, to landlord and laborer. I have 
chosen for the subject matter of this article 
a part of our criminal procedure, 
which applies in no way’ to my own 
case. Ican thus, I trust, approach my sub- 
ject with that dispassionate calmness which 
is absolutely essential to the ends ofa just 
argument. 

‘‘One of earliest supplements to 
the institution of trial by jury was 
the privilege of appeal from that jury’s 
decision to the judgment ofa higher court, 
and to-day the right of appeal is 
among the buliwarks of our national 
liberty. It stands a bar to _ verdicts 
founded upon prejudice, a bar to the 
oppression of the weak, a preventive of that 
most terribleinjustice which would otherwise 
rob suffering innocence of ali that makes life 
sweet. Sowhen, aftersome study and much 
discussion with men of wider knowledge, I 
say thattheright of appaal is here denied 
the poor and possible only to men of means 
(except where the conviction is of murder in 
the first degree), [feel thut I am laying at 
the door of Legislative enactment a 
charge thatis most grave. But I hear you 
say: ‘Thiscannot be, twelve long decades 
ofliberty and progress cannot have left 
this blot on our statutes.’ Permit 
me to explain. Where a convicted 
man desires toappeal he must procure at 
his own expense: First, The stenographers’ 
minutes of his trial, which cost from $25 to 
$200. Second, A printed copy of these 
minutes and the briefs of the case, the cost 
of this being from $100 to $500. This 
applies toevery case except convictions of 
murder in the first degree. Only wherea 
man’s life is involved does the State pay the 
necessary costof the appeal. I am not in- 
cluding in these figures any account of 
lawyers’ fees. The State presumes every 
man innocent until convicted, and always 
able to pay his counsel, 

‘*‘l ask youto consider this poitnt—that an 
innocent, penniless unfoutunate may be sen- 
tenced to imprisonment for life with- 
out the possibility of appeal. 
ask you, would not any brave man, 
unjustly convicted, infinitely prefer immed- 
late death to a longlife of shame and im- 
prisonment? Comparatively few of the 
cases tried in our lower courts are taken 
on appeal, but of these cases 
the percentage is very large. I 
do not state how large, for 
Imay be misinformed. There are now at 
penal servitude in this State over four thou- 
sandmen. Of these it is safe to say 2,000 
have, by reason of poverty, been denied the 
right of appeal. How many of these men 
are innocent or have been illegally convicted? 
Let us put the figure as low as reason and the 
history of cases on appeal will permit; let 
us say 3 per cent. Do you, can you 
realize what this means? If 
I here have said be true, 
you gragp the horror of this pitiless injus- 
tice? Sixty men illegally condemned to 
shame. Sixty men forced by ‘man’s inhu- 
manity’ toa miserable existence of brutish 
monotony for years, perchance for 
life. The prison garb, the lock- 
step, each leaden day a mirror of 
seemingly countless days to come, each night 
passed upon a pallet of straw amid the ver- 
min thatalways infest a jall. Kach hour 
throughout thenightthe prison-keepers go 
their rounds, flashingtheir night lamps on 
the pallid, sleeping faces of sixty tortured 
innocents. Shut out from the world, the 
very newspapers forbidden them, their 
only aes rom day today is duiling ofthe 
sensibilities, a sinking into apathy. 

**Let me a case. 
this one it is known 
throughout civilized world 
although it only partly illustrates my mean.- 
ing. I meanthe case of Amee Ben Ali, or 
Frenchy. This man wastried in June, 1891, 
for the murder of ‘Old Shakespeare.’ He 
was convicted of murder in the second degree 
and sentenced to life imprisonment. Without 
entering into detail, I quote words spoken by. 
the Judge who tried the case: ‘Phe evidence 
would have warranted a verdict of murder 
in the first degree.’ How many people who 
attended that trialand listened to the eyi-

Only Ten Cleveland Men in a Tetal Vote 
of 384. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Feb, 20,—The last delegates 
to the Democratic State Convention have 
been elected, They stand now: Hill, 374; 
Cleveland, 10. Until this evening it was 
thought that the friends of the ex-President 
would make a better showing, but the chances 
are now that it will ve slightly worse than 
this, for already there is counted the deser- 
tion of one delegation. 

The ten delegates who are now counted as 
Cleveland men are the three from Clinton, 
three from Niagara, three from Chautau- 
qua and one from Fulton County. Two of 
these are almost certain to declare for Hill 
next Monday. There will be only four 
contesting delegations, one each from 
Albany, Chautauqua, Oswego and Niagara. 
They are Cleveland delegations, though, and 
itis not thought that any of them will be 
admitted. ‘Thus the situation now is 
that the whole delegation from _ the 
State to Chicago wiil be elected without 
a squabble or a contest. The Senator’s 
friends are in control of every Congressional 
district. It is apparent now what his plan is 
for silencing the criticism of opponents. 

The feeling of the Democratic party of the 
State is to be shown by an array of the most 
prominent men in the — in the 
support of the Senator. onday  after- 
noon the convention is to name 180 men 
as supporters and advocates and workers for 
his nomination. There will be seventy-two 
delegates and seventy-two alternates 
selected to go to Chicago, and there 
will be isi thirty-six Presidential  elec- 
tors named to cast the vote of the State if 
the Democrats shall win. These 180 will be 
the most distinguished men in the party, 
men who have been honored in the 
past, who have gone before the 
people, who have been trusted and of whose 
steriing democracy there cannot be the 
slightest doubt.

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WINS HER FREEDOM

THE HUSBAND SCORED BY THE JUDGE IN 
HIS DECISION, 


His Course Characterized as Very 
Reprehensible—The Conduct of the 
Plaintiff That of a Loving Wife—She Is 
Given Custody of Her Boy and $100 
Per Month Alimony. 


DEADWOOD, 8. D., Feb. 20.—A decision in 
the Blaine divorce case was rendered rather 
unexpectedly to-day. Judge Palmer, plain- 
tiff’s attorney, did not look for a decree be- 
fore next Wednesday. The facts were so 
plain, however, there was no reason for de- 
lay, and much, to the gratification 
of Mrs. Blaine her divorce was granted before 
noon. Judge Thomas’ decision is as follows: 

**This case is brought by the plaintiff for 
the purpose of obtaining a divorce from the 
defendant upon the grounds of desertion and 
the failure to provide. Under the 
testimony it seems that the marriage was 
ata very early age of both plaintiff and de- 
fendant, the defendant being 17 or 18 years of 
age and the plaintiff 19, It seems 
that the marriage under these circum- 
Stances of their tender age was ill- 
considered and ill-advised, but from their 
aiter life fora period of two years, it was 
affectionate and happy, and it would seem 
that it wasa marriage of love, mixed witha 
good deal ofromance., The testimony shows 
that the first two years oftheir married life 
was all that could be wished, 
and the cause of estrangement 
and separation so far as the Court is 
able to judge from the testimony is 
the unfriendliness on the part of the 
family of the defendant, especially his 
mother. It seems that Mrs. Blaine the elder 
was much opposed to the marriage, as 
was also Mr. Blaine theelder. Naturally so. 
Noone can blame them under thé circum- 
Stances for being opposed to any ill-con- 
sidered marriage of their son, at hisage. It 
seems that afterward they made up their 
minds to make the best of it, at least 
sO fur as Mr. Blaine, the elder, was con- 
cerned and the parties tothis suit had been 
invited tothe home of the elder Blaine at 
Augusta, Me., and thatsofaras Mr. Blaine, 
the elder, was concerned, the plaintiff! was 
properly treated, but it seems that Mrs.

In other words, she sotreated the 
plaintiff, atthe same time inviting her to 
make the house her home, as toca use her to 
be so unhappy that she would leave, and 
therefore she would claim onthe 
part of her son that he was de- 
serted by his wife. It seems thai young 
Blaine’s conduct, under the circum- 
stances, was very reprehensible. He was 
not made out of that stern stuff we would ex- 
pect coming from the family he did. It Is 
beyond my comprehension how a young 
man who has pledged his love to 
his fiancee and married her on his 
great insistence could be so dominated by his 
mother, however much respect he might 
have for that mother, as to be willingto de- 
sert his wife. Under such circumstances as 
tne evidence shows in this case, asa rule and 
so far as my observation goes, most 
young men who marry a youn woman 
against the will and consent of her or his 
parents, stand by her through thick and 
thin, however angry their parents may be, 
even when the parents disinherit and cast 
them off. 

‘*Butit seems to have been otherwise with 
young Blaine. He seemsto have been infat- 
uated with his wife for the first two years, 

was kind and considerate 
affectionate in his treatment 
her. As soon as he got under the 
domination of his mother he seemed to be- 
come greatly estranged from his wife and 
treated her with neglect and inattention. 
And the evidence shows that his desertion 
was the result of the machinations of his 
mother and the treatment that this plaintiff 
received from her hands was reprehensible 
and bad in every respect. 

‘*‘The evidence shows that soon after she 
left Augusta she lay down upona bed for ten 
months, suffering with the most acute and 
extreme suffering, and that during all the 
time he never gave her any recognition 
whatever, not even writing to her or 
visiting her or sending her anything in the 
way ofsupport. It Is bard forthe Court to 
find language to describe its feeling against a 
young man who would act this way. 

‘*The evidence shows that the conduct of 
the plaintiff was everything thac could have 
been expected from a wife to her husband. 
She followed him underthe roof of his pa- 
rents as longasit was bearable, and when 
she left, tn one of her letters, which was in- 
troduced in evidence, she srys: ‘Iam going 
to leave Augusta, not'you, Jamie,’ and then 
again a letter which appeared here in eyi- 
dence, and which I will read and makea part 
of my remarks.

LINCOLN’S INAUGURATION, 


By the Abduction of President Buchanan 
and Placing Breckinridge in a Posi- 
tion to Stand by the South’s Demands 
—_How Jefferson Davis Figured in the 


Scheme. 


wew YorkK, Feb. 20.—John A. Barry, for- 
merly editor of the Oswego (N. Y.) Palladium, 
gives out the history of the conspiracy to ab- 
duct Buchanan. He describes it thus: 

During the winter of 1867-8, the rejator be- 
came acquainted in Washington with Godard 
Bailey, a native of Georgia, and 
an ex-Confederate. This acquaintance 
grew into intimacy. Balley was a 
man of considerable ability, wide knowledge 
of men and affairs, and a Southerner 
of the Southerners, In the second 
year of Buchanan’s administration he 
eame into notoriety by reason of his alleged 
connection with the disappearance of 
worth of Indlan trust bonds 


the Interior Department. The bonds 
eo afterwards found and Balley was proveil 
blameless Inthe matter. In a conversation 
with Bailey the relator incidentally men- 
tioned the statement of Mr. Seward concern- 
ing the conspiracy to prevent the inaugura.- 
tion of Mr. Lincoln and asked him if 
he believed it had any foundation in fact. 
Balley replied that there was a 
well laid plot in January, 1861, to 
event Lincoln’s inauguration, but that 
assassination was not thought of as a means 
to the end. The number of the con- 
spirators was limited to 100. They 
were selected with great care from 
among the most reliable and influential 
coutherners in Washington, none of whom 
were office-holders or in any way 
related to employes under the 
administration. Of course, it was an oath- 
hound organization. The original cons pira- 
tors were three in number. Seven more 
were in in less than twenty- 
four hours * after the first move.

PLANS OF THE COMMITTEE. 

The additional members were selected by 
the Executive Committee after the character 
ofeachas to reliability, nerve and deter- 
mination had been carefully scrutinized and 
duly certified, Not a man of the 100 proved 
yoraithful.

She left the fever-stricken port, Santos, 
Jan. 21. 

A week later, yellow fever broke out 
among thecrew. Henry Phillips, the tallor, 
was first attacked. He was removed to an 
isolated part of the ship and lived only a day. 
His body was buried at sea. A week after 
Sailor Phillips died. Isaac Williams, who had 
nursed the first victim, displayed symptoms 
offeverand Was taken tothe hospital. He 
died inafew days. His body was also buried 
at sea. 

Capt. Besan took every precaution to pre- 
vent the spread ofthe disease among the 
crew, and no more deaths occurred. The 
captain of the Dalton reports that Santos is 
stillin a deplorable condition. The fever has 
abated somewhat, but the death rate is still 
alarmingly high. 


STOPPED BY THE SPRINKLER. 


Fire at the Carriage Factory of Haydock 
Brothers. 


Fire was discovered in the large carriage 
factory of Haydock Bros. at Fourteenth and 
Papin streets last night about 12:45 by Pri- 
vate Watchman Weatherby. An alarm 


was turned in, but before the engines 
arrived the automatic sprinklers had 
extinguished the fireand damaged the green 
stock in the northeast corner of the building 
to the amount of $2,500. The fire originated 
in the waste chute in the east side of 
the bullding and is supposed to 
have been the result of spontaneous 
combustion. Thechuteis filled with shav- 
ings, waste and other alley material. A huge 
watertank at the top ofthe building is con- 
nected with the automatic sprinkler, and 
almost the entire contents had escaped be- 
fore the water could be shutoff. The water 
dripped from the third floor to the basement, 
damaging the electrical apparatus to the ex- 
tent of probably $500. Most of the stock 
threatened by the water was saved by the 
action of the salvagecorps. The goods dam- 
aged consist chiefly of unfinished wheels.

There isa tremendous significance in this 
brief announcement. It brings to mind 
what is probably the greatest lawsuit the 
world, ever knew, not only in the amount o 
property involved (nearly $20,000,000) but in 
the duration of the case (nearly 100 
years). Further, few suits bave 
been contested with such perti- 
nacity or have aroused such  wide- 
spread interest. There is doubtless no 
English-speaking country in the world that 
has not among its inhabitants one or more 
people who believe themselves entitled by 
consanguinity and the laws of inheritance 
to a share in the Jennens estate.

tery, but syndicates have been formed, the 
subscribers to which included men of all de- 
grees, from the artisan to the money kings 
and the men with front handles to their 
names, for the purpose of prosecuting one or 
anotherclaim,. Itis the case upon which Dick 
ens based his ‘‘Jarndyce and Jarndyce’’ in

LOST HIS SPECTACLES. 

It is rather odd thatthis immense contest 
never would have occurred if it had not been 
that one day a man accidentally left his spec- 
taclesgathome. It was not far from the end 
ofthe last century that William Jennens 
wrote his will and set out to consult his solic- 
itor before appending his signature. Arriv- 
ing at the office he could not read the docu- 
mentiand the solicitor’s spectacles would not 
fit. So, like a careful man of business, he 
put his willin his pocket and went home, in 
tendingtocall again ina day ortwoand 
bring! his spectacles with him. Then he died 
andthe unsigned will was found in his 
pocket. 

Litigation began in 1798. William Jennens, 
the cause of ali this trouble, was born in 1700; 
he lived to the age of 98 years. He never 
married. Perhaps he had not the time for it, 
as he seemed to have devoted himself heart 
and soultoadding to the large fortune left 
him by his father. He became a member of 
the card playing clubs in London, not to play 
but to finance the gilded youth of the period, 
his charge being 1,000 guineas in the morning 
for £1,000 lent over night. His family being 
gradually allied by reason oftheir wealth to 
the nobility, his means grew beyond his com- 
emp oman He was the richest commoner of 
lis time, 

The only actual will, dated in 1726, 1s as fol- 
lows: 

In the name of God amen I William Jennens 
of Bedford Row in the County of Middlesex Esq. 
being of sound and disposing mind and memory and 
understanding make this my last Will and Testament 
in manner following impris: I will that all just 
debts shall be paid and satisfied. Item, I give and 
devise unto my honoured mother Anne Jennens 
all those my estates in the several Counties 
of Suffolk and Essex which were pur- 
chased by my late Father ofJohbn Danielfor the 
sum of Twelve thousand seven hundred pounds in 
the names of Humphrey Jenmens and Anthony Gul- 
dott Trustees for my said late Father. And also all 
other my estates whatsoever in said Counties of Suf- 
folk and Essex with their and every of their appur- 
tenances. Tohold to my said mother during the 
term of her natural life. May 3rd 1726. 

WILLIAM JENNENS. 

The mother died in 1761,and the last will,as I 
have said, was found in Jennens' coat pocket 
the morning after hi$ death in 1798, With an 
assidulty not unusual where money is con- 
cerned, several claimants appeared in the 
field, including among others Lord Curzon, 
Mary, Viscountess Andover, William Pinder 
Lugon (first Ear! Beauchamp) and the grand- 
father of the claimant, George Willis, who 
was a Jennens. 

A CHANGELING EARL. 

Immediately after the death Lord Curzon 
went to the Jennens country seat, Acton 
place, Suffolk, and from there to the house in 
Grosvenor Square, to search for a will which 
was notfound. The Curzon family secured 
all the real estate and Richard W. Penn Cur- 
zon was created Earl Howe in 1821 at a. cost, 
it is sald, of £24,000. Thisisa point of great 
importance in the. present litigations. The 
earidom of Howe had lapsed in default of 
male issue. Lady Ourzon, who previous to 
her marriage had been Lady Sophia Char- 
lotte Howe, baroness, was ambitious. The 
story goes that she wanted to rank higher, 
and to do this it would be neces- 
sary tocreate a new earl. A village girl 
named Ann Oaks hadachila by Lady Cur- 
zon’s butler. Lady Curzon first induced the 
butler to acknowledge the child and then she 
adopted him. She sent him to school, had 
him made a cadet inthe navyand when he 
was full grown brought him back to the 
estate andrepresented him asherson. Later 
she took him to court, and although there 
were some about the estate who saw through 
the scheme and recognized the boy, Lady 
Curzon managed to impose upon royalty, by 
the aid of the £24,000, and the legitimate boy 
was created the second Earl Howe. 

Since that time, earlyin the present cen- 
tury, thousands of pounds have been spent 
(mostly wasted) in searching church regis- 
ters, public records, libraries, etc. Churches 
and churchyards have been closely examined 
for inscriptions, and lives have been spent 
in compiling pedigrees and searching for 


roofs. 

Pirne object ofall these searches was, of 
course, to establish a line of descent for one 
claimant or another from the Jennens line 
most closely allied to the childless miser. On 
one occasion it became necessary for a claim- 
ant to establish the legal marriage of 
one John Jennens and one Jane 
Amoprose, who __ lived in Reading 
during the middle of the sixteenth century, 
(Back further even than this have genealo- 
gists employed in this case been paid to 
search for evidence of relationship and legit- 
imate descent.) it was believed that the 
marriage in question had taken place some 
time subsequent tothe year 1561.

IN MOROCCO, 


THE ANCIENT AND BARBARIC SULTAN- 
ATE DOOMED TO DISMEMBERMENT,

TANGIER, Morocco, Jan. 2%.—The present 
*frevolt of the tribes,’’ in Morocco, though 
doubtless overestimated in importance, ren- 
dersatourof adventure to the interior by 
any white man from Tangier an impossible 
performace. Italso brings sharply to mind 
many recent prophecies, from highest Euro- 
pean diplomatic sources, of the early disin- 
tegration of this, the last barbaric sultanate 
ofancient Mauritania, 

Atleast four great European powers are 
corcerned in the acquisition of all northern 
Africa. For years Italy has hadher itching 
fingers in the affairs of Tripoli, whose trade 
with the African equatorial Kingdoms is 


enormous. 

France,from her new and matchless empire 
of Algeria, is pushing her railways across the 
eastern boundaries of Morocco, and but a few 
weeks since took forcible possession of the 
rich vasis of Tuat. This point, about 700 miles 
a trifle southwest of Algiers and atrifie south- 
east of Tangiers, is inthe central northern 
portion of the Sahara. It is by all odds the 
most splendid possible stragetic possession 
in Northern Africa. Here the great caravan 
routes converge from all parts of the Sahara, 
and even from Central Africa and the coun- 
tries bordering on the Gulf of Guinea. France 
has thus tapped, divertedand must eventu- 
ally largely control, the richest trade ofa 
major portion of the entire African COontl- 
nent. 

An English fleet is now at Cadiz. Two of 
her great war-ships are inthis very harbor. 
Another English man-of-waris by this time 
at Cape Juby. At the latter place, about 
300 miles down the Western coast of Morocco, 
just opposite the Canary Islands, immense 
English trading interests have been estab- 
lished with the Azuad country and the West- 
ern Soudan; andaliof these have been dl- 
verted from their old channels through the 
Morocco sultanate to its commercial capitals, 
the cities of Morocco, Fez and Tangier. Pow- 
erful British interests at Tangier are seeking 
and would be benefited by Morocco’s disrup- 
tion; while the British Government has had 
more than one cause of regret since the 
wonderful achievements of France in Al- 
geria, and the recent marvelous develop- 
ment of Africancountries and trade, that it 
ever relinquished its former possession of 
Tangier in 1684; previous to which, through 
Portuguese cession, it had been held and 
looted by various English military command- 
ants for a period of twenty-two years. 

Meantime poor old Spain, the hereditary 
foe of the Moor, is gloating over the probable 
near downfall of his Shereeflan Highness, 
Muley Hassan, and will find her own full re- 
ward in simple revenge ; though when the oc- 
casion of dismemberment comes a few addi- 
tional crumbs will doubtless fall to her pick- 


ing. 

The four powers named are eagerly alert 
for the possibilities In all new moves in 
Northern Africa; and Morocco, the last re- 
maining empire of barbarism of ancient 
Mauritania, is doomed. Theglitter and clink 
of an hundred thousand chassepot rifies girdle 
iton the east and south. Opened-mouthed 
cannon complete the circle on the north and 
west. Strangely enough civilization often 
confronts barbarism in this way. There is 
not at this moment a break in its circling im- 
pact. The inevitable and resistless pressure 
may come before these words can find their 
place in print. It may not come before the 
century is done. But itis no less inevitable. 
Then Morocco will be transformed, 
Algiers, into a paradise of health 
and plenty, and beyond it, even to the wild 
Soudan, the oases of the waterless wastes of 
Sahara shall bloom and bDlossomin all the 
giorious luxuriance of a glowing Cuban valle. 

Until then, fromany standpoint this weird 
old city must remaina Cr of the rarest in- 
terest. No one cantellitsage. The sieges, 

iliages and pestilences it has withstood are 

eartrending. It isthe most Moorish of all 
Moorish cities. Decaying, ruinous, hoary, it 
has still clung, though but twenty.miles from

Besides these, there will troop by you 
hundreds of the Biskris—the scavengers, 
water-carriers and men-of-all-work of Tan- 
gier—Dare and shaven headed, fine featured 
and with splendid muscular development. 
og little bootblaeks of mongrel race who 
wil ——- any diablerie, from Diacking 
and shining their own faces to plumping~ an 
eye out and into its socket, for but one 
copper flu for each each exhibition, are dan- 
cing about you. Snake-charmers with 
hideous cobra-de-copellos would about 
their filthy bodies will pass you. Necro- 
mancers who reaily eatfire are as common 
in the streets as those who do not at our 
summer resorts and nickel-shocker muse- 
ums.

DALTON’S DEFENSE. 


He Is Positive That He Made No Mis- 
takes inthe McGroarty Operation. 

Dr. H.C. Dalton, Superintendent of the 
City Hospital, was seen yesterday evening 
and askedto make a statement concerning 
the death of James McGroarty and the cir- 
cumstances previous thereto. Dr. Bren- 
nan, who was selected by the Cor- 
oner to ‘make the post-mortem 


examination upon the body of McGroarty 
has made the statement that the amputation 
ofthe log was badly done, and was the 
cause of death. This statement naturally re- 
fiects upon Dr. Dalton, as the patient was 
taken to the City Hospital immediately after 
he was run Over at Sixthand Poplar streets, 
and Dr. Dalton himself cut off the injured 
leg. Dr. Dalton last night furnished the fol- 
lowing statement: 4 

‘*‘The alleged finding by the Coroner’s 
physician in his examination of the ampu- 
tated limb of James McGroarty, is so at 
variance with the facts in the case, and 
does such gross injustice to the surgery 
practiced that I beg of you to give the same 
publicity to this statement which your 
valuable paper accorded Dr. Brennan’s re- 


rt. 

‘*The man was admitted int» the City Hos- 
ital on the 29th of December, ’91, with his 
eg in such condition as to necessitate ampu- 

tation four inches below the knee joint. 

‘‘The operation was performed according 
to the rules of surgery; an abundant flap re- 
mained; it was united by suturesand under 
antiseptic dressings, the wound healed 
immediate union.

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RIVER IMPROVEMENT. 
_ The memorial of the St. Louis Merchants’ 
Exchange to Congress on the improvement 
of the Mississippi River, is a pamphlet of 
80 pages, prepared by D. M. GRISSOM, un- 
der the direction of the committee, and 
contains a most exhaustive and conclusive 
argument for an appropriation of $8,000, - 
000 a year to carry out such permanent 
plan for the improvement of the river from 
the Falls of St. Anthony to the jetties as 
may be adopted by the Secretary of War 
and the Chief of the Bureau of Engineers. 

The purpose of the memorial is to im- 
press upon Congress the importance of 
first improving the main artery of our 
great river system in accordance with a 
permanent plan of operations, which must 
be perfected to render the navigation of 
the tributaries successful or valuable, and 
in the meantime to rescue the work of 
river improvemeat from the maelstrom of 
log-rolled river and harbor bills and helter- 
skelter appropriations squandered here 
and there without method or benefit to 
commerce, 

If Congress can be induced to stop the 
frightful waste of money in the name of 
river improvement, which has hitherto 
been nothing but a game of grab, and to 
inaugurate a permanent and progressive 
plan of operations based upon permanent 
appropriations of a certain sum annually, 
we shall for the first time in the history of 
the country enter upon this great work in 
a practical and effective manner, and shall 
thereafter have plain sailing to the com- 
pletion of it.

IMMIGRATION AND MONOPOLY. 


The commission appointed by the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to investigate the sub- 
ject of immigration has made a valuable 
and important report. Two of the com- 
missioners, Col. WEBER and Dr. WALTER 
KEMPSTER, visited France, Belgium, Hol- 
land, Poland, Austria Hungary and other 
countries and their conclusions rest upon 
the facts there gathered. 

They found that. about 60 per cent of the 
immigrants came on money furnished by 
friends on this side. They also learned 
that steamship agents were not much given 
to stimulating immigration and that the 
contract labor laws had almost entirely 
broken up the slave traffic which fora 
time assumed threatening proportions. 
Their only recommendations cover pau- 
perism and obviously undesirable immi- 
grants. 

The report, which is temperate and ap- 
parently free from partisan bias, is well 
worth serious consideration. The allega- 
tion that the character of the immigrant 
is not deteriorating will perhaps be chal- 
lenged. But it seems to be proved that 
much of the fear aroused by the enormous 
inpouring of alien blood is not justified. 
Most of the new population is, according 
to this report, not unworthy the privileges 
of American citizenship. 

Nevertheless the stubborn fact remains 
that there is an oversupply of labor, and 
that wages are therefore tending to a lower 
level. The numerous strikes and lock-outs 
which have perplexed the authorities of 
Pennsylvania during the last few years are 
a sufficient proof of this. There are 
workingmen out of work ina State whose 
natural resources are boundless and inex- 
haustible. 

Why is this? 

Within the past week a huge monopoly 
has been formed in Pennsylvania which 
proposes to close up many anthracite 
mines in that State. It is proposed to give 
the screw another turn, set workingmen 
adrift and further glut the wage market 
with hungry labor. The price of coal will 
be raised by limiting the supply; the price 
of labor will be depressed by the aug- 
mented supply. The monopoly is 
cornering the resources of Pennsylvania 
and adding to the overpopulation by the 
simple and easy process of reducing the 
size of the earth. 

It is possible that if the resources of 
Pennsylvania and other States now within 
the grasp of monopoly were thrown open 
to labor and capital, if combination were 
made impossible and competition made 
free, we might find room for our own labor 
and perhaps for the foreigners. It is 
worth while at least to inquire whether 
the privileges universally granted to these 
great corporations do not create the evils 
ascribed to immigration and overpopula- 
tion.

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THE consolidations and ‘‘deals’’ con- 
summated during the past week are fol- 
lowed by rumors of others, the principal 
being that embracing several Western rail- 
roads.

Is there any day which is like to be the coldest 
day in the year? METEOROLOGY. 

It is agreed that June 21 is the longest day 
of the year, and Dec. 21 the shortest, but it is 
not so easy to say which is the coldest. How- 
ever, observations carried on over a long 
series of years appear to show that Jan. l¢ 
(St. Hilary’s Day) may be regarded as the 
coldest day. It has proved itself to be the 
coldest day in many of the famous frosts of 
history, though, of course, there are plenty 
of exceptions to the rule, as we have recently 
experienced. Sometimes the coldest day 
occurs in December and sometimes in Feb- 
ruary. June 24 1s midsummer day, but it 
does not follow that it is also the hottest day. 

When was the first attempt made to use‘electricity 
as @ motive power on railroads? R. J. CO. 

The firstattempt to apply electric power 
on railways was made by Mr. R. Davidson, 
who, in September, 1842, tried on the Edin- 
burgh & Glasgow Rallway an electro-mag- 
netic locomotive, running on four wheels and 
weighing five tons. A speed of four miles 
per hour was attained.

Can you tell me who the ‘‘lotus eaters yom x. 

According to Homer, the lotus eaters were 
a people who lived onthe northern coast of 
Africa, visited by Ulysses in his wanderings, 
and who endeavored to detain his compan- 
ions by giving them the lotus to eat. Who- 
ever ate of this fruit wished never to depart. 
The Arabs call the fruit of the lotus 
the ‘‘fruit of destiny,’’ which they 
belleve is to be eaten in paradise. 
The lotus is a shrub of two or thr ee feet high, 
and its fruit, which ts produced in great 
abundance, is a drupe of the size ofa wild 
plum, which has a pleasant, sweet taste. 
The name lotus has also been given to several 
beautiful species of water lily, especially to 
the blue water Lily and the Egyptian water 
lily. In the mythology of the Hindoos and 
Uhinese the lotus, as a flower, plays a dis- 
tinguished part. The Hindoo deities of 
the different sects. are often  rep- 
resented seated on a throne of its 
shape, or the expanded flower.. The color 
in Southern Indiais white or red, the last 
color fabled to be derived from the blood of 
Siva when Kambdeva, of Cupid, wounded 
him with the love arrow. It symbolized the 
world, the meru, or residence of the gods, 
and female beauty. Amongthe Chinese the 
lotus had a similar reputation and poetic 
meaning, being especially connected with 
Buddha, and symbolizing female beauty, the 
small feet of their women Deing called 
kinleen, or ‘‘goiden lilies,’’ 


When was the postage stamp. invented? 
PHILATELBT, 

The postage stamp will be 52 years old in 
May. Its inventor was a printer, James 
Chalmers of Dundee, Scotland, who died in 
1858. England, fifty-two years ago, intro- 
duced the new system of prepaying letter 
postage, and, according to a decree of Dec. 
21, 1839, issued the first stamps, which were 
to be put before the public on May 6 ofthe 
following year, as noted above. A year later 
they were introduced in the United States 
and Switzerland, and within three years had 
become common in Bavaria, Belgium and 
France. 

Was the past year peculiarly disastrousin the line 
of fires? INSURANCE. 

The loss by fire in the United States and 
Canada in 1891 was larger than in any year 
since 1872, the year of the disastrous fire in 
Boston, when $80,000,000 of property was 
burned up In that single conflagration. The 
Chicago fire loss in 1871 was upward of $200, - 
000,000. Last year the total loss aggregated 
$137,716, 150.

To wash silverware never use soap in the 
water, as it dulls the luster, giving the out- 
siue more the appearance Of pewter than 
silver. Whenit wants cleaning rub it witha 
piece of soft leather and prepared chalk, the 
latter made intoa kind of paste with pure 
water, as impure water might contain grit. 
Use silverif itis be kept bright—do not tie 
it up in bags and set itaway to tarnish. Use 
itallithe time and it will stay bright and 
shining.

THINGS WISE AND OTHERWISE. 

It is a curious and significant fact—receiv- 
ing less attention than it deserves—that 
while the belief in tmmortality is practically 
universal, life beyond the grave is not asso- 
ciated in the popular mind with effort of any 
sort, but rather with calm, peaceful, un- 
broken rest, In the floral mottoes at funerals 
the simple word ‘* Rest’’ is seen oftener than 
any other, as it ison tombstones and similar 
memorials ofthe dead, The Bible has many 
tems conveying the same idea; for instance: 
‘There the weary be at rest;’’ ‘Unto whom 
Isware Im my wrath that they should not 
enter into my rest.’’ ‘*There remaineth 
therefore a rest tothe people of God;’’? ‘For 
he that is entered into his rest, hv also hath 
ceased from his own work as God did His;’' 
‘Let us labor therefore to enter into that 
rest;"’ ‘‘He giveth his beloved sleep;’’ **For 
there isnowofk * * * inthe yrave whither 
thou goest.’’ ‘‘I must work * * *® while 
it is Gay; the night cometh when 
no man can work,’’ I do not 
now remember a single seriptural passage 
which indicates, or intimates, that the future 
life is to be one Of labor or even of exertion; 
only of repose,rest. ‘‘ After life’s fitful fever he 
sleeps well,’’ embodies the popular idea, 
and all literature, ancient and modern, 
sacred and profane, is full of such expres- 
sions. They may be heard, too, in all serious 
conversations upon the great subject of the 
hereafter; anc, so faras my knowledge ex- 
tends, the members of all sects, andof no 
sect, agree in hoping, if not in believing, that 
beyond this poor ‘‘bank and shoal of time,’’ 
with all its cares and sorrows and sufferings, 
there is a haven of eternal rest. 

We'll stand the storm, it won't be long; 
We'll anchor by and by. 

Christian people regard immortality as a 
priceless boon and disbelief in it as some- 
thing awful. Yet fully one-third of the 
world’s population look forward, as the 
final reward of a good life hero, to extinc- 
tion hereafter. The Buddhist Nirvanais dos- 
cribed as *‘a sublime state of conscious rest 
in Omniscience ;’’ or, as ‘‘absorption of the 
individual soul into the Universal Soul, as 
the drop is absorbed into the ocean.'’ All 
authorities agree that Nirvana involves the 
loss of individoality; it is not annihilation, 
but such a degree of distribution, if I may so 
call it, as to amount substantially to the 
same thing. Every pious Buddhist (anda 
good many whoare not), prays tor Nirvana, 
because to him it means everlasting rest; 
whether conscious or unconscious, he cares 
very littie. 

Where the pain to be shall coase— 
In Nirvana, perfect peace. 

Ibave yet to find a man of 45 and up- 
wards—and I have asked many—who 
would if he could live his 
life over again. Some of them have expressed 
a willingness to go through a second life, 
providing they could have the experience of 
the first to guide them. Many have said: ‘‘No 
second life for me, in this world at least, on 
any conditions. I have had enough, and 
more than enough. What I want is rest.’ ’’

ARGUMENTS PRESENTED AGAINST THE 


What the Government Commission Has 
Accomplished—Programme Outlined 
for Action in the House on Silver and 
the Tariff—Capital Notes— Washington. 
News in Briet 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 20.—The adjourn- 
ment of both Houses of Congress until Tues- 
day next did not prevent the work of the 
House Committee on Territories from meet- 
ing this morning. For the past month the 
committee has been engaged in taking testi- 
mony from a number of delegations repre- 
senting different factions in Utah and Okla- 
homa, who have been arguing for and 
against Statehood and home rule for their 
respective territories, and in conjunction 
with the claims of those two territories are 


those of Arizona and New Mexico, which will 
keep the committee here at work for some 
time to come. 

Mr. Washington of Tennessee is chairman 
of the committee, has taken advanta of 
the short recess of Congress and call his 
committee together to proceed with the 
hearings onthe question of’ Statehvod and 
home-rule for Utah and Oklahoma. 

To-day the representative of the Liberal 
pasty in Utah, Mr. Allen, concluded his ares 
mentin oppositiontothe bili providing for 
a change 1n the affairsof the government of 


Utah. 

If this bill were passed, he said the old 
laws in the territory would remain in 
force, but not in effective force. 
The Speaker took issue withthe assertion of 
some on among whom were some who 
went to Utah with United States commissions 
in their pockets, that thé Liberal party wasa 
carpet-bagging one. Mr. Allen in answer to 
a question said that the duties of the Utah 
Commissioners were to look after the elec- 
tions in Utah, appoint registrars amd see that 
no fraud was perpetrated. They need not 
remain in the territories all year round, but 
give full time and attention, all that was 
necessary, in the performance of their 
duties. 

Mr. Allen told of the manner of registration 
and of the cases of false registration. He said 
that names were stricken from the registra- 
tion lists by the registrars of the opposition 
party when they saw fit to do so, The 
Speaker strcigly upheld the commission, 
saying that it had always executed its duties 
in an upright and honorable menner. 

Mr. Allen roundly scored the Opposition, a 
delegation of which had Shae pm | appeared 
before the committee and had made charges 
against the Liberals. He characterized the 
actions of the members as inconsistent, say- 
ing that they came before the committee 
ani make certain charges and then returned 
home and through legisiation did the oppo- 
site to what they said. The whole question, 
he said, was whether these people who 
wanted statehood would act fairly and honor- 
ably toward the great number of people in 
that territory. 

In speaking of the great power vested in 
the Governor, the speaker said that he 
thought the actions and the veto of that 
official were perfectly correct. 

Mr. Allen read from the report of the Gov- 
ernor In 1890 to show that be feared theocratic 

ower in Utah. Theocracyand polygamy 

ave come band in hand in Utah, said the 
speaker, and the followers of beliefs had re- 
viled the Liberal party forall its action, but 
despite this the Liberals had gained power in 
Salt Lake City, and the strides toward prog- 
ress in Utah had been rapid. 

During the course of Mr. Allen’s remarks in 
regard to taking voters’ namesoff the regls- 
tars’ list, Chairman Washington read tothe 
speakera decision of the Supreme Court of 
Utah, Ina case involving the election of Mr. 
Allen tothe Legislature, where the registrar 
struck from the list of voters fifteen names, 
by which action the opposition candidate 
was defeated when he should have been the 
rightful holder of the office. 

Mr. Allen was asked why such a decision 
was rendered in his favor. 

Mr. Allen referred the chairman to Judge 
Anderson foran answer, as the Judge had 
rendered the decision. 

Juda Anderson stated to the committee 
that the cases had received a thorough in- 
vestigation and hearingand the votes were 
found incompetent and thrown out, 

At the conclusion of Judge Anderson’s 
statement a recess was taken, and upon re- 
assembling the members favoring the .bills 
were heard. C. C. Richards was the first 
speaker favoring the measures. He said that 
he was not hereto attack anyone or make 
any charges, butto make plain statements 
in regard to the system of Government in 
Utah, wnich was not what it should be. 

In relation to the Utah commission, Mr. 
Richards read a section from the Edmunds 
act creating the commission toactuntil the 
Legisiature could be so organized as to be 
able to conduct its own Stateaffairs. Mr. 
Richards. went on to say that by certain acts 
the commission overstepped its authority. 
He said that there had been both good and 
bad men on the commission.

already exciting great interest among Ohio 
Democrats, and lines are drawn sharply for 
and against Mr, Oleveland. Thus far 
comiparatively few have declared for 
Hil, but they include Lew  bBer- 
‘para, the chief lieutenant of 
John R. McLean, and other equally hustling 
workers, who will leave no stone unturned to 
gecure the Obio delegation for the man from 
Eimira. Many more hesitate to advocate 
Hill, but are frank in declaring that in their 
opinion Cleveland is not available 
and ought not to be thonght 
of. In this list belong Senator 
Brice and his close friends, and such powers 
inthe party as John Farley of this city, 
whose influence goes further with the Dem- 
ocrats of Northern Ohio than that of any 
other one man. Lawrence T. Neal, Gov. 
Campbell’s disappointed rival for the nom- 
ination last summer, is in the same ranks. 

On the other hand Gov. Campbell and all 
his friends, with such enthusiastic leaders 
as Congressmen Johnson and Harter, are 
warm supporters of Mr. Cleveland, and 
will spare no pains to give him the forty- 
six votes from Ohio, Allen A. Thur- 
man, who trains with this faction, 
advocates the adoptiomof the unit rule by the 
State Convention in order to make the influ- 
ence of the State greater, and it is an open 
secret that this is proposed because it 
would promote ex-Gov. Campbell’s lit- 
tle boom for the vice- presidential 
nomination. The Cleveland and Campbell 
men all believe they are strong enough to 
carry suchascheme throvgh in theirown 
interests, but c.ol outside observers are by 
mo means certain of it. 

The State machine and the prestige which 
Campbell commanded last June are badly 
shattered by this time, and if worse comes 
to worst the anti-Cleveland men and the 
open followers of Hill will likely be found 
Syeneng RODS in hand against Campbell and 
a Cleveland delegation.

COMPROMISING. 


LOUISIANA DEMOCRATS COMING TO AN AGREE- 
MENT. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., Feb. 20.—The labors of 
the two Democratic State Committee, the 
respective representatives of Foster and 
McEnery, after a whole week’s.work, have 
finally determined a general outline of 
compromise. The proposition which both 
sides agreed that both tickets as they stand 
would be submitted tothe white people of 
the State, the date be mutually agreed upon 
later, and the candidates receiving the ma- 
jority of the popular vote be declared the 
regular ticket. Representation, in both city 
and country, was to be equally dai- 
vided, the Commissioners to be ap- 
pointed by the State Central Committee. 
It was proposed that a committee of 
seven should be selected by the opposing 
factions whose duty would be to conduct the 
election. Theonly objection which the Mc- 
Eneryites found tothe amended proposition 
was as tothe congressional apportionment 
in the Hilland River parishes, but for the 
sake of.harmony the objection was with- 
drawn.

The 
decapitation of Internal Revenue Collector 
Wimberly for supposed pro-lottery  pro- 
clivities and for bucking against the 
recognized leaders of the National 
administration in both Louisiana and Missis- 
sippiis not calculated to harmonize party 
ditference in this State. Infact, Mr. Harri- 
son seems to condede that the Republicans 
cannot capture control of the State, but will 
be satisfied with the prestige his adminis- 
tration will gain by the total annihilation 
of the lottery company. Having defeated 
its operations intne United States generally 
by the postal law, he is now desirousof seal- 
ing its fate forever by having it defeated 
in Louisiana itself. For this reason the War- 
moth faction has been instructed to lend all 
the assistance itcantoMr. Foster, even to 
the length of pulling down its own ticket and 
indorsing his. Itis now feit to be certain 
that no binding agreement for harmonizing 
the two Democratic factions will be adopted. 
Foster will make the fight against Mc- 
Enerny. Warmoth is anxious to make a 
trade with himtothis effect. The colored 
vote is to be cast for Fosterin April and in 
return for this the Kepublican ticket is to be 
insured fair play in November.

D., Feb. 20.—The 
council between the Rosebud and Pine Ridge 
Agencies convened here yesterday afternoon.

‘*Brethren of the Rosebud and Pine Ridge 
reservations: We meet this afternoon for the 
purpose of a friendly talk andto explain 
matters pertaining to the dividing line 
between Rosebud and this agency. I am glad 
to meet you, and more than pleased to see 
the good feeling that predominates among 
you. The Great Father at Washington Is anx- 
ilously awaiting the results of this meeting. I 
am free to say I believe you are all—as he will 
be—entirely satisfied to do what will be done. 

‘*We have no desire to hurry your talk 
among yourselves. Take time to consider,so 
that when you come to the council you can 
talk intelligently. Be reasonable in your re- 
quests of each other. We want you, the Rose- 
bud and Pine Ridge Indians, to agree among 
yourselves and tryandact as a unit. It is 
only by being reasonable that you can expect 
to obtain any good results. ‘

ton. I thank you for your attention,’’

EQUALIZED WAGES. 


The Demand of the Wagner Sleeping-Car 
Shopmen. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., Feb. 20.—There is a strike 
at the Wagner car shops, at East Buffalo, and 
there will probably be trouble before the 
matter is settled. The men began leaving 
the shops on Thursday morning and this 
afternoon all had ieft the big carv- 
ing shops. The machinery is stopped 
and the men say it will not be running again 
until the troubles are adjusted. The union 
wood carvers of the Wagner car shops have 
been laid off. The men claim that there has 
been a ‘‘lock-out’’ without proper cause, 
and if their story is true, there will bea 
great disturbance soon.

This was considered an 
injustice to the men who were allowed $3.50, 
so they asked for an equalization of wages 
and their petition was refused. Then in the 
neighborhood oftwo hundred men left the 
shops ina body. The strikers say they will 
prevent other men from working in the 
shops and trouble may be expected.

THE DESCENDANT OF A NATURAL CHILD 
COMES INTO THE ROYAL LINE. 


Written for the SUNDAY Post-DIsPATcH. 
Shakspearian readers and persons ac- 
quainted with ‘‘Burke’s Peerage’’ and ‘‘Boa- 
den’s Life of Dora Jordan’’ the actress, when 
spectators of the recent funeral at Windsor, 
of Prince Albert Victor, were doubtless filled 
with many historical recollections. These 
were inspired by the spectacle of the Prince 
of Wales, and his son-in-law the Duke of 
Fife, walking together at the bier of a Duke 
of Clarence. Every spectator knew that the 
grandmother ofthe Duke of Fife was a natu- 
ral daughter of another Duke of Olarence 
who afterwards became King William IV.— 
and of Dora Jordan the great comedienne of 
hertime. Each spectator Knew that in the 
baby recently born to the Princess Louise 
and the Duke of Fife mingled the blood of the 
Queen of England and ofa King’s mistress, 
and that this infant was now third presump- 
tive heir to the throne. ' 
Many spectators must have recalled the 
early duo of Clarence’s who came to an un- 
timely fate; and the shame of the last Clar- 
ence—vulgarly nicknamed ‘‘Silly Billy,’’— 
whenhe became King—That sem!- parasitic 
monarch who, after neglecting Mrs. Jordan, 


aided and abetted his brother, George IV., in’ 


his marital persecution of Queen Caroline. 
The memory was recalled of the first Duke 
who, after the usual persecution of Irishmen 
as a lord lieutenant, died in battle from the 
blow of an ax in the hands of a Scotchman— 
a Scot whose direct ancestor now stands 
side by side with another Scotchman by elec- 
toral adoption in the battle for home rule. 
There was also recalled the second Duke of 
Clarence, who figures in quotation books as 
**Maudlin Clarence in a Malmsey butt;’’ and 
of whom the play makes Richard IIl.exclaim, 
‘*Dive, thougnts, down into my soul—bere 
Clarence comes,.’’ 

**But such memories vivid as these were 
must have faded before the fact that this 
meee yy Duke of Fife was illegitimately de- 
scended from another Duke of Clarence. Per- 
haps, moreover, those spectators recalled 
how the whirligig of time tin its revengeful 
results long — od had brought to England’s 
throne a queen born of Anne Boleyn, another 
injured woman cast off by another king. 
Some may have remembered how T.P.O’Con- 
nor, in nis newspaper, the Star, when Prince 
Albert Victor was created Duke of Clarence, 
editorially hopedthat the ill-starred destiny 
which seemed to have shone over the line of 
Clarences might not gleam over England’s 
then heir presumptive. ~ ~~

sat down behind a volume of ‘‘Burke’s Peer- 
age’’ and cee it tothe headings ‘‘Fife’’ 
and ‘‘Erroll’’ and ‘‘Royal Family,’’ he could 
have drawn this table of lineages:

This table shows that morally, or perhaps 
immorally Mrs. Jordan and Victoria’s mother 
were sisters-in-law through marriage, and 
that Queen Victoria and the daughter of Mrs. 
Jordan became first cousins. Also thatthe 
Baby Fife is great granddaughter of the 
Queen and great granddaughter of Mrs, Jor- 
dan, 

But Mrs. Jordan was in executive ability 
and in intellect very greatly the superior of 
the Duke of Clarence, who wasa failure as a 
naval commander and as a monarch, She 
was the daughter of an actress who was her- 
self the daughter ofa Welsh parson—a Mrs, 
Bland. She named her daughter Dorothy 
given always as Dorothea by aristocrats, bu 
signed by herself always as Dora. She began 
her professional career as Miss Francis. She 
married an actor named Jordan, who soon 
died, leaving a daughter. Then Sir Richard 
Ford, a London barrister and police magis- 
trate, gave Mrs. Jordan his protection. 

They had two daughters and he promised 
her marriage; but this delayed and finally 
foresworn, led her to accept the offered pro- 
tection of the Duke of Clarence. She said, ‘‘I 
would rather live under the protection of a 
man whom the law forbids to marry a com- 
monerthanof one who can marry me but 
basely refuses.’” For nearly twenty years 
they were a model couple, andin a lovely 
home in Cadogan Square cared for their ten 
children. But the Duke desired an heir, and 
after the manner of or the Great sud- 
denly sacrificed the mother of his children by 
marrying her who became the stupid and 
barren Queen Adelaide. With proverbial 
meanness ‘‘Silly Billy’’ made a settlement of 
what would be inthis country a few thou- 
sand dollars ofannualincome for Mrs. Jor. 
dan and her large family. She fell into debt 
and straitened circumstances and fiying to 
France from creditors died heart broken four 
years after the separation, at St. Cloud 
where she is buried and where she died 
almost penniless. 

William IV. ennobled most of his children 
after the tardy fashion of the Merry Monarch 
and gave to each the name of Fitz Clarence. 
Three of the daughters, like some of those of 
Charles II. by his mistresses of the Nell 
Gwynne period, married lords. But the an- 
cestress of Baby Fife made the best match in 
wedding an Earl of Erroll. 

Time has avenged the wrongs of Mrs. Jor- 
dan. Probably the wife of her descendant 
may become a queen and her now baby de. 
scendant may enjoy the same distinction, 


HER RANE CAN’T SAVE HER,

Gen. Weaver calied his attention to the fact 
that the abolition of the internal revenue 
would cheapen whisky and thus injure rather 
than help the cause of prohibitjon. Besides 
it would make a deficit in the government 
treasury. 

Mr. Dohoney said that he would cover the 
deficit with an issue of greenbacks. 

Secretary Thompson and Edw. Evans spoke 
in opposition to the resolution. 

Mr. Perdue of Texas agreedl with Mr. 
Dohoney that the internal revenue laws 
should be abolished. 

IGNATIUS DONNELLY. 

Mr.Ignatius Donnélly was the next speaker. 
He agreed with Mrs, Emery that the question 
with them was nots0 much what was right 
as what was practical. The difficulty was to 
present a platform that would meet the ap- 

Oval ofall labormen. While it might be 

rue that 90 per cent of workingmen were in 
favor of pronibition, the other 10 per cent 
were not in favor of it, and they 
should not be driven out of this third 
party movement. The Germans, Irish, 
Bohemians and other foreigners in the Labor 
party were, asa rule, opposed to prohibi- 
tion, anda large number of people in the 
Knights of Labor were against it. He thought 
that the meeting ought to take a middle 

ound and offered as a substitute to the 
Weaver resolution the following: 

While prohibiting liquor legislation is: no part 
of the work of the labor organizations of 
the United States here represented, most 
of them exclude drutvkards and  salqoon- 
kéepers from their membership, and all of 
them believe that temperance is the natural ally of 
pocnens and the saloon its necessary enemy; there- 
ore, 

Resolved, That for the purpose of suppressing the 
destructive moral and political influences of the 
saloon and saving the rising generation from its 
temptations, we recommend to the people of the 
several States, that wherever public opigion inany 
State requires the sale of intoxicating NMquors, by 
license or otherwise, the saloon in such State shall 
be abolished and pure Uquer sold by salaried loeal 
goverument agents uniter bond, without profit, at 
cost, directiy to the consumer, not to be drunk on 
the premises, and such premises to centain neither 
chairs, tables, games, music or other attractions. 

Mrs. Kmery spoke again, advocating the 
Weaver resolutions. Mr. De la Matyr said 
that he knew the leaders of the Prohibition 
party and also the leaders of the People’s 
7 and could vouch for their honesty. 
‘hey would live up to their promises and if 
they agreed to support the ticket put up as 
the result of the present movement they 
would do so. 

This remark was called out by a statement 
from Mr. Donnelly that some of the Labor 
men were a little suspicious of the Prohibi- 
tionists. 

Mr. Richmond of Wisconsin made a strong 
_— infavor of an effort to win over to 
the movement the hundreds of thousands of 
people who, while they took an occasional 
drink, were opposed to saloons. He was a 
Prohibitionist himself, but recognized the 
fact that Prohibitionists alone could not win 
at the polls. 

After considerable debate the Weaver res- 
olution was referred to the Chicago Confer- 
ence Committee composed of Dr. De la Matyr, 
Miss Willard, G. M. Miller, Gen. Weaver, E. 
J. Wheeler, Ignatius Donnelly and Samuei 
Dickie, allof whom were present except the 
last named gentieman. 

CHICAGO RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED. 

The Chicago resolutions as printed above 
were then unanimously adopted, although 
Secretary Thompson afterwards stated that 
he was opposed to female suffrage. 

The Donnelly resolution. was then taken up 
by itself arid discussed for an hour or more, 
Secretary Thompson opposed iton the ground 
that it would not be acceptable to Prohibi- 
tionists. 

Mr. Kelly opposed it, or ratherthe portion 
favoring the sale of liquor by Government 
agents. 

Mrs. Anna Sneed Oairns didn’t like this 
thing of referring resolutions to a commit- 
tee. This wastoo muchon the dark horse 
order. She thanked God that they had been 
aunit on as many questions as were con- 
res | in the Chicago resolution. She was a 
Calvinist, and those five resolutions were her 
five cardinal points. She wished to remind 
Mr. Donnelly and others thatthere was one 
thing which the Prohibitionists could not 
make much of a compromise on, and that 
was the saloon question. ‘‘We can’t de- 
liver the Prohibition party on any other 
olnttban the suppression of the saloons.

The New Party Platform. 


NEw YORK, Feb. 20.—Col. Wm.'H. G. Price, 
dele gate from New York City to the conven- 


tion of Confederated Industrial Organiza- 
tions, which is to meet in 8t. Louls Monday, 
was interviewed to-day.

In transportation we 
would ask that the Government control and 
Operate the railroads. But this could be 
amended soas tO make Government control 
as at present more rigid, and if that would 
not correct evils then the Government con- 
trol absolute could be voted. As to money, 
Me would ask for the abolition 
of the -national banks and the issu- 
ance of money direct to people 
atsimple cost of issuing. We don’t believe 
so much gold and silver should be with- 
drawn from the arts, nor do we think the 
banks should get the chance to issue the life- 
blood of trade. We would wish money 
loaned on tangible wealth ready for con- 
sumption and not as now, on bonds, which 
are simply evidences of debt.

Mrs. Lease’s Lecture. 


Mrs. Mary E. Lease addressed an audience 


of 300 people at the Entertainment Hall last 
evening on the ‘‘Condition of Our Country,’ ” 
and gavethem some fine samples or irony , 
Sarcasm, and vituperation, such as 
must have astonished anyone who 
does not live in Kansas. Miss Alice 5S. 
Mitchell of Chicago sang the ‘‘Star Spangled 
Banner’’ by way of prelude, and Mr. Frank 
Kitchie of St. Louis asked the audience: 
**Need I introduce to you the one 
yerson who holds at her 

lt the scalp of ex-Senator Ingalls?’’ 
The audience made answer with a thundering 
applause, andat that Mrs, Lease advanced 
from her seat at the rear of the stage. 

She said that the American 
have ever been a nation of ncon- 
sistencies, and in proof of the 
Statemeuts she traced their career from 
the Pligrim Fathers who fled from persecu - 
tion only to resort to persecution, down 
through the generations which fought for 
freedom only to clinch the shackles more 
firmly on the slave. She bedecked her speech 
With scriptural allusions and poetic quota- 
tions and came to the close of the civil 
war, which freed the land from slavery at 
the terrible cost of 600,000 soldiers’ lives. 
‘*And yet,’’ ste continued, ‘‘we emerged 
from that bloody contest slaves still, slaves 
to a monetary system that makes us 
the serfs of the British usurer, and 
that has broughtto our land its twin curse 
ofiandlordism. One thousand nations have 
passed into history beneath landlordism, and 
that curse was never so powerful as it isin 
America to-day. Under the double curse of 
the money and the landlord monopolies, the 
foundations of this government are crum- 
bling. Itisnolonger a government for the 
people, and by the people, but for the money 
lenders and by the money lenders!’’ These 
sentiments were greeted with loud cheers. 

Mrs. Lease then commented on the apti- 
tude of Americans to see the merits of inven- 
tions, and continued: ‘‘But in regard to 
money, the bulk of the people are 
as ignorant and as superstitious as the 
natives of Hindostan and the savages of 
Malacca. We have none ofthe curses of the 
eleventh century, nO primogeniture, no 
hereditary laws. We are wise be- 
yond our times, and yet we 
are carrying in our arms, * down 
the ages, the household gods of a dark past, 
the sent money system, taught by party 
iticilans and college- bred idiots!’’ These 
ast remarks evoked renewed applause. 

Mrs. Lease then gave some comparative 
statistics in regard to the congestive state of 
our cities end took New York for example. 
She stated that there is now over one- 
fourth of the American people residents of 
towns end added: ‘‘There are more people in 
New York City than there are bones in 
a cemetery! Poverty, suicide, insanity, 
are on the increase. Agriculture is stagyger- 
ing to its grave and labor is everywhere 
struggling to throw off the burden whica 
class laws have placed upon its shoulders.’’ 
She portrayed a striking picture ofthe weaith 
ofAmerica, and stated that in spite of this, 
the jails and asylums arecrowded. ‘'in New 
York City there are 150,000 starving wretches 
within the shadow of the ten million 
doliamplies of brick and stone which men call

Charles Napton’s Story of a Re 
monstrance to Ziegenhein. 


It Was Against the Beckman Brothers’ 
Winter Garden. 


WHY THE COLLECTOR REFUSED TO ACT 
ON IT. 


The Autocratic Manner in Which Mr. 
Ziegenhein Runs His Office Shown by 
a Broadway Saloon Case—Councilman 
Bensiek’s Promise and the Same Gen- 
tleman’s Bad Break. 


Toa dd another story to the already bulky 
volume of Collector Zeigenhein’s peculiar 
methods of granting saloon licenses, is what 
is sometimes cailed carrying coal to New 
castle, The Collector already stands con- 
victed, but further evidence Keeps coming 
forward. The argument against the Czar 
consists of the persuasive force of a large 
number of particular instances. The ‘‘par- 
ticular instances’’ of Mr. Zeigenhein’s 
**method’’ have multiplied so rapidly that 
they are fast becoming the rule rather than 


the exception. 
Ifanyone should for ohne moment cherish 


the thought that the roll of ‘*Zeigenhein 
method’’ license cases ig exhausted let him 
head the fate of the remonstrance agaipst 
the winter garden kept Dy Beckman Bros. at 
No. 16 South Broadway. The protest In ques- 
tion was filled about Julylor 2, 1890. No pro- 
test has been filed since because the occu- 
pants ofthe block have a premonition that 
the document will meet a dark grave. 

Mr. Charles M, Napton, the attorney, whose 
office {s in the Commercial Bullding, was re- 
tained by the property owners and tenantsin 
the block to prepare and present their re- 
monstrance. He tellsa Very pecullar story 
of baffied efforts. 

‘*‘Mr. F. H. Thomas, the law-booF seller at 
14 South Broadway, anc Mr. Adam Shatting- 
er, the music dealerat 10South Broadway, 
engaged me on behalf of the property own- 
ers and tenants of the biock to voice 


their protest,’’ said Mr. Napton yes- 
he vena 2 a man to _ se- 
names o the persons who 
objected to the presence of the saloon in 
question. 
and tenants signed the remonstrance. ‘he 
owners of the Granite Building on the south- 
east corner of Fourth ang Market streets 
were among the number. I Knew that the 
licenses expired July 4, and I therefore pre- 
sented my Hst of names to the Collector 
about the ist or 2d of July. He said that 
he would give my plea due  consid- 
eration and I retired. I called again 
a week later, but Ziegenhein said that the 
Beckman Bros. had gone to considerable ex- 
ense to furnish their establishment and he 
id not care’to to be harsh. withthem. I vis- 
ited the Colfector’s office in the Interest of 
my clfents every week for a month and a 
half thereafter, Lut he Made the same reply 
with some variations to each of my protests. 
**WheniI saw thatI could get nothing out 
of the Collector I had several persons buy 
liquor at the saloon and thus 
secured evidence enough to make a case 
against the proprietors. With this evidence 
I wenttothe then Assistant Prosecuting At- 
torney Dierkes, but he refused to give mea 
warrant, and referred me to Chief Harrigan. 
The Chief said that he would bave nothing to 
do with the case. He saidthat prosecutions 
for offenses against the liquor law belonged 
to the Collector. I returned to the OCOol- 
lector, but he gave me no hope, iI 
afterward discovered thatthe brew who, at 
that time furnished beer to the garden, was 
one of Ziewenhein’s bondsmen, and I con- 
cluded that the Collector was, ina manner, 
bound to give the place a license, As soon as 
I heard this, I gave up the fight, and shortly 
after, the Collector senc me word that he had 
granted a license to the Beckman brothers. I 
am positive that they conducted 
their establishment fortwo months without 
a license, and they secured a license without 
presenting a petition, signed by a majority 
of the property owners on the Diock or the 
tenants, or Lothoftthem. Itis now over a 
year anda half since that occurrence and I 
do not recall the name of the brewer who is 
on Zeigenhein’s bond and whofurnished beer 
to the Beckmans. His name does not appear 
in the firm title of the brewery. But the 
knowledywe of that fact was enough to make 
any one throw up the sponge, and, as far as 
I know, the people of the biock have not 
‘tried on’ a remonstrance since.’’ 


COUNCILMAN BENSIEK’S PROMISE, 


IT SEEMS LIKELY NOW TO COST THE CITY OVER 
$40 ,000. 


‘*'The law should never have been tamper- 
ed with,’’ said Comptrolier John W. Steven- 
son yesterday, as he finished his examination 
of the figures showing the vehicle licenses. 
‘-It was a big mistake, and was donein di- 
rect opposition tothe advice of the financial 
officers ofthecity. NOW we are seeing the 


results.’’ 

The vehicle ordinance cut the license tax 
on vehicles about 580 per cent all around. 
When it was before the Council the Comp- 
troller went into the meeting of the Commit- 
tee on Ways and Means and declared that the 
la w would cost the city $60,000a year. Coun- 
cilman Nelson Cole agreed with him, and 
proposed a report against the bill, 

‘*No, sir,’’ said Councilman John C. Ben- 
sliek, ‘‘the bill ought to pass. We won’t lose 
a cent of revenue on that score. Why, I have 
my stable full of carriages that don’t pay 
license, because their Owners think it’s too 
high. If the Heense is put down all those 
men willcome in and pay, and raise the fig- 
ures. ‘The town is full of stables that have 
the same thing.’’ 

‘*How do you know those carriage owners 
will pay if the license is reduced?’’ asked 
Councilman Cole. ‘‘Itseemstome thatifa 
man will dodge one tax he will another.’’ 

‘*They’ll have to pay them,’’ said Council- 
man Bensiek, witha chuckle. ‘‘I won’t lend 
them my license plates any more,’’ 

This remarkable admission of connivance 
by a Counciiman at an evasion of the revenue 
law was received by his colleagues in dead 
silence, but it sank deep into their memories. 

When Collector Ziegenhein was before the 
Council] Investigating Committee this week 
he was questioned upon his small vehicle 
iMeense collections by Councilmen W. T. 
Anderson, and Councilman Bensiek came to 
his rescue gallantly. 

‘*It’s hard for the Collectorto get licsnses 
from vehicle owners, Said he, ‘*because 
they keep them in stables and don’t report 
them. en the liveryman makes his report 
he gives in only the vehicles that belong to 
him. and of course doesn’t putin those that 
are kept in his place by other people, *’ 

‘*Took here, BensieK,’’ said Councliman 
Anderson, **aidn’t you tellus that you fel- 
lows would e those Owners in your sta- 
bles pay their licenses if we passed that bill?

Full Details of the Sensational Tragedy 
in Paris. 

Parts, Feb. 20.—Interest in the Deacon- 
Abeilie tragedy has in no way diminished 
and is not likely todo so until Mr. Edward 
Parker Deacon is tried and acquitted—for 
that seems to be the ending looked forward 
toon alisides. Whenthetrial takes place, 
it is likely that some additional sensational 
revelations may be made. As exclusively 
stated in these dispathes it was reported 
soon after the shooting that there was an- 
other woman in the case, and that this wo- 


man 1s $u sed by an anonymous ietter to 
have notified Mr. Deacon of his wife’s infi- 
delity. This seems to be correct in every 
particular. The second woman in the case Is 
said to be acountess, moving in high circies 
in this city, and who was deeply enamored of 
M. Emile Abeille, the man shot by Mr. 
Deacon on Wednesday night. 

M. Abeille, it appears, neglected the 
Countess and followed Mrs. Deacon about, 
thus arousing the jealousy of his former 
love, whocaused him to be watched, with 
the resultthat she was able to notify Mr. 
Deacon of his wife’s infidelity, and to en- 
able him to-surprise her almost in the’ arms 
of her iover. 

On the night of the murder Mr. Deacoc told 
his wife that he was going to attend the ball 
given by the Cercle Nautique, @ swell club of 
the Riviera. Mr. Deacon did not remain very 
late, however, but returned to the hotel. 
Upon his arrival there, shortly after mid- 
night, he saw the light shining trom beneath 
the door of his wife’s room, andas has been 
stated, this awakened his suspicion that his 
wife was betraying him. Then in company 
with the clerk, Mr. Deacon Durst in the door 
of his wife’s room and found her attired only 
in her night dress. She, though dreadfully 
frightened, retained enough presence of 
mind to run to the tollet table, on which a 
candle was burning, and extinguished the 
light. The clerk, who had entered the room 
with Mr. Deacon, had a iighted candiein his 
hand that sufficed to show everythingin the 
room. Mrs. Deacon rushed toward the clerk 
and <nocked the candle from bis hand, her 
evident thought being that perhaps in the 
darkness Abellie would be able to ake his 
escape fromthe room. But her 
her lover availed her nothing. 
found Abeille crouching behind the arm.- 
chair, and while the latter thus sought to 
avoid the man he had so grievously 
wronged, he was shot by the outra hus- 
band.

They Vanishe 
from the Hotel Metropoie during the past 
night and, according to one rumor, are mak- 
ing for England, from which country they 
will, according tothe story, takea steamer 
for the United States, entering upon the 
books under some assumed name. Another 
story has it that Mrs. Deacon and her children 
were driven during the nighttoa my es 
ing village and are now concealed in the 
house ofa friend of the lady at Antibes, fir- 
teen miles from Nice, Still another rumor 
has it that Mrs. Deacon was driven tothe 
neighboring village referred to, she was rap- 
idly transferred, with her children, to @ sec- 
ond carriage, which was hastily driven to 
the sea shore, where a fishing boat was in 
waiting. Mrs. Deacon is said to have em- 
barked on board this small craft and to be 
making her way toward some port where she

POSTMISTRESS-GENERAL,. 


The Only Woman Who Has Managed the 
Mail Service of Any Country. 
Special Correspondence SUNDAY PoOsT-DIsSPATOCH, 
BERNE, Switzerland, Feb. 1.—The February 
number of the L’'Union Postale, a monthly 
journal published in this city, the capital of 


Switzerland, in the English, French and Ger.- 
man languages, devotes considerable space 
to the life ora woman who for eight years 
held the position of Postmaster-General of 
Denmark and the Duchies of Schleswig and 
Holstein. Countess Gyldenloeve was 
Sept. 26, 1675, and was plain Dorothea Krag 
when she married at the age of 26 the eldest 
illegitmate son of King Christian V. of Den- 
mark. Her father was Moyen Krag of Kaas, 
Denmark, and her mother’s father was Jens 
Juel, a  daliplomat and privy coun- 
cilor, husband was Postmaster. 
General of the country when she 
married him in 1701, having received the con- 
tract from Paul Klingenberg, the postal ser- 
vice in those days being in the hands of pri- 
vate contractors just as the mail carrying 
service in the United States still is. The 
Count died in 1708 and his wife as his heir be- 
came the Postmaster-General of the country, 
receiving the appointment from the Govern- 
ment. he tal service having become re- 
munerative in the hands of private contrac- 
tors, Frederica IV. decided to make it a gov- 
eriment service altogether at the expiration 
of eight yearsand in 1711 Countess Gylden- 
loeve was retired on a pension of 4,000 thaler 
a year, which she continued to draw for 
forty-two years, or until her death at the 
age of 79 years in 1754.

When we learn that the 
power needed to drive the Majestic 
or the Teutonic rises to 17,900 
horse, it becomes plain that the highest 
prizes in steam engine practice are held out to 
the inventors who can reduce the vast outlay 
these figures represent. Because the van of 
improvement in the creation of power from 
coal is ied by the marine engineer we find his 
Gevices copied in engines adapted to the 
pumberiess special tasks of steam, although 
but rarely is it profitable on land to adopt the 
full elaboration of a marine engine. Despite 
the labors of inventors, stimulated as they 
have been by great rewards, even the best 
steam engine isa very wasteful contrivance. 
Suppose we take one of 60-horse power, such 
as may be found in a small ferryboat, and set 
ft for an hour at the sole work of generating 
heat by rubbing iron plates together, or in 
any other convenient way. We shall find it 
yield no more heat than is given out in burn- 
ing ten pounds of good anthracite coal 
—about as much fuel as the winter furnace of 
an orainary New York house will consume in 
anhour. Wehavearule here which works

With very high pressure steam raised in 
due quantity, the engineer’s next thought is 
its fortune in its cylinder. Here he fully 
avails bimself of the vapor’s expansive force ; 
he permits from one-twelfth to one-fifteenth 
of the cylinder to be filled with steam when 
communication with the boiler is cut off. 
During the remainder of the piston’s stroke 
itisurged solely by the steam’s elasticity. 
In this act of expansion something very im- 
portant happens. We know that the me- 
chanical power of the moving piston could 
give us a certain quantity of heat were it em- 
ployed in rubbing two metal plates together. 
Precisely this much heat disappears from the 
steam as it expands behind the piston. The 
proportion which this amount bears to the 
steam’s total heat serves to mark the degree 
of the engine’s efficiency. How can this loss 
be remedied? First, by jacketing the cylinder 
elther with live steam from the boller, 
or, preferably, with steam hotter still 
rom an auxiliary boiler, or by a gas 
A second plan is to superheat 
t steam, the furnace being modl- 
fied for the purpose. The third and best 
méthod of all, usually employed with the 
other two, isto use more than one cylinder 
for the steam’s expansion. In the ordinary 
compound engine, which has two cylinders, 
the steam is expanded in part in the frst 
cylinder, and then passes to the second to be 
expanded toits utmost limit. The triple ex- 
pansion engine has three cylinders, between 
which the working force of a single charge 
of steam is dividedinthe same way. this 
seems like an undue multiplication of ma- 
chinery, but its operation is gainful, never-

pounds of coal fully converted into power, 
we should have our 60-horse engine propelled 
by it foran hour. Were the engine one of the 
very best type it would giveus but one- 
seventh this duty. That modest fraction, 
therefore, shows how much still lies before 
ingenuity in its efforts to get work out of coal. 
Since the days of James Watt the steam en- 
gine has been gradually broughtto an effec- 
tiveness fouranda halftimes greater than 
he was everable to realize. Howfar this 
march of advance is likely to continue will 
appear as we glance at its principal steps. 
WASTED HEAT. 

First, and chiefly, this progress is indebted 
to a steady improvement in both skilland 
workmanship. Watt was fuily aware that 
economy lay in the use of Ligh pressures, but 
he had not bollers strong enough, cylinders 
true enough or pistons tight enough for steam 
much beyund atmospheric pressure. As 
bollermakers and engine-builders have be- 
come more expert and brought new tools uf 
precision to theiraid steam pressures have 
constantly increased. Of late years move- 
ment in this direction bas been rapid. 
Whereas in 18909 marine engines rarely ran 
with steam exceeding 75 pounds pressure, 
to-day 150 to 200 pounds is not uncommon. 
It is in this increase of pressure thatthe 
chief gain in the efficiency of the steam 
engine has been realized. Steam at 200 
pounds requires but little more heat for 
its gp tng: than steam at 7, yet 
about double the duty per pound can be

TRIPLE EXPANSION ENGINE.

theiess. The fall of temperature in each 
cylinder ofa triple expansion engine is kept 
within one-third the range traversed wien 
full expansion takes placein a single cylin- 
der. Thus limited tin its cooling, each of the 
three cylinders is much more easily kept as 
hot as the steam which enters it. Quadruple 
expansion engines have followed upontriple, 
but so far they are in much less demand. 
Very interesting experiments have been 
made with pistons and cylinders surfaced 
with non-conductors such as porcelain, glass 
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grees, 
tubes will serve better than if the feed water 
were cola. Surface condensation has a spe- 
clal:and very important advantage, which 
makes it imperative at sea and on land 
wherever a water supply is decidedly im- 
pare, In locomotives and other non-con- 
ensing engines even the least impure waters 
deposita scale. Thisscale is so ra con- 
ductor of heat thata film of it only one-six- 
teenth of an tnch thick may deduct as much 
as one-eighth from a boiler’s efficiency. 
With surface condensation no such loss need 
occur, and all necessity for scale solvents 
ceases, the same clear water befng returned 
to the boller and used Over and over again. 
The surface condensers of the Majestic and 
Teutonic each contain twenty milies of brass 
tubing seven-eighths of an inch in dlam- 
eter. Through this labyrinth 4,000 tons of 
sea water pour every hour to lNquefy 
the engine’s exhaust steam. It is in 
warming streams, t or small, such as 
this that most of the heat of a condensing en- 
gine is wasted; thatis, wasted so far as any 
value as a source of power is concerned. Its 
utilization has been attempted more than 
once, Meated by exhaust steam, ether has 
been usedinan auxiliary engine as the im- 
elliing medium, its boiling point being as 

ow as 96 deg. Fahrenheit, atemperature 116 
deg. below that of water. But such engines 
have never really been profitable, for ether is 
both costly and combustible. Something of 
much more promise, quite in the line of elec- 
trical advance, comesto usfrom Germany. 
An inventor there has devised a thermo-elec- 
tric battery, built up of antimony and nickel 
bars, which shows results hitherto unap- 
pte inthis kind of apparatus. It can 

operated by the heat rejected from a con- 
denser, and requires noattention, renewal 
or repairs. 

In ordinary practice the heat of spent 
steam, though comparatively low in temper- 
ature, is available for warming bulidings 
and for a variety of manufacturing pro- 
cesses, such as washing and scouring. In 
some of the newest electric lighting stations, 
where prodigious steam plants are installed, 
the sale of exhaust steam for heating pur- 

oses yields a noteworthy source of income. 

‘he development of these vast concerns has 
had a distinct influence on the progress of 
steam engineering. For the production of a 
steady light a thoroughly uniform mo- 
tion is imperative. This is attained 
either by designing engines for a speed here- 
tofore unattempted, or by coupling engines 
together so as to neutralize their slight in- 
equalities of motion. 

FUTURE PROSPECTS. 

Is it likely that the most economical engines 
of to-day will be much my in time 
coming? The men best qualified to say, men 
such as Prof. Thurston of Cornell, doubt it. 
Expansion has about reached Its effective 
bounds, and pressures cannot be much in- 
creased with profit. As pressures rise 80 
must rise the temperature of the boiler, and 
of the gases cast out beneath it to pass 
wastefully up the chimney. To quicken speed 
means to heighten friction and jar, andto 
ask Valve motions todo more than they can 
do well. But where the quest is not so much 
for the utmost fuel duty as tor an engine 
which shall be small, cheap and fairly 
economical, there has been within the past 
year ortwoa very interesting return tothe 
utmost mechanical simplicity. In the very 
first attempt to get rotary motion from 
steam, tradition hasit that Hero of Alexan- 
dria sent steam through bent tubes very 
like those of the twirling jets of a common 
ornamental fountain. Reverting to tbis 
ancient line of attack, and with the 
curves of the best water wheels be- 
fore them, inventors have devised 
steam turbines of remarkable efficiency. In 
a rigorous test last December at an electric 
light station in Newcastle-on-Tyne, England, 
a Parsons steam turbine of 134-horse power, 
arranged for condensation, consumed but 
27.6 pounds of steam, requiring three pounds 
of the best coal. per horse power per hour. 
This performance compares favorably with 
that of good engines of the usual kind, ai- 
though not with engines of multiple expan- 
sion. The steam used during the test had 
ninety-five pounds pressure; at higher press- 
ures better results are to be had. 

The machine is as yet only in process of ex- 
perimental deveiopment. Even if, when per- 
tected, it should demand more fuel than its 
familiar rivais, its small first cost, its sim- 
pliicity and lightness, its freedom from vibra- 
tion, and small friction may make it the 
cheapest steam motorin the end. For the 
engineer’s aim is not so much toreduce the 
consumption of his fuel as to bring down the 
total cost of power, of which fuel is but one 
item, to the iowest possibile point. 
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UNCONSCIOUS LYING DUE TO VIVID 
IMAGINATION.

Ina recent article in Jarper’s Magazine by 
Mark Twain, in which he gives his reasons 
for believing that it was possible for one 
mind to communicate with another, although 
the indiviauais may be separated by many 
miles, Mr. Clemens describes many exper'i- 
eaces of his own, as proof of the existence of 
this power, which he calls mental telepathy. 
He also intimates that the Psychical Society of 
Great Britain after investigation is inclined 
tothe opinion that such a powerdoess not 
existand that its operation should be the 
subject of most careful investigation. 

In a sort of introdactory note Mr. Olemens 
says that this paper was written some years 
ago, and that, desiring to have the subject 
considered seriously, he offered it anony- 
mously toone or twomagazines. His fear 
was that anything which appeared over his 
signature would be regarded as a humorous 
contribution, and he was never more earnest 
than when he wrote this article. He says 
that he offered it to Mr. Lorettus 8S. Metcalf, 
who was then in charge of the North American 
Review, and that Mr. Metcalf was willing to 
accept it, provided Mark Twain would sign 
the article. He did not care to publish it as 


an anonymous paper, for it would seem to. 


commit the magazine to the conclusions 


reached. 

Mr. Metcalfretired from the North American 
some years ago to edit the Forum, but he re- 
Members very well the circumstance to 
which Mark Twain alludes. When asked 
about it, he said: ‘‘Yes, I remember Mr. 
Clemens coming to meand with him was an- 
other gentleman whois very widely known 
asa publisher. On examination of the arti- 
cle it seemed tome that Mark Twain’s de- 
ductions did not have scientific precision or 
in fact did not contain any presumptive 
evidence in favor of Dis view, and there- 
fore It would be unwise to print what seemed 
to me to be an unscientific statement anony- 
mously. Itold Mr. Clemens so, and I said 
that I would gladly printit asa contribution 
from him. Any paper written and signed by 
Mark Twain is pretty sureto have magazine 
value. He would not leave the manuscript 
with me on those conditions, aud the matter 
had really passed out of my mind untill saw 
the article in Harper’s Magazine, and the in- 
cident in connection with myself referred to 
in it.’’ 

Mr. Metcalf was asked why he regarded the 
article as unscientific and not worthy tostand 
upon its own merits. He said: ‘‘All the 
phenomena described Dy Mr. Clemens in this 
article can, I think, De. expiained without re- 
course to the theory of mental telepathy. I 
have given a good'deal of study to these ques- 
tions, andl am satisfied that these phenom- 
ena and others like them, with which every- 
body is familiar in his Own experience, can 
be traced to one of three causes—either to co- 
incidence, to association of ideas or to uncon- 
scious exaggeration. 

‘*I insist that the theory of coincidence ac- 
counts for most ofthe phenomena that Mr. 
Clemens describes. An individual has hun- 
dreds of distinct impressions every day, and 
every day hundreds of events are occurring 
that relate in some way to him. What ore 
natoem than that many of these should ac- 
cord? 

‘*astothe fact that two persons together froe- 
quently have the same thoughts at the same 
time, the element of association comes in 
there, and sometimes very curil- 
ously, one circumstance or idea suggest- 
ing another often through a very roundabout 
way. As for example, suppose that a person 
is ina house with another who Is constantly 
practicing with ome piece of music. Sup- 
pose this person is dressed continualiy fn 
some ee color, Now, after the airand 
the peculiarity in color have become im 
pressed upon the Ople of the house, the 
Sight of that particviar tint will perhaps 
always suggest that air. Yet what possible 
connection between the two would ever oc- 
cur toan outsider? 

BUT THE STORY WAS NOT TRUE. 

**A third explanation to be considered Is un- 
conscious exaggeration. When an interest- 
ing idea Js planted In the mind of an Imagin- 
ative person, it grows and grows, until his 
Statement of itat different periods becomes, 
without any purpose on his part, more and 
more exaggerated. I have had some very 
curious illustrations of this in my personal 
expertence. For instance, [know of a very 
serious-minded, sedate oid Presbyterian 
elder, the very incarnation of honesty of 
purpose, who telis the story that in his bar- 
hood he and two companions who 
were very athletic were skating on a deep 
lake and came upon a hole unexpectedly. The 
first one sank out of sight, went along several 
feet and came up in a hole further on, 
emerged upon the ice, and continued skating 
around as before. The other two, close upon 
his heels, had not time toturn, and did the 
same thing. Another case is that of a woman 
of the 2 highest morality and inteliectual- 
ity, who Is accustomed to describe to her 
friends with a great deal of interest her first 
Visit to Niagara. She says that she went with 
her father and he desired to give her the novel 
experience of letting the falls burst upon her 
in their full splendor at her first view;

TRICKS WITH CARDS. 


Olever Mechanisms Which Help Out the 
Prestidigitator. 

Tricks with cards, except those that de- 
pend upon certain combinations, and require 
nothing more thanareasonably good mem- 
ory, demand on the part oljthe prestidigitator 
the greatest possible dexterity, which can 
only be obtained by constant practice. There 
are a number of very curious experiments of 
his kind, made with prepared or mechanical 


cards, with which every individual can suc- 
ceed in amusing and mystifying his friends. 

One of these cards is interchangeable al- 
ternately from an eight toa seven, (Fig. 1, 
No. A. and B.). The suit which is usually 
chosen for this device is the spade. The 
oint forming the eight is movable, as shown 
nFig. D. (Fig. 1). It is sufficient to ~~ 
with the finger against the lever D., which 
protrudes below the edge of the card, al. 
though almost invisibly, and with the aid of 
an invisible thread of horse-hair one of the 
points is transferred angularly upon the oth- 
er, by which it is entirely covered. 
This maneuver is easily executed 
when the card is held so 
that it inelines forward with its back turned 
toward the spectator. The movable thread 
is mounted on a double thread of Diack 
which, by means of an inside lever, guides it 
exactly toits place. The mechanism is con- 


tained between the two cards, which are 


K 


giued together, soas to preserve the same 
apparent thickness. ‘his mechanism is 
shown by Fig. C (Fig. 1). By passa the 
lever either tothe right or to the left, the 
eight or seven of spades appears. 

A card constructed in this manner is a 
marvel of patience and ingenuity, and it can 
be held in plain view of the spectators with- 
out revealing its hidden mechanism.

The operator takes a card, the corner of 
which is torn off, and when he passes his 
hand over it the card is found to be complete.

‘*We bave thus far received some 12,000 duplicate 
accounts of sales of shipments made, which show that 
1,010,516 packages of fruit seld for $1,2%3,431.61 
gross, out of which was deducted $557,009.6% 
freight, $95,870.07 cartage, commission 
and storage, a total of €652,879.76, leav- 
ing $680.551.85 as net money received by the ship- 
pers. Butthisis not complete, as we have still a- 
jarge amount of wheat that is unsold or not ac- 
counted for. Now, if we deduct from the amount vf 
net money received, the- charges and expenses on 
the fruit before leaving California, such as local 
freight, loading, boxing, packing, hauling, etc., vou 
will still reduce the net money trom $125 to even in 
some cases $200 per car.

Profits in all lines of business are small, 
owing to the Gemand for an increase of 
wages which must be met, or else it will pre- 
ciplitate strikes of various kinds. Notwith- 
standing our large exports of grain and the 
other various products of this country, it is 
seen that gold Is still leaving our shores, and 
irrespective of those who may Dellieve in sil- 
ver, itis our individualand private opinion 
that we are gradually drifting upon a 
sliver basis; while the d@ollar the United 
States Government is now coining passes in 
this country for 100 cents, it is nevertheless 
worth only 69 cents, according tothe worth 
of sliver bullion, and therefore, we maintain 
that the Government of this country is 
issuing bad money. The accumulation of 
4,500,000 oupces of silver each month 
by the United States Government 
cannot last forever. The difference in 
the silver dollar, and what It is worth in 
bullion as money, must be lost by some one, 
and the fact that it passes in the United 
States for 100 cents, but nowhere else on the 
mliobe, is significant. The importers of goods 
from foreign countries are advised that their 
purchases must be paid for in gold orits 
equivalent, en conclusively that 
foreigners do not elleve in a couptry 
wishing to establish itself on a silver basis, 
and wcich we are slowly but surely coming 
to. Money isthe last thing that can stand 
tampering with, and the folly of silver infla- 
tion, of which we are in the first throes now, 
is bound to tell eventually, to the detriment 
and damage of every one in this country.

Mayor Noonan say he !s not adverse to going 
as delegate- at-large. He was a delegate to 
the convention of 1888. The candidates 
in the District spoken of 
are Ward, Speaker of 
the House; Alexander Cochran, solicitor 
of the Missourt Pacific Railroad; George 
Thomas Morris, Col. Thomas Thoroughman, 
William B. Thompson, ex-Govs. Brokmeyer 
and Campbell. Thetwo Ninth District dele- 
gates will be selected from Ed Devoy, Gist 
Blair, Judge W. C. Jones, W. H. Pheips, 
Jerry Fruin, R. 8. McDonald, James Banner- 
man, Ed Kenna, John M. Sellers, Alzono C, 
Church and W. ©. Marshall. The Tenth Dis- 
trict delegates will likely come from that 
part of the district outside of St. Louis, and 
may be M. L. Clardy, Senator Newberry or 
John Scullin. Mr. Clardy may conclude to 
run for one of the delegates at large. In ad- 
dition to Gov. Francis and C. C. Mafitt, 
candidates for delegates-at-large, John O’ Day 
and Capt. C. B. McAbee will be candidates 
fromthe Soutnwest, JudgeW. W. Ramsey 
from the Northwest, Judge Ellison from 
the Northeast and Thomas Corrigan 
from Kansas City.

Fisherman Wells Relates the Story of 
His Awful Discovery. 


cuz VICTIM HAD DELICATE HANDS AND 
WORE FINE BOOTS. 


Other Evidence That He Wasa Wealthy 
Man—A Theory That He Was Eillec 
on Shore and Then Set Adrift After 
His Pockets Had Been Rified and He 
Had Been Tied to a Seat—The Inquest 
on Missouri Point. 


John Wells is a fisherman, famous about 
Alton and the settlements near by for his big 
catches. He livesin the colony of Oshermen 
on Missourl Point with his wife and two 
children, a girl and a boy, and he 
makes so much money by his skill that 
his little home on that peninsula of the Mis- 
sour! and Mississipp! Rivers ts the envy of all 
his ne ighbors for its city furniture. 

On Sunday the fisherman lays away his 
hoots, blue trousers and flannel shirt, and 
dressed in well-fitting Clothes, takes his 
family, likewise clothed in their best, to the 
ttl yellow painted wooden church on the 
point, where they hear a solid hardshell 
Baptist sermon preached. Now and then, 
when the weather is good the fisherman with 
a number of others gets into the skiff with 
his wife and children, and the whole party 
go over to Alton, which is four miles anda 
nalf up the river. They take their lunch 
along, eat it after service, stroll 
about the town for a little while, and 
just before the sun’s edge touches 
the horizon, get into thelr boats again and 
pull back to their home, women and men 
humming the chorus of a hymn in time with 
the regular beating of the oars against the 
row iOcaSs. 

rHe FISHERMEN’S RIVER PATROL.

It 
is expected that to-day some of the fishermen 
will manage to come over to Alton to church, 
and wiil then tell what was learned at the 
inguest. 

THEORIES ABOUT THE MYSTERY. 

In Alton there are four theories about the 
murder. One was put into circulation by 
a fisherman who landed there last night with 
his houseboat, and heard for the first time 
the news that the body had been found. His 
name is Frank Sykes. He says that 
he thinks that the body is that 

James Gannon, a fisherman, who 
died onthe Point last June. The fisherman 
ut the body inan old fishing boat and buried 
tin this novel coffin 100 feet back from the 
shore, near Maple Island. Fisherman Sykes 
Says he noticed that theriver was swallow- 
ing up the bank in huge mouthfuls near that 
place, and he thinks that the boat’ was 
washed out with the corpse, to be found by 
Fisherman Wells. The story of Wells makes 
this theory improbable, Fisherman 
Sykes says Gannon was a 
man with a full beard, and 
the body found by Fisherman Wells hada 
mustache only on its face. Besides, the 
Fisherman Gannon was buried in an old 
fishing skiff, while the boat found by Fisher- 
man Wells was a hunting batteau. Then, 
there are the hole in the skull, and the re- 
spectable clothes, neither. of which things 
suit the theory of Fisherman Sykes. 

Another theory is that the corpse is tbat of 
a laborer who disappeared one night last 
summer after a quarrel with some compan- 
ions, They were all working onthe Govern- 
ment dyke above Alton. They were out ina 
skiff together one nightandall of them but 
one turned up the next day, without the 
skiff. Police Captain Fred Schnelle scouts 
thistheory. He is the night chief of the 
Alton police force and handled the case ofthe 
missing Government workman.lIt was thought 
atthe time that the man had been Killed an 
thrown overboard by his companions, but 
there was nota particle of evidence against 
any of them, and they all deciared that they 
did not know what had become of him or the 
skiff. Some Alton people believe that he was 
killed and sunk inthe boat Fisherman Wells 
found. Capt. Schnelle says it’s all nonsense. 
‘*The man was drowned, his body was picked 
up at the Chain of Rocks, putin the st, Louls 
Morgue, identified plainly and buried in tbe 
Potter’s Field,’’ hesays. ‘‘*‘That theory will 
notdo. In fact, what’s the use of making 
theories till we hear what they’ve got over 
on the Point?’’ 

DISAPPEARANCE FROM PEORIA, 

**] think the man is probably that missing 
citizen of Peoria,’’ said Supervisor Elblee. 
‘*Alil that the fisherman knows positively 
about the body is that it had on good clothes, 
and thatit was ina boat used by hunters. 
That doesn’t prove that the man was out 
duck hunting by a good deal. I suppose 
there’s no doubt or that, but 
he may just as well have been 
murdered on shore and “put in the 
boat. 
cealingacrime, The fisherman says that the 
top of one boot wascutofmf. That makes me 
think that the man came from some town 
where they make fine boots such as he wore. 
The top was cut off to prevent the boots from 
being traced totheir maker. They were too 
small to have been worn Dy the men who 
robbed and killed him. 
in the boat it’s not likely thatthe murderers 
would have stopped to think of 
cutting off the top of the too 
boot. They would have been in 
much of a hurry to getaway. Even the rope, 
from what that fisherman says, was not the 
kind of rope that the boatmen use. 

‘*Still, the good clothes thatthe man wore 
don’t prove that the man wasn’t a printer 
by any means. [ama printer myself, and I 
frequently go out in my boat after dudes with 
the clothes on that lam wearing now.’’ 

DRIFTING WITH THE CORPSE. 

Edward Taylor. one of the editors of the 
Alton Sentinel-Democrat, says: ‘‘All we 
car know till we hear from 
thePoint Sunday is that some 
manin goodcircumstances and probably 
a hunter has been set upon by somebody, 
robbed of what he had, andkilled. We 
told that fisherman to let us KnOw as sv0n as 
he could. If there wasa man missing from 
any of the little towns around her ewe would 
have heard of it, solthink the murder must 
have been committed above. The 
boat could not have come through the ice 
floes from any point above Peoria or Du- 
buque certainly. Possibly he might be a 
Haiburg man or a Harden man. Those 

laces have no telegraph lines. We should 
Be able to decide the question more quickly 
if the boats were running and the towns up 
here were all in communication with each 
other by their means, as they are in summer, 
but the boats have all been laid up on ac- 
count of the ice, and news Is slow in getting 
about from one of these river hamiets to an- 
other. It may Dea week before we find out 
anything at all satisfactory. It is to be 
hoped that they will not bury the man over 
yonder without making the most minute 
examination of the body and the boat.’’

PREDICTIONS OF A MISTRIAL APPAR- 
ENTLY CONFIRMED BY THE DELAY. 


Great Excitement in Rolla—The Probable 
Outoome of the COclebrated COase— 
Startling New Evidence Said to Have 
Been Discovered by the Prosecution— 
The State’s Witnesses Dread Hudson’s 
Possible Acquittal—Soenes at the Close. 


ROLLA, Mo, ,Feb. 20.—The finale to the Hud- 
son-Howard murder trial, so far as 
the attorneys in the case are con- 
cerned closed to-night at 10 o’clock, 
the State closing the case with 
an eloquent appeal by Col. Houghawout. 
Col, M, A. Benton closed for the defense at 6 
o’clock this evening. At the conclusion of 
the arguments Judge Bland instructed the 
Sherif? to take charge of the jury, 
first cautioning him not to allow anyone to 
approach them, and should they find a ver- 
dict during the night to report to him any 
time to-morrow and he wouid receive it. 
Court then adjourned until 9 o’clock Monday 


morning. 
EVERYBODY ‘‘SHADOWED.’’ _. 

The crowds that have filled Rolla to over- 
flowing began tothin out to-night, the even- 
ing trains on the ’Frisco, both eastand west 
bound, carrying many people away who had 
peen here all week attending the Hudson 
trial. Wherethey allcame from, and just 
what relative attitude they stood in towards 
the combatants in this strange and desperate 
trial, was to the ordinary visitor a mystery, 
but it was not a mystery tothe leaders of the 
two factions, the Hudsons and the anti-Hud- 
sons. EKach faction had its scouts out for the 
sole purpose of solving just such mysteries 
all week. The reason was that ever since 
the trial of George Hudson began in Rolla 
there has been a dread in both camps of sud- 
den violence from the other side. 

The Gilbert Barbee party, constituting the 
anti-Hudson faction, claimed to have heard 
early in the week that there was a likelihood 
of a bold attempt being made to rescue Geo, 
Hudson. It is said that the scattered mem- 
bers of the old Geo. Hudson -Bud Blunt gang, 
desperadoes who have been in hiding in the 
Indian Territory ever since Bud Blunt was 
convicted of murder, following Geo. Hud- 
son’sarrest, had *‘come out of the brush’’ 
and ralliedto make a life-and-death rush to 
save their alleged leader from the gallows. 
Prompt steps were taken to seep advised of 
the nature of all new arrivals in Rolla to pre- 
vent such a gathering. 4 

Among the trusted members of the Gilbert 
Barbee forces was one Wm, E, Hunter. This 
gentleman testified against George Hudson 
during the past week. Healsoincidgentally ac- 
knowledge from the witness sta during his 
cross-examination that he wag at present 
gambling for a living and had fn the course 
of his earthiy pilgrimage killed three men. 
Hunter’s reputation is thatof a.quiet, easy- 
going, ‘‘straight’* manj who would never 
get into trouble of his own making, but who 
isan exceedingly dangerous man toruDthe 
wrong way. He hasaslight limp anda bad 
cough, and a very peculiarsmile. He used 
to be a book-kKeeper for the Joplin Zinc 
Works, of which Mr. Pat Murphy is President 
and General Manager. The PostT- DISPATCH 
correspondent sat at the same table with Mr. 
Hunter at the Giant House and struck up an 
acquaintance with him. It was Mr. Hunter 
who told of the close watch Delng Kept on all 
new arrivals in Rolla. 

ON GUARD AT THE HOTEL. 

**You will notice.’’ he said, quietly, *‘that 
I very seldom leave the officé of the hotel. 
Within fifteen minutes aftera stranger ar- 
rives here I have managed to geta pretty 
good idea of who he isand what his business 
is. Youcame in from St. Louls on the 12:58 
train last Sunday. I saw you register, and 
from the first man you talked with I learned 
what had brought you here. It is necessary 
to keep this watch on every one. George 
Hudson’s friends wouldn’t hesitate to take 
this town by storm and rescue Hudson if they 
had halfachance. I know nearly every des- 
perate character in Southwest Missouri and 
the Indian Territory. ‘‘That’s what I’m here 
| for, and I stay rightat the Grant House all 
| the time and watch every man who comes in 
| until I know something about him. ’’ 

W hen the lawyers on both sides—six for the 
State and eight for the defense—congregated 
in Rolla first, last week, one of the lawyers 
for the defense, it is said, made a round of 
the Rolla saloons and got pretty full. He met 
this Wm. E. Hunter, an inoffensive young 
man in manner, in a saloon,and mistook him 
for Gilbert Barbee. He began to talk abus- 
ively to him about the thousands of dollars 
alleged to have been spent to secure George 
Hudson’s conviction unfairly. Hunter 
listened to him calmly until he 
had finished, and then leaning over 
the cane which he carries to relieve his in- 
jured leg, Hunter spoke to that man for 
about five minutes without a pause. It is 
saidthat he used very plain language and 
called the lawyer some names not pleasant to 
be heard. Hethen ‘‘paused for a reply,’’ 
and none coming, he imped away with that 
peculiar smile on his face whichis said to 
indicate thatit is mot healthy justthen to 
interfere with Wm. E. Hunter. 

THE JOPLIN VIGILANCE COMMITTEE.

There is only one man in the world that 
George Hudson is afraid of, his enemies say, 
and that man is now In Rolla. He is Sam Far- 
ris, the witness who testified before the jury 
last Monday that George Hudson wad ‘‘sub- 
let’’ to him the alleged Peter Blow contract 
for the assassination of Dr. Louis

When George Hudson, as was 
testified to, aske@ Jo Sittler to go to Okla- 
homaand get Sam Farris tocome back and 
kill Gilbert Barbee because Barbee‘‘knew too 
much,’’Sittler asked why George did not send 
Jack Hudson, his brother. 

**Sam Farris would kili Jack the moment 
he set eyes on him,’’ said George Hudson 
emphatically. 

It has been said that Jack Hudson has come 
face to face with Sam Farris not once in Rolla 
this week, save on the day when Sam Farris 
testified in the case. Farris has cold blue 
eyes, that can be described in noother way 
than as ‘‘sneering’’ eyes. They seem to have 
a danger-signal contempt for every man they 
rest on asthe tall ex-trooper and ‘‘Spanish 
monte’’ dealer lounges about the hotel office. 

These men are all ‘*‘Granby men.’’ Itis 
said that whena Man goes out West and an- 
nounces that he comes from Granby, New- 
ton County, Mo., he is accepted at once asa 
‘*bad man.’’ It is taken for granted that if 
he lived at Granby, he has already had his 
‘*baptism of fire,’’ and has of course, ‘‘killed 
his man.’’ 

SOME CHATS WITH HUDSON. 

George Hudson’s father, sctili living at 
Granby, is 8& years ola. When the prisoner’s 
wife and children came to Rolla from Granby 
last Monday, George Hudson was much exer- 
cised, for fear that his old father would come 
too. He spoke to the Post-DISPATCH Cor- 
respondent about it. 

**I’m afraid he would break down and cry 
in the court-room,’’ said Hudson, ‘‘he is oid 
and feeble, and sometimes hasnot full pos- 
session of his faculties. He wouldn’t under. 
stand exactly what was goingon. I hope he 
don’t come.’”’ 

It is said that George Hudson is the most 
radical of Republicans. Buthe is being de- 
fended by Col. M. E. Benton, a leading Dem- 
ocratof the State, and prosecuted by Col. T. 
B. Houghawout, a leading Republican. And 
heis an ardent admirer of ex-President 
Cleveland. He said the PoOsT-DISPATCH 
correspondent Tuesday Quring “the noon re- 
cess of court, that Cleveland, in his opinion, 
was the only man who can lead the Demo- 
crats to victory, and that Hill was a ‘‘knif- 
er,”’’ and a_ wire-pulliax politician who 
should be pushed out of Cleveland’s way. 
Hudson neither smokes nor chews tcbacco. 

‘*But I drink,’’ he said rather sadly to the 
Post- DISPATCH Correspondent, ‘‘andI guess 
that’s the trouble sometimes.’’ 

JACK HUDSON KEPT OFF THE STAND. 

Although Jack Hudson, the prisoner’s 
brother, was sworn as a witness for the de- 
fense in the early partofthe week and put 
under the rules, he was never placed on the 
stand, This tact, in the face of the fact that 
Jack Hudson was tbe only man who could 
presumably substantiate by his testimony 
that of other witnesses establishing an 
alloi for George Hudson, has causeda yreat 
deal of unfavorable comment. It Is said that 
the reason for keeping Jack off the stand was 
the discovery, made by the defense, that the 
State, knowing what Jack Hudson would 
have to swear to, had in reserve a number of 
rébuttal witnesses whose evidence would 
have completely shattered Jack Hudson’s 
testimony and greatly weakened the alibi of 
George Hudson. There are certainly some 
pointsin the Hudson evidence as it went to 
the jury which might have been materially 
strengthened by testimony from Jack Hud- 
son, because several of the alibi witnesses 
testified that the only other person whom 
they -had seen besides George Hudson, the 

risoner, in Granby onthe dayand night of 
Sept. 18, 1886, was Jaca Hudson. The failure 
of the defense to place Jack Hudson on the 
stand was strongly dwelt upon by Prose- 
cuting Attorney Dryden of Carthage in his 
opening argument for the State. 

HOW HUDSON WAS ‘‘BAGGED.’’ 

Whether or not George Hudsonis the des- 
perado he is charged with being, the people 
of Joplin surely believe they have every rea- 
son to dread his enmity should he ever re- 
gain his liberty. The story of how and why 
the knowledge of George Hudson’s being the 
murderer of Dr. Howard was kept locked in 
the breasts of afew people for nearly five 
years before the secret was revealed, and of 
the extraordinary precautions taken to pre- 
vent any knowledge of his intended arrest 
leaking out, as told by the rosecution 
now, is one of the strangest features of 
this strange case. It showsan entire com- 
munity living in horrible dread of the ready 
revolver of one deperate man. Joplin peo- 
ple talk to-day of George Hudson’s ‘‘awful, 

1d blue eye’’ as though the only mental 

icture they could frame of that eye was as it 
zianced along the Darrel of his now-famous 
44-caliber pistol. 

It is said that on.the morning after the 
murder of Dr. Howard there was one man in 
Joplin who knew, by the evidence of his own 
eyes, that George Hudson was the murderer. 
That man whispered the secret to another, 
whom he could trust. He was asked if he would 
go on the stand and testify to his knowledge 
ofthe fact. He started back and raised his 
hands in horror. 

‘**Alone?’’ he cried. ‘‘The only witness 
against George Hudson? Not for all the 
money in the world would I do it!’’ 

Then, after a pause, he added, solemnly: 

**No, sir; this secret Will go down to the 
grave with me.’’ 

This man was old John Rush. ‘‘Honest 
John Rush,’* he is called in Joplin, and he 
meant to keep his vow of perpetual silence 
regarding what he knew of the Howard as- 
sassination. There was another man in Jop- 
lin who had reason to believe that 
George Hudson was the murderer. 
This man was Mr. Gilbert’ Barbee, 
and he reported his suspicions tothe Prose- 
cuting Attorney of Newton County. But 
nothing was apparently done by that officiai. 
Gilbert Barbee, however, it is stated, know- 
ing the secret of Hudson's offer of $250 to Sam 
Farris to kill Dr. Howard, and Hudson’s 
statement that Peter E. Biow had offered 
him $600 to assassinate Howard, kept his eyes 
open for evidence, and instituted a search of 
the Western country for Farris. 

This was the unchanged conuition of affairs 
for several y following the murder. Al- 
thou re y seen, old John Rush re- 
f to think of such a foolhardy action as 
that of testifying against Hudson. And 
Farris could not be 


found. But suddenly 
things changed. 
THE SHOOTING OF JOHN RUSH.

A meeting wes held fe Joplin, 
at which Gilbert Barbee, fom Connor, John 
Rush, Ed Porter and Lawyer McAntire were 
present, and all the evidence gathered so far 
was submitted to Mr. McAntire. 

**You have evidence enough,’’ said 
that gentleman, who had hitherto urged 
against proceeding against Hudson unless a 
complete case could be made, ‘‘I think you 
can now convict George Hudson ofthe mur- 
der of Dr. Howardad.’’ 

It is stated that the prosecution were afraid 
to bring the matter before the Newton County 
Grand-jury for a singular reagon. The state- 
ment is made that George Hudson was in the 
habit of procuring a list of each successive 
Granf-jury of that county and then of per- 
sonally seeing the members thereof. 

‘If anythingis brought before you which 
concerns or threatens me,’’ it is alleged 
Hudson would say to the Grand-jurors, ‘‘I 
expect you to let me know itatonce. It will 
be the worse for you if you don’t.’’ 

And it is stated that Newton County Grand- 
jurors never dared disobey these orders from 
George Hudson. 

But the witnesses who finally swore to their 
knowledge of facts warranting the arrest of 
George Hudson forthe murder of Dr. Howard 
did net do it before the Newton County 
Grand-jury. They went to Carthage for that 
purpose, and for fear their presence there 
without other apparent reason might put 
friends of Hudson on their guard, they 
waited until the opening of the court term, 
when everybody from the surrounding 
county wenttotown. Then they, too, in- 
vaded Carthage and swore outa bench war- 
rant for the arrest of George Hudson. 

Hudson himself was in Carthage that day, 
drinking and unsuspicious of danger. He was 
arrested and disarmed before he had time to 
offer any resistance. 

PETER BLOW’S DUEL. 

The unfortunate connection of Mr. Peter E. 
Blow’s name with the Hudson case has re- 
vived the Kolla recollections of that gentle- 
man’s sojourn here for four years asa 
student and professor of the Rolla School of 
Mines. Itissaid that he once figured asa 
principal ina Rolla duel which never came 
of, but which respited, nevertheless, in 
Blow’s being dangerously shot. Trouble had 
arisen at the School of Mines between Blow 
and a fellow student. It was in the military 
drill of the corps, and Blow, who-was an 
officer, had pricked with his sword ora 
bayonet, a private iathe ranks. The private 
happened to be a hot-blooded Missourian, 
who immediately challenged Peter Blow toa 
duel with pistols on Fort Wyman, back of 
the town. low, itis said, realized that he 
had been in the wrong, andafterthe dueling 
party had arrived on the grounds he apolo- 
gized for having thrust a sword or bayonet- 
point into his ad*tersary’s flesh and the duel 
was declared off. But some remark of Blow’s 
a moment afterward exasperated his oppo- 
nent again and that young man applied some 
hot language to Blow. He was promptly 
knocked down by that gentleman, 
but rising, the young fife-eater drew 
@ small 22-caliber pistol and fired six shots at 
Peter Blow, several being fired after Blow 
had fallen tothe ground. Three of the bul- 
lets entered Blow’s neck, inflicting serious 
and painful wounds which kept Blow in bed 
for several weeks. Thisstory of the ‘*Peter 
Blow duel’’ has been widely circulated in 
Rolla all week. It is vouched for to the Posrt- 
DISPATCH correspondent by a fellow-student 
yof the Rolla School of Mines, who was also 
one of the dueling party. 

NEW EVIDENCE DISCOVERED. 

The prosecution inthe Hudson case claim 
to have come into possession to-day of further 
evidence against Hudson more damaging 
than any presented during the trial. They 
are in rece'pt of a letter which locates ata 
certain lllinols town two witnesses, who, it 
is said, can swear to personal knowledge of 
the facts leading to and resulting in the mur- 
der of Dr. Howard. It is now stated, there- 
fore, that should the jury in the present trial 
fall to reach a ¥v ict this new evidence 
will be used in the retrial of the 
case. It Is also stated that George Hudson 
himself fearsa hung jury as much ag he 
would a conviction. In this connection the 
at met | of Hudson’s being released on 

ail should the jury fafl to reach a verdict is 
being discussed with considerable excite- 
ment. It is said,that Judge Bland has al- 
ready stated that should no verdict be 
reached on this trial he would refuse to allow 
bail for George Hudson. The reason for such 
action is indicated by the following expres- 
sion from one of the prosecution: 

‘*Should George Hudson ever be reicased 
from jail and allowed to return to Granby, 
all the power on earth could not convict him 
afterwards,’’ said this gentleman. ‘*‘He 
would intimidate every witness for the State, 
sO that it would be impossible to make them 
testify to the truth. There is no doubting 
the fact that the people of Newton and 
Jasper counties are deadly afraid of George 
Hudson. As long as he is in jallitis possibie 
to getatthetruth. If he gets out none ofthe 
State’s witnesses could call their lives their 
own unless they did George Hudson’s bid- 
ding. Andthat bidding would, in many in- 
stances, be for them to leave the country at 
once.’’

FARMERS BACK IT. 


Friends and Opponents of the Anti- 
Option Bill Classified. 


MISINFORMATION OR WORSE OF A SELF- 
APPOINTED CENSOR. 


Clerk Wallace of the Agricultura] Com- 
mittee Corrects a Misstatement—Re- 
cords and Standing of the Advocates 
on Both Sides—What Speculative Trad- 
ing Has Done for Values. 


WASHINGTON, D. 0., Feb. 20.—Representa-

That the Hatch bill was being 
run by the big speculators was an 
intimation which aroused.the ‘‘farmer,’’ 
angd)6=6when = your correspondent called 
at the rooms of the Committee 
on Agriculture to-day and asked about the 
matter, he was referred to R. M. Wallace, 
private secretary to Mr. Hatch and clerk of 
the committee, who said:

The Hatch and Washburn bills to check op- 
tion trading have been the subjects of gen- 
eral interest, not only in this country, but 
throughout Western Europe. Similar Dilis, 
notably that introduced by Butterworth of 
Ohio, have been presented before, but never 
has the prospect of the passage of such 
measures appeared so good. As a result 
prices have declined on both sides of the 
ocean, and the grain markets of the worldare 
in an uncertain and feverish condition.

“BELOW THE SALT.” 


ODD REFERENCES TO A QUEER OLD EN- 
GLISH CUSTOM 


Written for the SUNDAY PostT- DISPATCH. 

The usage of placing guests above or below 
the salt, according to the degree of nobility 
in their blood, in England, Ireland and 
France, was familiarly known to English 
writers as far back as nearly three centuries. 
How ancient the custom, can not now be de- 
termined with accuracy. 

Sir Walter Scott refers to this usage in vari- 
ous places in his novels. In the description 
of the feast in ‘‘The Black Dwarf,’’ he says: 
**Beneath the salt-cellar (a massive piece of 
plate which occupied the middle of the 
table) sate the ‘sine nomine turba;’ men 


whose vanity was gratified by occupying even 
the subordinate space at the social board, 
while the distinction observed in ranking 
i ny was a salve to the pride of their supe- 
riors.’’ 

In a very old volume of English ballads oc- 
curs the following verse: 

Thou art a carle mean of degree, 

Ye salt yt stande twain me ana thee; 

But an thou hadst been of ane gentyl strayne, 

I would have bitten my gante againe. 

In **The Memorie of the Somervilles’’ 
(written in 1679) it is stated, in speaking ofa 
certain Provost: ‘*‘He was a gentieman ofa 
very mean family upon Clyde, being brother- 
german tothe Goodman of Allentone, whose 
= aan hever cameto sit above the 
salt.’’ 

Joseph Hall, who was one of the first legit!- 
mate English satirists, successively Bishop 
of Norwich and Exeter, in one of his earliest 
works (1597) thus alludes to this custom: 

A gentie Squire would gladly entertaine 

Into his house some trencher-chaplaine, 

Some willing man that mightinstruct his sons, 

And that would stand to good conditions. 

First, that he lie upon the truckle bed, 

W hiles his young maister lieth o’er his head, 

Second, that he do, on no default, 

Ever presume to sit above the salt. 

Ben Jonson, in his play, ‘‘Cynthia’s Rev- 
els,’’ makes Mercutio gay: ‘‘He will censure 
or discourse ofanything, but asabsurdly as 
ou would wish. His fashion is notto take 
knowledge of him that is beneath him in 
clothes. He never drinks below the salt.’’ 

In “Strange Foot-Post With a Pacxet Full of 
Strange Petitions’’ (1613), the author, speak- 
ing ofthe miseries of a poor scholar, says: 
**Now, as for his fare, it is lightly at the 
cheapest table, but he must sit under the 
salt; that is an axiome in such places.’’ 

Gifford (1700) says: ‘‘*It argues little for the 
delicacy of our ancestors, that they should 
admit of such distinctions at their board, but 
in truth they seem to have placed their 
guests below the salt for no better purpose 
than that of mortifying them.’’ 

In ancient times in Scotland, Scottish mer- 
chants trading to the Baltic were required 
to take an oath on bread and salt when they 

assed the sound. In the records of the 

resbytery of Edinburgh, Sept. 20, 1586, this 
account of the custom is given: ‘‘Certain 
merchants passing to Danskerne, and cum- 
mifg neir Elsinure, chusing outane quehn 
they accompted for the toljll of their goods. 
And that be depositum of ane othe in forme 
following, viz. hei present and offer breid 
and salt to the deponer of the othe, whereon 
he laysis his hand, and deponis his con- 
science, and sweiris.’’ The origin ofthis 
custom seems to be entirely lost. 

According to Moreson, in his ‘‘Instructions 
for Pilgrims tothe Holy Land’’ (1524), ‘*Salt 
not being Hable to putrefaction, and pre- 
serving things seasoned with it from decay, 
was the emblem of eternity and immortality 
and mightily abhorred by infernal spirits.’ 
It was the custom in Ireland of placinga 
plate of salt overthe heart of the dead, as 
Dr. Campbell (1774) supposed, in agreemert 
with Moreson’s remark, that the salt was 
considered the emblem of the incorruptible 
part; ‘‘the body itself,’’ says he, ‘‘being the 
type of corruption.’’ 

"ennant (1790), says: ‘‘Onthe death of a 
Highlander, the friends laid on the breast of 
the deceased a wooden platter containinga 
small quantity of,salt and earth, separate 
and unmixed, the earth an emblem of the 
corruptible body—the saltan emblem of the 
immortal spirit. Herrick says: 


The body’s salt the soul is, which when gone 
The fiesh soon sucks in putrifiction. , 


Douce, the famous antiquary (1780), says: 

‘*The custom of placing a plate of salt upon 
the deaa is still retained in many parts of 
England, and particularly in Leicestershire, 
but the pewter plate and salt are laid with an 
intent to hinder air from getting intothe 
body and distending it, so as to occasion 
bursting or inconvenience in closing the cof- 
fin. Though this be the reason for 
the usage at present, yet it is doubtful 
whether the practice is nota vuigar continu- 
ation of the ancient symbolical usage; other- 
wise, why is salt selected?’’ 

Boden (1644), cited by Reginald Scott (1655), 
affirms: ‘‘Thatassaltisa sign of eternity, 
and used by divine commandment in all sac- 
rifices, so the devil loveth no salt in his 
meat.’’. In reference to this last assertion 
thereis a very old legend of a ‘*Spectre 
Feast,’’ in the church yard of Kirby Maiham- 
dale (on the banks of the Ayre), which was 
made to vanishupon one mwortal who hap- 
pened to be present, and looking over the 
table, saying in an astonished tone: ‘‘Why, 
where’s the salt?’’ when immediately every- 
thing disappearea, ‘‘and ofall the splendid 
banquet nothing remained save the mossy 
stone whereon it was spread.’’ 

Cakes and salt were usea in religious rites 
by the ancients. The Jews probably adopted 
appropriation from the Egyptians: 
ring an oblation of a meat of- 
fering baken in the oven It shafl be of un- 
leaved cakes of fine flour, etc.”’ (Lev. Il. 4); 
‘*With all thine offerings thou shalt offer 
salt’’ (Lev. il 13). 

It was a custom (not entirely abandoned 
to-day in the north of England) to make an 
offering to newborn infants on the occasion 
of the abroad. 
Special care was taken tha 
pilgrim in Hfe went to 
of a relative, or an esteemed friend, who 
would in no wise omit the ceremony 80 @s- 
sential to its future welfare. For it was be- 
lieved, ifthis was not done, that in its life 
the child would be ever ex to the misery 
of want. The moment it entered the house 
of the patecs so honored by its presence, it 
was offered a cake, anegg anda small quan- 
tity of salt.

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THE WIDOW OF GEN. PILLOW LOSES A 
BIG SUIT. 


Important Decision by the “ Arkansas 

- Supreme Court in Favor of Lawyer 
Poston’s Slayer~The Florence Will 
Contest — Heirs Get Big Judgment— 
Court News. 


LITTLE Rock, Ark., Feb. 20.—The Supreme 
Court to-day handed down an opinion in the 
case of Mary E. Pillow vs. H. Clay King. 
The suit was decided in favor of 
King, giving him title to a valu- 
able plantation in Lee County, Ark., 
which he owned originally. A deed 
was made by Kingto Mrs. Pillow and ack- 
nowledged. but was never delivered, and 
there was noconsideration. One phase of 
the question went to the Supreme Court of 
Tennessee from the Chancery Court 
at Memphis, upon a Dill in chancory, 
to compel King to execute and deliver anew 
deed in lieu of the oue which he was charged 
to have destroyed. 

It was this suit which led tothe killing of 
Lawyer David H. Poston by King in Memphis, 
Tenn., on March 10, 1891. Certain phases of 
the case came up for hearing before the 
Supreme Court of Tennessee, and it was 
while this hearing was in progress that

Mrs. Pillow’s attorney, Poston, and shot him 
down. Mrs. Pillow, widow of a famous Con- 
federate general, had engaged the profes- 
sional services of Col. King to attend to her 
business affairs. While acting in that capac- 
ity King, although a married man, became 
infatuated with Mrs. Pillow and took her and 
her children to live with him on his planta- 
tion In Arkansas. Under the influence of his 
infatuation for the woman King conveyed 
to her all his real estate in Arkansas 
and Memphis, it being understood that the 
conveyance should not be recorded until 
King had secured a divorce from his wife and 
could marry Mrs. Pillow. He falled to get 
the divorce and he and Mrs. Pillow fell out. 
The woman had the deeds recorded and 
secured all of King’s property. King then 
brought sult to recover his real estate and 
Mrs. Pillow engaged Poston to defend her 
case. King is under sentence of death for 
the murder of Poston. 


TESTING A COMMON LAW MARRIAGE, 


THE CURIOUS DIVORCE CASE OF MR. BISHOP 


AND ACTRESS ROSE NOYES. 

New YorkK, Feb. 20.—W. H. Bishop, a the- 
atrical man, met Rose Noyes, an actress, in 
1871. Although he hada wife he persuaded 
the girl to travel about the country with him 
and introduced her everywhere as his wife, 
The woman to whom the title properly 
belonged heard of her husband’s 
escapade and in 1874 secured a 
divurce from him, naming Miss Nuyes as the 
co-respondent. The custody of their child 
was givento the mother. Bishop and Miss 
Noyes, as ‘‘Mr. and Mrs. Bishop,’’ continued 
living together untila year or so ago, when 
she announced that she was going to 
be married, Richard RR, Geiger of 
this city, she declared was the 


man, and the ceremony was performed in 
Troy. Bishop made no opposition at the 
time, it is sald. The astonishment of all 
the others concerned may be imagiped 
when last week he notified rs. 
Geiger that he was about to sue 
for divorce from her. The papers were served 
Monday and the poor husband, Geiger, is 
namedasthe corespondent. The case will 
be heard next monthinthe Supreme Court. 
Now appears the curious andone way hu- 
morous feature of the case. Mrs. Geiger 
will oppose the suit, alleging that she was 
never married to Bishop. She admits having 
livea with him for years and having 
been presented as his wife, but 
she declares that no wedding cer- 
mony ever took place nor did she 
agree inany manner to be his wife ‘‘then, 
oratany future time.’’ Cases are common 
where women have sought to establish them- 
selves as the ‘‘common law’’ wives, but this 
is the first recorded instance of a man seek- 
ing to establish his title as husband under such 
circumstances. Pardy and McManus, of 
the building, are counsel for 
Mrs. The junior member 
of h when seen to-day, 
said that he believed Mr. Bishop simply 
wished to establish the fact that the woman 
was his wife. Hehad introduced her when 
they were living together as such to his 
relatives and friends and he wished to show 
that he had not insulted these people 4 
bringing to their houses the woman wit 

a he was living and who was not his 
wife. 

‘‘Mrs. Geiger,’’ he continued, ‘‘ig our 
client and we intend to show that she never 
married Bishop. Ifshe was Bishop’s wife, 
even in common law, she was gulity of big- 
amy in marrying Mr. Geiger. Here is the 
peculiar state of affairs: 
seeking to prove that 
the common law husband 
defendant in the suit and the defendant oc- 
cupying almost the same position as that of 
the young man we hear oftevery day who is 
seeking to prove that his living with the B ae 
titioner did not constitute a marriage, he 
fact that the union of Bishop and Rose Noyes 
occurred before Bishop’s wife got her divorce 
from him* shows that under the 
law their living together was 
meretricious. This, legally, is a bar against 
common-law marriage in that it shows the 
absence of intention to marry. If their liy- 
ing together made them man and wife and 
Bishop was as yet undivorced, then that 
would be bigamy on Bishop’s part and there- 
fore no marriage for Miss Noyes. If the case 
ended there it would be easy. The fact ex. 
ists, however, that Bishop and Miss Noyes 
lived together after the real Mrs. Bishop got 
her divorce. 

**Miss Noyes was an actress and hea man- 
ager. They played all over the country. 
‘Muggs’ Landing’ was one of the plays, and 
their success was fair, I believe. here was 
no money on either side—that is, not enough 
to havea legalfight about, and there were 
not, nor are there, any children, Mrs, 
Geiger is a handsome woman of about 
88 years, and is happily married. She 
is confident of winning her side of 
the case as there are no documents, agree- 
ments oranything in the shape of a mar- 
riage contract. atrimony never ente 
her head. While we believe there is no pos. 
sibility of proving a marriage we anticipate 
no unpleasant result, for even if it should be 
determined that she 1s Mrs. Bishop, noone 
would dare to prosecute her for Digamy, As 
I said before, Mr. Bishop has no ani.

“BELOW THE SALT.” 


ODD REFERENCES TO A QUEER OLD EN- 
GLISH CUSTOM 


Written for the SUNDAY PostT- DISPATCH. 

The usage of placing guests above or Below 
the salt, according to the degree of nobility 
in their blood, in England, Ireland and 
France, was familiarly known to English 
writers as far back as nearly three centuries. 
How ancient the custom, can not now be de- 
termined with accuracy. 

Sir Walter Scott refers to this usage in vari- 
ous places in his novels. In the description 
of the feast in ‘‘The Black Dwarf,’’ he says: 
**Beneath the salt-cellar (a massive piece of 
plate which occupied the middle of the 
table) sate the ‘sine nomine turba;’ men 


whose vanity was gratified by occupying even 
the subordinate space at the social board, 
while the distinction observed in ranking 
oe was a salve to the pride of their supe- 
riors.’’ 

Ina very old volume of English ballads oc- 
curs the following verse: 

Thou art a carle mean of degree, 

Ye salt yt stande twain me ana thee; 

But an thou hadst been of ane gentyl strayne, 

I would have bitten my gante againe. 

In ‘‘The Memorie of the Somervilles’’ 
(written in 1679) it is stated, in speaking ofa 
certain Provost: ‘‘He was a gentieman ofa 
very mean familly upon Clyde, being brother- 
german to the Goodman of Allentone, whose 
= eat never cameto sit above the 
salt.’”’ 

Joseph Hall, who was one of the first legiti- 
mate English satirists, successively Bishop 
of Norwich and Exeter, inone of his earliest 
works (1597) thus alludes to this custom: 

A gentie Squire would gladly entertaine 

Into his house some trencher-chaplaine, 

Some willing man that might instruct his sons, 

And that would stand to good conditions, 

First, that he lie upon the truckle bed, 

W hiles his young malster lieth o’er his head. 

Second, that he do, on no default, 

Ever presume to sit above the salt. 

Ben Jonson, inhis play, ‘‘Cynthia’s Rev- 
els,’’ makes Mercutio say: ‘*He will censure 
or discourse of anything, but asabsurdly as 
ou would wish. His fashion is notto take 
nowledge of him that tis beneath him in 
clothes. He never drinks below the salt.’’ 

In “Strange Foot- Post With a Pacxet Full of 
Strange Petitions’’ (1613), the author, speak- 
ing ofthe miseries of a poor scholar, says: 
**Now, as for his fare, it is lightly at the 
cheapest table, but he must sit under the 
salt; that is an axiome in such places.’’ 
Gifford (1700) says: ‘‘It argues little for the 
delicacy of our ancestors, that they should 
admit of such distinctions at their board, but 
in truth they seem to have placed their 
guests below the salt for no better purpose 
than that of mortifying them.’’ 

In ancient times in Scotland, Scottish mer- 
chants trading to the Baltic were required 
to take an oath on bread and salt when they 

assed the sound. In the records of the 

resbytery of Edinburgh, Sept. 20, 1586, this 
account of the custom isgiven: ‘‘Certain 
merchants passing to Danskerne, and cum- 
ming neir Elsinure, chusing out ane quehn 
they accompted for the tolll of their goods. 
And that be depositum of ane othe in forme 
following, viz. hei present and offer breid 
and salt to the deponer of the othe, whereon 
he laysis his hand, and deponis his con- 
science, and sweiris.’’ The origin of this 
custom seems to be entirely lost. 

According to Moreson, in his ‘‘Instructions 
for Pilgrims tothe Holy Land’’ (1524), **Salt 
not being Mable to putrefaction, and pre- 
serving things seasoned with it from decay, 
was the emblem of eternity and immortality 
and mightily abhorred by infernal spirits.’ 
It was the custom in Ireland of placinga 
— ofsalt overthe heart of the dead, as 

r. Campbell (1774) supposed, in agreemert 
with Moreson’s remark, that the salt was 
considered the emblem of the incorruptible 
part; ‘‘the body itself,’’ says he, ‘‘being the 
type of corruption.’’ 

ennant (1790), says: ‘‘Onthe death of a 
Highlander, the friends laid on the breast of 
the deceased a wooden platter containing a 
small quantity of ,salt and earth, separate 
and unmixed, the earth an emblem of the 
corruptible body—the saltan emblem of the 
immortalspirit. Herrick says: 


The body’s salt the soul is, which when gone 
The fiesh soon sucks in putrifiction. 


Douce, the famous antiquary (1780), says: 

‘*The custom of placing a piate of salt upon 
the deaa is still retained in many parts of 
England, and particularly in Leicestershire, 
but the pewter plate and salt are laid with an 
intent to hinder air from getting intothe 
body and distending it, 80 as to occasion 
bursting or inconvenience in closing the cof- 
fin. Though this be the reason for 
the usage at present, yet it is doubtful 
whether the practice is nota vulgar continu- 
ation of the ancient symbolical usage; other- 
wise, why is salt selected?’’ 

Boden (1644), cited by Reginald Scott (1655), 
affirms: ‘*‘Thatassaltisa sign of eternity, 
and used by divine commandment ifn all sac- 
rifices, so the devil loveth no salt in his 
meat.’’ Inreference to tlis last assertion 
thereis a very old legend of a ‘‘*Spectre 
Feast,’’ in the church yard of Kirby Maitham- 
dale (on the banks of the Ayre), which was 
made to vanishupon one mortal who hap- 
pened to be present, and looking over the 
table, ingin an astonished tone: ‘‘Why, 
where’s the salt?’’ when immediately every- 
thing disappeared, ‘‘and ofall the splendid 
banquet nothing remained save the mossy 
stone whereon it was spread.’’ 

Cakes and salt were usea in religious rites 
by the ancients. The Jews probably adopted 
appropriation from the Egyptians: 
‘*And if thou bring an oblation of a meat of- 
fering baken in the oven it shafl be of un- 
leaved cakes of fine flour, etc.”’ (Lev. it. 4); 
‘*With all thine offerings thou shalt offer 
salt’’ (Lev, il, 18).

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THE WIDOW OF GEN. PILLOW LOSES A 
BIG SUIT. 


Important Decision by the Arkansas 
Supreme Court in Favor of Lawyer 
Poston’s Slayer+The Florence Will 
Contest — Heirs Get Big Judgment— 
Court News. 


LITTLE Rock, Ark., Feb. 20.—The Supreme 
Court to-day handed down an opinion in the 
case of Mary E. Pillow vs. H. Clay King. 
The suit was decided in favor of 
King, giving him title to a valu- 
able plantation in Lee County, Ark., 
which he owned originally. A deed 
was made by Kingto Mrs. Pillow and ack- 
nowledged. but was never delivered, and 
there was noconsideration. One phase of 
the question went to the Supreme Court of 
Tennessee from the Chancery Court 
at Memphis, upon a bill in chancory, 
to compel King to execute and deliver a new 
deed in lieu of the oue which he was charged 


to have destroyed. 

It was this suit which led tothe killing of 
Lawyer David H. Poston by King in Memphis, 
Tenn., on March 10, 1891. Certain phases of 
the case came up for hearing before the 
Supreme Court of Tennessee, and it was 
while this hearing was in progress that

raged at the zeal displayed by 
Mrs. Pillow’s attorney, Poston, and shot him 
down. Mrs. Pillow, widow of a famous Con- 
federate general, had engaged the profes- 
sional services of Col. King to attend to her 
business affairs. While acting in that capac- 
ity King, although a married man, became 
infatuated with Mrs. Pillow and took her and 
her children to live with him on his planta- 
tion in Arkansas. Under the influence of his 
infatuation for the woman King conveyed 
to her all his real estate in Arkansas 
and Memphis, it being understood that the 
conveyance should not be recorded until 
King had secured a divorce from his wife and 
could marry Mrs. Pillow. He failed to get 
the divorce and he and Mrs, Pillow fell out. 
The woman had the deeds recorded and 
secured all of King’s property. King then 
brought sult to recover his real estate and 
Mrs. Pillow engaged Poston to defend her 
case. King is under sentence of death for 
the murder of Poston.

Bishop and Miss 
Noyes, as ‘‘Mr. and Mrs. Bishop,’’ continued 
living together untila year or so ago, when 
she announced that she was going to 
be married.

ENGLISH VIEW OF THE BICYCLE TAX. 
New York, Feb.\90.—Robert ©. Edgewood, 
one of the best known cyclists of England, 
arrived inthe city this week, and all Amer- 
ican wheelmen that have visited London re- 
member him as oneé of the leading members 
of Ripley Road Club. 


the prospective tax on bicycles in St. Louis 
was brought up. Mr. Edgewood said: 


‘‘In England a few years ago a similar 


proposition was broached. Iam deeply in- 


terested in the result in 8t. Louis, for da 
part in the agitation in London against the 


tax. One of our strongest moves was to an- 
nagince that we would challenge the constitu- 
tionality of any such law onthe ground that 
atax on Dicycles is a tax on a man’s 
means of locomotion.

His legs were 
paralyzed and his only means of locomotion 
was by the perambulator. The machine was 
taxed at the custom-house by the French 
officials.

crutches. He carried the case to court where 
a decision Was rendered in his favor. We in 
London, taking advantage of this, claimed 
thatthe principle was the same whether 
cripple or not. This view was vigorously de- 
fended before the Parllamentary committee, 
and bad much todo with defeating the pass- 
age ofofthe bill. It should be remembered 
aiso thatthe French courts had ruled long 
ago that bicycles are conveyances and there- 


fore entitied to road rights, but this decision :

Letters From Cassat and Powderly to 
Gov. Pattison. 


HARRISBURG, Pa., Feb. 20.—Gov. Pattison 
to-day made public letters received from A. 
J. Cassatand T. V. Powderly, concerning the 
Reading Rallroad deal, which he bas sub- 
mitted tothe Attorney-General for his act- 
tion. Mr. Cassat has written as follows to 
the Governor: 


: PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Feb. 19. 

Str—Youn have learned through the public press 
that the Philadelphia & Reading Railroad Vo. have 
acquired contro! of the Lehigh Valicy Kailroad and 
of the Central Railroad of New Jersey. The con- 
trol of the Lehigh Valiey Railroad was effected by 
lease directiy to the Keading Kailroad Co. The 
control of the Central Railroad of New Jersey was 
secured indirectiy through a iease toa New Jersey 
corporation controlled by the Reading Railroad Co, 
Itis well known that these companies are active 
competitors. each with the others, in the mining and 
amnspertaee of general merchandise and passen- 
ers. 

After calling the attention of the Governor 
tomaps and papers to show the Reading 
and thelr newly leased lines complete, Mr, 
Cassat continues: 


Ihave thought it right to collect together and sub- 
mit facts, which are all derived from public sources 
equally accessible to you, so that you may have the 
situation clearly befure you, and may take such ac- 
tion as you"tmay deem proper and right, if the con- 
solidation of these competing lines, under one con-

The Largest List of Sales Ever Consum. 
mated Within the Same Space of Time 
During a Winter Month—Heavy Gains 
Over the Business of 1891. 


St. Louls has had no boom, A boom plant 
here would perish before it was discovered, 
and real estate securities are all the better 
for it. The city keepson gradually improv- 
ing upon its record of progress every year. 
There is no halting in the advancement of 
St. Louis. While at times the paceis slower 
than at others, in sympathy with the finances 
of the country, there isa continued onward 
movement that adds steadily to the value of 
real estate. 

Dyring the first six weeks of 1891 the real 
estate transfers ofthis city footed up $4,349, - 
124. Imthis amount was included the $750,000 
transfer of the St. Louis Sugar Refinery prop- 
erty tothe National Sugar Trust; a trans- 
action which did not really involvea sale of 
the premises. Omitting that large convey- 
ance from the calculation, the gain in sales 
for 1892 over last year forthe first six weeks 
is $387,897, while, on the other hand, Chicago 
has sustained a loss of nearly $5,000,000 in the 
same line of business. 


A RECORD BREAKER. 

The seventh week of 1892 has beena record 
breaker. Nothing like such a week’s sales 
has ever been consummated during a winter 
month in this city before. The total sales re- 
corded since the last review foot up $2,271,373. 

The nearest approach to this was the busi- 
ness of the second week of January, 1891, 
when the sales, including the $750,000 transfer 
of the sugar refinery, amounted to $1,270,961; 
next to this comes the first week of January, 
1890, with sales aggregating $1,123,609. 
From these statistics it will be observed that 
the past week’s business has surpassed the 
greatest previous winter week’s sales ,$1,000, - 
412, the.gain over the corresponding week of 
last year being $1,752,839. 

Since the Ist of January the transfers re- 
soelial show that real estate tothe amount 
of $6,258,394 has been sold during the first 
seven weeks of the year of 1892. This is a gain 
of $1,390,516 in sales over the corresponding 
period of 1891, anda gain of $224,420 over the 
sales of the first seven weeks of the great 
realestate year of 1890, for which term the 
first seven weeks’ sales footed up $6,033,974, 
and in which was included over $750,000 worth 
of property sold for railway terminals east of 
Broadway and north of Franklin avenue.

BUILDING ASSOCIATIONS. 


MORE LOANS BEING MADE TO SHAREHOLDERS—

Turner’s office will include among its share- 
holders several very wealthy men who pro- 
pose that the association shaillloan money in 
any amount. Thisis a new feature, loans 
heretofore being somewhat limited as to 
amount, the object of the limit being toaf- 
ford all members a chance to borrow enough 
money to build a house, that being the object 
of building associations. 

The effect of these Institutions in building 
up the city is seen even now all through the 
residence sections. Never before during the 
month of February were so many excava- 
tions made as now for dwelling houses. 
Hundreds of cellars are being dug and in 
many of them stonemasons are well ad- 
vanced with foundations forthe new struct- 
ures. Allthearchitects are busy. They de- 
Clare they never had so man orders 
Hor Gwelling house plans before, and 
on the boards of severalof the architectural 
Offices designs are well advanced for some 
large commerci4l structures. Alithis is very 
encouraging to building associations as it 
portends an immense year for home building 
in St. Louls, and that means that building 
association loans will be !n active demand at 
high premium rates. With a profitable ca- 
reer these institutions will mature sooner 
than otherwise, and the quicker they are 
wound up the better it pleases all parties 
concerned.

A CONFUSION OF IDEAS. 

Ingerscll: **Buddhism is a code of morals.’’ 

mbert: ‘‘A moment agoyou said, ‘Bvery 
religion teaches a code of morals.’ You now 
say the religion of Buddha is a code of 
morals.

THE GOD OF ALL. 

lambert: ‘‘Christianity, teaches, first, a 
truth—the existence of the supreme, infinite, 
eternal Being,on whose existence, nature and 
relation to man it bases the Christian code of 
morals. You may call this Being the God of 
this, that or the other if you think it serves 
your purpose, but keep well in mind what 
Christianity teaches. The Being is the God of 
all that is, old or hew, the Christian, the Jew 
andthe pagan. But what you really meant 
to insinuate was this: The Godof Christians 
is the same God who, according to you, ap- 
proved ofallthe murders,crimes and cruelties 
recorded in the Old Testament. Accordingto 
you this God isa monster. But you must pardon 
me if I decline to accept your account of Him 
or your ‘idea’ of Him. I once reviewed 
your statements on this subject and showed 
med fe misquoted, misrepresented and tor- 
tured out of their natural and obvious sense 
many textsofthe Old Testament. I called 
that review ‘Noteson Ingersoll.’ You made 
nore Y toit. When Mr. Palmer of the Nine- 
teenth Century Club proposed to you to dls- 
cuss Ohristianity before that club you ex- 
pressed a willingness to do so, and asked 
who was to take the other side. He suggested 
my baine and you declined, assigning as a 
reason that I was a Casuist. Mr. Palmer, I 
need not say, made that proposal 
to you without my know ledge or 
consent. If he had proposed to me 
an oral discussion with you I also 
should have declined, for the reason that I 
have more faithin the virtue of cold type. I 
make the above statement on the authority 
of Gen. George A. Sheridan. Gen. Sheridan

NOT A CODE OF MORALS. 

Ingersoll: ‘‘Christianity is a code of mor- 
als * * * pluscertain ceremonies and su- 
perstitions.’’ 

Lambert *‘We have already seen that 
neither Christianity nor any other religion ts 
a code of morals, norcan it be. Ceremonies 
are external signs or symbols indicative of 
the interior thought or belief, whether the 
belief be true or false. Theysymbolize what 
religion, true or false, Delleves to be true. 
Hence all ceremonies in the last analysis rest 
on truth, or what one Dbel!eves to be truth. 
They are, therefore, plus to truth, not pius to 
amoral code, as yousay. Be good enouch to 
remeber thata code of morals i$ not truth, 
but a sequence of truth. You may say these 
are sinall matters: but many of your 
conclusions are the result of an aggregate of 
sinall errors injected ignorantly or otherwise 
into yourmainiine of argument, andit is 
my task just now to show that all your argu- 
ments avainst Christianity are thoroughly 
salted and peppered with just such smail 
matters. Thatis what makes It so tiresome 
to reply to you,when one of your paragraphs, 
crammed with sophisms of speech and 
thought, requires a column to let ight and 
air through it. So much for ceremonies,now 
for superstitions. 

SUPERSTITION A USEFUL WORD. 

‘* ‘Superstition’ is one of the most useful 
words in the agnostic dictionary. Itis hard 
to imagine how infidels could get on without 
it. It is such an excellent argument, 60 
handy to throw in to fill a vacuum ora 
hiatus. It generally comes in as a tailto 
Inwersoll’s list of Christian delinquencies. 
It is the cracker on the end of the whip to 
round off a sentence with a snap. We have 
to say of superstition what we have said of 
ceremonies—tiiat it cannot be plus to 
or predicated of a code of 
morals. superstition in all its 
multifarious fomms arises froma false belief 
or a false apprehension of a true Delief. 
Hence its reference is to the true or the false 
and not to the good or the bad. Now Chris- 
tianity teachesthe truth. This proposition 
must stand until you disprove it, and donot 
forget that the onus probandtis on you. As 
Christianity teaches the truth it arfords no 
basis for superstition to rest on. The indl- 
vidual Christian prehends correctly the 
truthas taught by Christianity or he does 


truth as it Is. 
he does not apprehend 
trath as taught by Christianity he 
may fall into superstitious errors, but In that 
case his superstitions must be attributed to 
himself, not to Christianity, which did not 
teach him his errors. The question then.re- 
solves itself into whether Christianity 
teaches truth or not. By truth I mean ail 
truth of tne moral order as contradistin- 
guished from truths of the physical order. 
It won’t do to say Christianity tavors super- 
stition and then pass on to argue as if-the 
point was conceded. You must prove your 
statementand give us a Dill of particulars, 
When youdo so we will consider whetber 
they are superstitious or not. 
REGINNING OF WISDOM. 

Webster defines superstition as ‘‘an exces- 
sive reverence or fear of that which is un- 
known or mysterious,”’ Do you pretend that 
Christianity teaches, favors or winks at what 
is defined here? Kxcessive fear is the attri- 
bute of a coward, that cringing, slavish, 
craven fear which makes a soldier slink from 
the ranks of his brave fellows and sneak un- 
der cover, or that fear that makes a cur 
throw himself on his back atthe sight ofa 
threatening cane. Christianity frowns on 
that fear which prevents a man from doing 
his duty whether in the battle of brigades 
or the battle of life, and exalts moral cour- 
age as one of the nobie attributes ofman. But 
there isa fearthatis hoble and wise. It is 
that fear which the Scriptures tell us is the 
‘*‘peginning of wisdom.’’ This isthe fear of 
a brave man, who dreads disgrace or fears 
death in an unworthy cause. Che truly brave 
man is not he who fears no danger, but the 
man whose mind subdues the fear and braves 
the danger that nature shrinks from when 
duty calis. Marlborough once said on going 
into action: ‘‘This poor body trembles at 
what the mind within ts about to do. For- 
titude and sense of duty should go hand in 
hand with fear and regulate it, not 
destro it. The fear of God which 
Christianity inspires is tn no way inconsist- 
ent with the dignity of man. It isa rational 
and proper fear inseparable from that august 
reverence which a finite intelligence experi 
ences in the presence of the Infinite Intel- 
ligence and on apprehending the relation tn 
which it stands to Him. rhere is no super- 
stition avout -this. Oringtng, craven fear is 
not pleasing to the Supreme Being because it 
is an unworthy and false worshipof Him, 
beneath the dignity Of man,and is only 
found in those in whom brute nature pre- 
vails. The fear of hellis a rational fear and 
is no more destroying to the manly man than 
isthe fear which would Inspire you to step 
rrom the track to avoid an advancing locos 


motive.

WHAT CHRISTIANITY DOES. 
Itis natural in man toavold danger, and 

he should always do so unless duty requires 

him to brave it. While Christianity teaches 

a wholesome fear of eternal punishment, it 

does not offer it as the best mode of obedience 

to God, or of an honest and virtuous life. It 

reached, tnet \enile fear 1s secondary and 
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mbert—There is a suspicious frankness 
about this and, though ostentatiously gener- 
ous, the reader may bet a nickle with himself 
that there isa hook toit. Itis always well 
to suspect excessively pious pretensions and 
excessive frankness, for a hypocrite may 
lurk under either. It is the very frankness 
of the confidence man that disarms his vic- 


tims. 

Then follows a long analysis of human mo- 
tives and the ground of conduct. The 
reverend father shows by a supposititious 
trial for theft that utilitarianism Is worthless 
as a practical philosophy and that conduct 
must be regulated by something accepted 
from the outset, namely, a religious belief. 

THE INQUISITION. 

Ingersoll—Is there anything in Christianity 
oS account for such persecutions—the ingulisi- 

on! 

Lambert—No, there isnot. We have found 
in fallen human nature the cause of it, and 
need seek no further. But the inquisition? 

He who studies the history of spain inthe 
fifteenth century will be convinced that the 
Court of the Inquisition wasa proper and 
necessary measureto preventthe destruc- 
tion of the Spanish nation. Every Govern- 
ment has the right to takethe necessary 
measures to defend its existence. No one, 
not even revolutionists, will deny this politi 
calmaxim. During our late war President 
Lincoln proclaimed several States under 
martiallaw. The sympathizers with the re- 
volt made a howl about it, and shouted 
tyranny, despotism, etc. But no one 
now thinks of doubting the justice and 
necessity of the grea President’s act 
in proclaiming martial law. The ordinary 
courts and processes are fortimes of peace. 
They were not quick and thorough enough to 
meet the case and deal promptly and swiftly 
with treason and conspiracy. But treason 
and conspiracy must be met when the life of 
anation isin peril. Atatime when the ex- 
istence of the Spanish State ‘wag in peril, 
Ferdinand and [sabella established the Court 
of the Inquisition or Court of Inquiry to 
meet and oVercome the political evils of the 
times, Itisa politicalaxiomthat no sensi- 
bie man ever denied, that great political 
evils, and espectaily violent acts leveled at 
the body of the State,can never be repelied ex- 
cept by measures equally violent. Theruleof 
ancient Rome is the standard Dy which dan- 
ger tothe State must be measured and met. 
Vidlant consules ne respuDblica detrimentum 
capliat. Let the consuls see to it that the 
Government sustain no injury. The most 
successful means to meet and crush revolu- 
tion is invariably the best. ‘These measures 
may differ at different times, owing to cir- 
cumstances and degrees of civilization, but 
the rule always stands good, But it was in 
the name of religion, you say. Religion, 
through circumstances, was made the war 
cry, Justas liberty is made the war cry, or 
the rose the war cry between the houses of 
York and Lancaster. It mat- 
ters little what the shibdboleth may 
be, when men, Diear-eyed and white with 
passion, clinch. But they punished heretics! 
When heresy became a synonym of treason, 
conspiracy and rebellion, it was punished as 
such. The Spanish state struck the traltor, 
conspirator and revolutionist wherever it | 
found him, heretic or not. History shows 
that treason and heresy were intimately al- 
HNedatthe time. But why not strike the | 
heretic who is atralitortothe state? Should 
his heresy be a shield to his treason? There 
isa good deal of maudlin sentiment wasted 
on the victims ofthe inguisition, The Inqgul- 
sition was a political institution—a court- 
martial—establigshed to meet a great danger 
to the state, and it ceased to exist when the 
danger ceased. 

But the cruelties of it? That cruelties were 
committed there is no doubt, but abuse is 
inseparabie from the exercise of absolute 
power inthe hands of men.

they call it persecution. Apply these sug- 
gestions tothe history of the past and you 
will find that difference in belief was not the 
cause of persecutions, but belief plus some- 
thing else which was opposed tothe maxims 
and customs of the people.

Deputy Sheriffs Open Court in South- 
western Kansas, 


AN ARMED CAVALCADE ESCORT JUDGE 
BOTKIN TO SPRINGFIELD. 


Strange Scenes at the Trial of the Men 
Accused of Sheriff Dunn’s Assassina- 
tion—Pickets Posted About the Town 
to Guard Against Surprises—What 
Next Tuesday May Bring Forth. 


ARKALON, Kan., Feb. 20.—Out upon the 
‘*‘fiats’’ a few miles northof the Cimarron 
River and the old town site of Fargo springs 
stand the few remaining buildings of Spring- 
field, the once thriving and prosperous coun- 
ty seat of Seward County. The few buildings 
inthistown that are occupled are situated 
on ‘‘the square;’’ at the westcornerand at 
the west side is the structure that was 
used as a Court-house forthe county. Itis a 
two-story frame house erected in the early 
days of 1887. In size it is about 20 by 
60 feet; the lower room Is used by the county 
officers, and the upper part has been ar- 
ranged for a court-room, with a small jury- 
room at the rear end, The court- 

room is reached by a narrow stairway built 

on the outer end, south side of the build- 
ing, and there is but one mode of ingress and 
egress, an ordinary doorway at the head of 
the stairs. Atthe west end of the building 
is the county vault, built up to the 
door of the lower room © of the 
former court-house, which was destroyed 
by fire on this spotin 1890, and a short dis- 
tance west of this vault is a small frame 
building with no floor, containing two steel 
cages for the safe-keeping of criminals. 
These cages have been there for several 
years, and have been occupied but once until 
this week, when three ofthe men accused of 
complicity in the killing of Sherli? Dunn were 
locked up in them. 

Across the street directly south ofthe court- 
house is a vacant building, once used for real 
estate, law and printing offices, and across 
the street east of this is another two 
story house, oncea hotel, Dut now also va- 
cant. Onthenorth side is the blackened 
earth andthe charred remains of the old 
court-house. Herealso are two large county 
safes that were ruined in the fire. 

Ever since the memorable morning, Jan. 


5, 1892, when the bullet-perforated body of 


Sam Dunn, Seward County’s murdered Sher 
iff, was carried upintothe court-room, the 
sights and sounds about te old ‘‘trap’’ have 
been many and varied, and bo manhas en- 
tered there lately without first 
making a mental effort to stif- 
fen up his vertebre, and since 
the arrest of the six men held for trial, who 
are all Springflelad men, the small number of 
clannish people who still Cling tothe forlorn 
hamlet have looked upon every stranger 
who has come among them as a detective, 
and tothe weary traveler who has been un.- 
fortunate en Ough to have to stay with them 
over night they have appeared to be informed 
ex clusively as regards the weather. 

A guard has been keptabout the town at 
nicht, because, as stated by the wife of Post- 
master Cline of Springfield, they feared it 
might be set on fire by incendiaries. 

Springfield has no telegraphic or railway 
communication with the outside world. The 
nearest station is <Arkalon, twelve milles 
away. 

SOME PAST HISTORY. 

Sheriff Dunn, it will be remembered, was 
shot from ambush by men who meant atthe 
same time to close the career of Judge Bot- 
kin. But Botkin was not in Dunn’s party 
and escaped assassination. The history of 
the feud which led up to this latest murder in 
its bloody record must be fairly well known 
to Post-DISPATCH readers. It ae 
legacy jeft from the Woodsdale-Hugoton 
county seat war of the adjoining county of 
Stephens, in which the Sheriff Cross murder 
and the assassination of Col. Sam Wood were 
notable incidents. Judge Botkin ts regarded 
as the friend of the man, Brennan, who 
killed Wood, and has been marked for 
death by the Woodsdale faction. Living as 
he does withina short distance of Spring- 
field in Seward County, the fact that Judge 
Botkin has become involved in the Stephens 
County vendetta has transferred the war to 
this county. When Brennan was brought to 
trial at Liberal for the murder of Sam Wood 
it was found tmpossible to get a jury. The 
people were all arrayed on one side or the 
other of the faction fight and the case is still 
pending. The same state of affairs may ve 
found to-obtain in Seward County when the 
trial of the men charged with Dunn’s death 
comes up next Tuesday. This brief review 
of events in Seward and Stephens Counties 
will enable people outside the locality to 
grasp the significance of the scenes of the 
past week in Judge BotKin’s court. 

The District Court of Seward County had 
been adjourned in January to convene on 
last Monday, the 15th day of ‘February. 
Threats had been made by the’ friends and 
relatives of the prisoners to the effect that 
Judge Botkin would never De allowed to hold 
court in Springfield again. 

Everybody had apparently concluded, and 
it was frequently said, ‘‘Itisonly a question 
of time when Judge Botkin will be killed.’’ 
Numerous threats were made, but if Judge 
Botkin were to be influenced by the threats 
he would have resigned and iteft the, coun- 
try months ago, and Monday morning he 
prepared to go toSpringfield and open court. 

WITH 4N ARMED ESCORT. 

Thirty deputy sheriffs were detailed by 
under Sheriff Larrabee to escort the Judge to 
the Court-house and to assist, if necessary, 
in maintaining peace andorder. The entire 
posse, armed with revolvers and Winchester 
rifies, and ten of them well mounted, scouted 
the country thoroughly on elther side of the 
road in advance of the remainder of the 
crowd who rodein spring .wagons in front 
and behind the buggy which contained Judge 

totkin. They presented a very formidable 
appearance as they entered Springfield. All 
was quiet and if they were observed at all it 
was irom windows and knot holes. The old 
janitor of the Court-house had manifested 

spite by leaving the court-room 

covered with dirt, scraps 

aper, quids of tobacco, 

etc., till it more nearly resembled the floor 

of a pig-pen than that of acourt-room. As 

the Judge saw the Mfith he threw aside his 

cigar and, seizing @ broom, assisted the 

Under-Sheriff in making the place at least 
habitable. 

Court was convened, but the prisoners had 
not yetarrived from Liberal, and as it was 
evident that Mr. Ellis, their attorney, could 
not reach Springfleld till tMe next day their 
cases were passed. The day was spent in 
arguing and deciding motions confirming 
sales, etc,, and there were very few specta- 
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by the affidavit of the accused. Oounty At- 
torney Beachamp filed asa counter affidavit 
that of the Judge of the coart, in which he 
alleged that he had never had an unkind feel- 
ing toward the defendant, never had spoken 
an unkind word to him nor done him a 
wrong Knowingly or willfally, and in which 
all the averments in the defendant’s affidavits 
were contradicted. motion was argued 
till dark, when court was adjourned until 
Wednesday at 1 p. m. 
PICKETS POSTED ABOUT THE TOWN. 

It was feared that in case the motion for a 
qudge pro tem. should be overruled on 
Wednesday there would be more trouble and 
extra precaution was taken to guard against 
any ey ofan outbreak, Four Deputy 
Sheriffs were stationed atthe north of the 
Court-house stairs with orders to search 
every one who entered except officers 
of the court. Mounted scouts in the vi- 
cinity of the town made it impossible for a 
mob to enter from any direction without be- 
ing seen long before their arrival. There 
were several little quarrels on the street, but 
they were stopped at once by deputies. The 
court-room was crowded by spectators, for it 
was well known that the motion for a pro 
tem judge would be passed upon that even- 
ing. After listening to the argument of coun- 
sel, the Judge calmly summed upthe sub- 
Stance of the arguments and overruled the 
motion. The case was set for trial next Tues- 
day, andiby consent an order was issued for 
a special venire of 100 jurymen. The number 
of deputies will be increased next week, and 
this ;romises to be the most interesting term 
of court ever held in Seward County’s unique 
history. 

What next Tueaday may bring forth it Is 
hard tosay. Hundredsof men are pledged 
to save the men who will be called to trial 
whilethe armed deputies who guard the jai 
and protect the court are determined to see 
the law enforced. 

The most eventful chapter inthe history of 
Southwestern Kansas may begin with Tues- 
day’s trial.

A GERMAN GERM-KILLER. 


The First Public Disinfecting Station of 
the German Capital. 
Special Correspondence SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 

BERLIN, Feb. 9.—Since the day that Drs. 
Koch, Gaffley and Loefflerof the Imperial 
Health Department demonstrated by their 
experimental tests that through the influence 
of hot water-gas of at least 100 deg. Celsius, 
the germs of infectious microbes can be de- 
stroyedina relatively short time, a public 
disinfection institute has been erected on the 
outskirts of the imperial capital, which is the 
first of its Kind that has ever been estab- 
lished. 

The pbullding is a large one, built of red 
brick and quite commoudlious. It is divided 
into two separate wings with separate doors, 
etc. Throughone the infected articles are 
admitted into the building in wagons con- 
structed expressly for this purpose, while 
through another they are returned disin

fected totheir owner. The officials who are 
out after the articles that are desired to be 
submitted to disinfection wear long, white 
linen coats while on that errand, and visitors 
who are admitted to visit the establishment 
must also first don one of these eQwns of 
innocence. 

Before the commencement of the operation 
proper the disinfection ovens, of which the 
Berlin Instituté possesses three very large 
ones, are thoroughly ventilated. This is 
done by means of a ventilator in front, anda 
number of conduit pipes through which the 
air is carried intothe large furnaces beneath 
and from there through the smpke stack, 
which Is unusually tall, and therefore an ex- 
cellent sfction canal. The wagons which 
have been drawn up before the ovens are 
loaded, pushed inside, and the doors closed. 
At first the ovens are slowly heated by a fre- 
quent opening of the ventilators, until at last 
the whole pressure of the steam is applied 
with all the vaives closed. After a brief final 
ventilation the operation Is finished. It does 
not occupy more than forty minutes of time. 
At the end of the process an automatic bell 
informs the officials in Diviston ii that the 
disinfected articles are ready to be taken out. 

They open the doors on the other side of the 
house, and finish the operation. The officials 
of either division are Kept entirely separate 
and do not come in contact with each otner 
any more thanthe articles that have been 
disinfected are ever handied again by the 
crew of Division No. 1, where they have been 
first received. 

If such institutions are to prove a benefit 
toall, they must be cheap enough to, make 
them accessible to the rich and the poor, and 
this can truly be said of the Berlin egtablish- 
ment. Alotof clothing, bedding, f@rniture, 
etc., occupying a space not more than three 
cubic feet, can be disinfected at the nominal 
cost of 15 pennies, or about 4 cents: During 
the year 1890 the institute disinfected 4,871 
lots, vp Ne oe nae _ greatly in- 
creas uring t ear past.

Postmaster-General Caron May Follow 
Sir Hector Langevin. 


HIS ENEMIES CLAIM THAT HE WAS In- 
VOLVED IN THE M’GREEVY AFFAIR, 


McGreevy Standing for Re-Election to His 
Old Seat—Five Generations of One 
Family Living Under One Roof—A Def 
icit inthe New Brunswick Treasury— 
Saving the Salmon Fisheries. , 


MONTREAL, Feb. 20.—It begins to look as if 
Sir Adolphe Caron,the Postmaster-General of 
the Dominion, will share the same fate next 
session as did Sir Hector Langevin during the 
last—namely, expulsion from the Cabinet. 
It issaidthat the evidence which has al- 
ready been obtained by the Liberal leaders in 
the Dominion Parliament and which will be 
offered at the Commission of Inquiry, which 
will be appointed, indicates that Sir Adolphe 
Caron handled at least $100,0000f the cam- 
paign funds obtained by Thomas MeGreevy 
from the notorious contractor, Murphy, who 
skipped to the United States some months 
ago, and from the Connolly brothers, 
for the election of 1887 in Quebec province. 
The documents are in the possession of 
Editor Israel Tarte and Mr. Thomas Mc 
Greevy, who was expelled from Parliament, 
it will be remembered, for his connection 
with the Murphy-Connolly-Langevin boodle 
scandal which was partially investigated 
last session. I say partially, forit was very 
apparent to every intelligent person who 
tooE any interestin the matter that the in- 
quiry into that scandal was of a suspiciously 
superficial character. Only the _ fringes 
were touched. Mr. Tarte, itis now known, 
was anxious to shield some of his friends, in- 
cluding Sir Adolphe Caron, then Minister of 
Military and now Postmaster-General, Only 
such evidence, therefore, as was likely to 
‘damage Sir Hector Langerin and McGreevy 
was allowed to come forward. In fact, it 
was rumored while the investigation was in 
progress that Mr. Tarte’s counsel had threat- 
ened to abandon the whole case because of 
the conditions by which he was hedged about 
—conditions which prevented him from doing 
justice to himself and bringing 
out all the facts. Since it is 
now clear that Mr. McGreevy 
merely acted as receiver and treasurer of the 
funds, which were extracted from Murphy 
and the Connollys for election purposes 
with the connivance of the members of the 
Conservative Government and the knowl- 
edge of the Conservative party, and that the 
money was actually distributed by and for 
the benefit of members ofthe Crown, whata 
monstrous farce it Is for these same min- 
isters to pose as the avengers of political pu- 
rity and to go as far as to begin a 
criminal proceedings against McGreevy 
and the Connollys for ‘‘conspiracy’’ and to 
obtain campaign funds for them. In his re- 
cent speeches the Minister of Justice declared 
it to be the intention of the Government to 
punish rigorously everybody tmplicated in 
the Langevin-McGreevy-Coanolly scandal. 
But the Government shows no disposition to 
prosecute Sir Adolphe Caron, although Its 
members know perfectly well that hels much 
more deeply involved than the Postmaster- 
General. Mr. Tarte will bring the whole sub- 
ject up when he gets into Parllament, and 
of course the Liberal party will 
support his demand that a comumit- 
tee be appointed to investigate the charges 
which he will make against Sir Adolphe, 
backed up with proof. The Conservative 
party cannot Incommon decency oppose the 
motion, seeing that they supported a similar 
motion last year when Sir Hector’s character 
asa minister of the crown was involved. 
But the Conservative Government at Ottawa 
do not want to have such a political grave- 
Gigger as Mr. Tarte again elected to parila- 
ment, and so they are keeping the elec 
tion for Montmoreney County, which 
Mr. Tarte represented in the 
session, and where he is 
candidate, back as long astheycan. They 
are also sending an abundance of the ‘‘cam.- 
paign’’ money into the county withthe ob- 
ject of defeating the Independent Conserva- 
tive whom they fear so much. Mr. Thomas 
McGreevy is again a candidate for his old 
constituency, Quebec City, West; and hither, 
too, the money of the ‘ory boodle **cam- 
paign fund’”’ is flowing copiously. There is 
little room for doubt. that McGreevy will De 
elected. Many honest Conservatives who 
were against him before are now in his fa- 
vor—their sympathies having been changed 
on account of the attempt which has been 
made to constitute him a scapegoat for an 
ungrateful party which he has served not 
wisely, but too well.

A DEPLETED TREASURY. 

The speech ofthe Premier of New Bruns- 
at Sussex, the other day 
the finances of that province 
in anything but a strong 
condition.

A petition ts being cir- 
culated among the owners and lessees of fish- 
ing privileges asking the Minister of Marine 
and Fisheries to direct that all salmon nets 
be hereafter raised during three successive 
days and nights of each week. ‘This will give 
the fish a chance during the spawning 
season to pass into the fresh water 
rivers, and consequently prevent the destruc- 
tion of the fisheries, and will increase the now 
diminishing supply of saimon. At present 
the only chance that is given the fish to pass 
is from Saturday evening until Monday 
morning. This is admittedly insufficient, 
and so the spawning is artificially aided by 
catching a few healthy fish, stripping them 
of the ova, natching itand then putting the 
young salmon by the thousand in the 
streams.

The art of making imitation precious stones 
ig not a modern one, although it must be 
acknowledged that it is ®nly of late years 
that it has been brought to perfection, 
At all times imitation stones have consisted 
of glass, ‘plain or colored with metallic

Another fraud consists in introducing into 
softened glass bits of real stone, pieces of 
metal of colored gelatine paper, and also in 
petasenting it in bright colored liquids, 

metimes the faceted giass is girdled with 
sheets of metal natura or artificially col- 
ored, The trauds can be readily detected by 
moving the stone about while looking at it; 
you see then that its color changes as you 
turn it upward or downward.

The Slav is by nature improvident and care- 
less of the future. The self-helping charac- 
teristics ofthe Anglo-Saxon are lacking in 
his composition. The knowledge that he had 
facilities for mortgaging his crops in ad- 
vance, and that his small possessions, in the 
a of live stock and farming 'mplements, 
could be turned intoa sum of money, how- 
ever small and out of proportion to the s&e- 
curity it might be, have induced in hima 
shiftiessness and want of thrift. 

The presence of the Hebrew money lenders 
and traktir-keepersin the agricultural dis- 
tricts of Russia ts panny chargea with pro- 
ducing this condition. The usurer played 
into the hands of the saloon-keeper, in whose 
establishment much of the money loaned by 
the former to the peasants was frittered 
away. Asanecessary sequence, when the 
Jews were expelled by the recent decrees of 
the Czar the peseanse were confronted by a 
situation with which they were not familiar; 
the props upon which they had hitherto 
leaned being suddenly removed they did not 
have time to fall into line with their altered 
circumistances before the unforeseen mis- 
fortune ofa crop failure came upon them 
with crushing force. They were in a state of 
moral disorganization from which under nor- 
mal conditions recovery would be certain. 

Entire confidence is felt in the ultimate 
and incalculable benefit that will accrue to

This conscientious 
official isa great gallant among the fair sex, 
and the Bureau of the Interior has been 
mixed up with several scandals in which 
ladies were involved, during his ad- 
ministration. Yet Rls gallantry and love 
of ease and pleasure “ty be readily 
forgiven if they were his only weak- 
nesses. But there is no 8 absolu- 
tion for his consistent neglect of the common 
duty he owes both to his tmperial master and 
the humblest of his fellow countrymen. His 
failure to advise thé Emperor upon the ap- 
proach of danger which he knew to be immi- 
nent, and his deliberate supine attitude in 
the face of solemn warning cannot be for- 

ven. 
a splendid contrast to this despicable self - 
seeking official is the grand and overshadow- 
ing figure of Lyoff Tolstoi, whose efforts to 
relieve the unfortunate plight ofof the fam- 
ine’s victims have been described by cable. 
Americans are familiar with the story of de- 
votion which records how the entire Tolstol 
family are giving Of. their time, energy 
and mone to the cause of the 
destitute. The spectacte of this great leader 
of Russia’s intellectual people, voluntarily 
living and working in scenesof squalor and 
misery, preparing with his own hands the 
sustenance which his bounty has provided 
and forsaking all personal considerations of 
comfort and convenience in orderto save a 
people from the horrors of starvation is one 
which the civilized world may well contem- 
plate with admiration, Itis really ludicrous 
to think of the surveillance by police spies to 
which his noble actions have subjected him. 
Verestchagin,the great painter, told me once 
of the suspicion that became attached to him 
in connection with some of his 
pictures. These paintings were de- 
signed to depict the terrors of war and the 
horrors of the battle fleld, and dwelt on the 
dark and practical side of the campaign of 
1877 rather than on its glorious,heroic aspect. 
Great offense was given to the Government 
in consequence of thelr exhibition, and fora 
long time afterwards the painter found him- 
self shadowed and followed about by de- 
tectives as though he were a Nihbilistic con- 


Spirator. At present Tolstoi is dogged by 
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gensdarmes who watch the very soup 
kitchen which the philanthropist has erected 
in the stricken districts. This only shows 
that were it any other than Tolstol who was 
engaged in this work of relief he would 
not enjoy even as much immunity 
as the latter is favored with. 
There is a disposition at the Government 
headquarters to not interfere with Tolstéi 
and there are certain reasons for this, apart 
from the veneration in which he is held 
everywhere for his great genius. His grand- 
father was one of the famous generals who 
led the armies of Catherine the Great and en- 
joyed the personal confidence of his sover- 
eign, being trusted implicitly in all things. 
To-day the most powertul woman at the 
Czar’s court is the aunt of Tolstoi’s wife. 
Only as recently as last year Mme. Tolsto! 
went tocourtand enlisted the co-operation 
of this lady in the purpose she 
had come to accomplish. During 
a special audience with the Emperor 
she urged upon him the expediency of 
abating the censorship upon her husband’s 
works. Tolstoi, she said, had been driven 
Into his philosophical misanthropy by the 
embargo placed on the native circulation of 
his books, while his abandonment of fictional 
literature was making Russia and the world 
poorer. The Czar was shown that an altera- 
tion of the Government policy in the direc- 
tion indicated would robably accomplish 
the desiratde result of bringing the great 
writer back into his original groove. The 
Czar did not definitely answer at the time, 
but Mme. Toistoi’s powerful reiative re- 
mains at court, and beyond question her 
efforts to further the petition have not since 
been relaxed. 


The usurers, who are mentioned in an 
earlier part of this article as being responsi- 
ble for much of this distress, are even at this 
present date increasing the government’s 
difficuitlesand delaying the administration 
of relief. Russian money lenders are mostly 
but not exclusively Jews. The Gentile Kulak, 
which signifies unscrupulous or  °*et’” 
trader, isalsoausurer. The way in which 
these sharks manage to embarass the opera- 
tions of the Central RKellef Committee is 
simple enough, They congregate in the 
vicinity of large depots which furnish the 
basis of supply. Here, by their 
exorbitant demands for the grain the 
government wishes to purchase from them 
they create a serious delay while the hag- 
gling and bargaining Over the sale proceeds. 
It may be asked, Why does not the Czar 
seize the grain and putanendto the matter 
in the way One would expect an autocrat to 
do? The answer to this is an illustration of 
the fact that the Ozar, though nominally 
autocratic, isin many ways openly defied by 
his subjects. Complaints had been for- 
warded toSt.Peterspurg by the local agent of 
the Central Kelief Committee at Nicolaief, 
saying that the committee was being 
seriously obstructed in its work by these 
miscreants. Word was sent out accordingly 
from the Police Bureau of St. Peters- 
burg instructing the local police 
of Nicolaiefto attend to the matter. Four 
times afterwards—each time inanswertoa 
different complaint—a pristave was detailed 
to investigate the case presented against 
Isaac Abramoff, a Nicolaief usurer. Each 
of these pristaves reported atlength that 
there was nothing whatever in the com- 
plaint. The thing was plain enough. Mr. 
Abramoff had bought of each individual 
pristave in turn by a Uberal bribe. A fifth 
complaint was made; a fifth mandate for in- 
vestigation came from 8&t. Petersburg, and 
a fifth police officer was put on the case. But 
uniuckily for Abramoff this latest official 
was detailed from a different police dis- 
trict of Nicolaief than that to which 
his predecessors belonged. A jealousy, it 
appeared, existed Detyween the two police 
districts, arising from s0me reason or other. 
Whether Abramoff had grown bolder through 
his many escapes from justice or whether be 
had become close-fisted as regards bribes, 
or whether the final result was due tothe 
rivalry between the ap nae districts, was 
a point never quite settled to the satisfaction 
of the curious. The fifth complaint, anyway, 
landed the usurper in the Predvarietelny 
Zakhouchente or House of Detention, where 
he will probably remain for an unlimited 
period. The difficulties frequently encount- 
ered in the administration of the national 
law will be evident to the reader.

globe the frosts of an eternal winter, 
freeze the blood in our veins, make every 
creature shiverin a final anw@mia, undera 
moist, penetrating, icy atmosphere, and lay 
out the whole human race undera thick and 
increasing winding-sheet of snow? Yes, our 
great and beautiful sum may be extinguished 
and may be illumined again. In the space of 
a few weeks he may allow death to invade 
the world. Hemay sit upon his throneina 
darkened sky, like a wan specter reigning 
over a vast burial ground. He may then rise 
anew from bis ashes and again support the 
life which had forthe moment disappeared, 
and continue to maintain it for months, 
years and ages. This may yet be; and doubt- 
less these things have already been. 

Yes; the earth has already been wrapped in 
asbroud of snow and ice, and all species of 
living things have been thrown intoa silent 
trance. And at that time the world was 
already old. For ages, for thousands of ages, 
it had revolved harmoniously in the fecun- 
dating light and heat of the sun in the 
heavens. Its living popuiation had already 
been many times transformed and renewed. 
The splendid and impenetrable forests of 
arborescent ferns had given place to sunny 
glades, full of light, perfume and birds of 
gorgeous plumage. The monstrous and fe- 
rocious saurians of the secondary geological 
epoch had made way for the 
superior species of the tertiary epoch. Al- 
ready the pensive mammotn was leading his 
herds through the flelds. The rhinoceros was 
already hunting inthe woods. Already the 
gigantic stag was bounding like an arrow 
through the valleys and the ravines, the bear 
was sheltering his family in the caves, the 
apes were gamboling in the fruit-bearing 
trees, the horsé was galloping over the plains 
and the nests in the thicket by the brook 
were overflowing with life andsong. Butthe 
temperature dropped to such a point as not 
to leave a drop of water inthe liquid state. 
A dark sky hung world. 
Nature stood still, Aa man 
about to faint and fall, and life went out. 
No longer did the birds sing, the plants blos- 
som, the streams flow or the sun shine. This 

lacial epoch, visible traces of which are still 

ound everywhere by geologists, extended 
over the entire globe. France, as yet 
scarcely formed, Switzerland, Italy, the va- 
rious countries of Europe, Asia and Africa, 
as wellas those of the American Continent 
still bear its impress. Was man already in 
existence? Was he witness to this great ca- 
tastrophe. To protect himself and save his 
budding race, did he find some sheltering 
volcano, some eqtiatorial isle, a refuge for- 
gotton in the universalcataclysm? This time 
is so far behind us that we have no recollec- 
tion of it. Butthe glacial epoch is inscribed 
in all its letters inthe great book of nature. 
Its explanation alone remains in the region 
of doubtful theory, and among the hypotheses 
imagined to explain it, that of likening our 
sun to other variable suns in the universe, 
and supposing the variation in heat to have 
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very nature of the celestial movements is op- 
posed to this h thesis. —

ing from the interior of the mass. S&8till 
later these alternations are observed only 
fitfully, and at last they cease completely. 

Of all the stars which have changed in 
brilliancy the most memorable Is that which 
in the sixteenth century, in 1572,suddenly ac- 
quired such a light that it eclipsed all its sis- 
ters inthe firmament, and became visible 
at full mid-day. It wasobserved by Tycho- 
Brahe. 

Very few events in history 
have made so much stir as the appearance of 
this mysterious messenger of the sky. It 
appeared on the lith of November, 1572,a 
few months after the massacre of St. Bar- 
tholomew. The general anxiety of the 
period, popular superstition, the fear of 
comets, the dread of the end of the world, 
for a long time predicted by astrologers, 
afforded an excellent background for such an 
apparition. It was soon announced that the 
new star was the one which had led the wise 
men to Bethlehem; and that its coming por- 
tended the return of the God man upon 
earth andthe last judgment. For perhaps 
the kundredth time such prognostications 
were proved in time to have been absurd; 
but this did not hinderthe astrologers from 
obtaining great credit twelve years later, 
when again they announced the end of the 
world from the year 1858. Such predictions 
retain thelr influence over the masses of the 
people until the end of time. 

After the star of 1572, the most celebrated is 
the one which appeared in October, 1604, In 


Serpentarius, and which was observed by 
two lUlustrious astronomers, Kepler and 
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been sufficient to give our planet over to the 
ice which enveloped it,is by no means the 
least worthy of consideration. 

Analogus events are before us in the 
heavens. One of the most remarkable 
examples is that offered us by a star of the 
constellation of Argo, the star N, situated in 
the middle ofa singular nebulosity. In 18387 
this star was of the first magnitude, ana until 
the year 1854, it surpassed in brightness the 
most beautiful stars in the heavens, yielding 
the palm only to Sirius, which, up to 1843, it 
almost equalled. In 1856 this star began to 
wane, and, becoming inferior to all the stars 
of the first magnitude,took rank among those 
of the second. Continuing to diminish in 
1859 It stood among those of the third 
magnitude, in 1862 with those of the 
fourth, in 1864 with those of the fifth, 
in 1867 with those of the sixth, and in 1870 it 
became invisible to the naked eye. Begin- 
ning with the year 1871 this star gradualiy 
passed through the various degrees of magni. 
tude between the sixthand the seventh, and 
in 1886 attaineda minimum of 7.6. Since 
that time it seems to be brightening. Thus, 
during the time from 1856 to 1886, before our 
very eyes, this aistant sun, whose parallax is 
inappreciable, whose distance is formidable, 
whose volume is prodigious, this colossal 
focus of an unknown planetary system 
declined through seven magnitudes of 
prilliancy, until the came when one-sixth of 
its original light radiated from it. What 
judgment can we found on such variations 
in regard to the habitability of a pes 
system subjected to the irregularities of suc 
asun. Should this system contain some in- 
habited world like our own, here we would 
have a glacial period ——— about on its 
surface by the gradual waning in power of 
its sun. 

Will this sum of Argo revive again? Will it 
regain its full power, and again shed from its 
increasing sphere the rays of light ‘and heat 
which seemed to have departed 
from it forever? We may, and

We have 
a knowledge of twenty-six stars which 
within 2,000 years have presented a sudden 
exaltation of light, have been visible to the 
naked eye, often dazzling bright, and then 
have become again invisible to the naked 
eye. The two latest apparitions of this 
sort came to our notice in 1866 
and 1876, and made it possible 

spectrum analysis to determine

-flagration due toa formidable expansion of 


incandescent hydrogen and to phenomena 
analogous to those which take place in the 
solar photosphere. It is a circumstance 
worthy of remrrk that these stars flame in 
ew A quarter of the sky indifferently, but 
only within quite a Umited region, chiefly tn 
the neighborhood of the milky way, asis 
seen in the figure. 

The idea that these + sara eye stars may 
be fresh creations cannot accepted in the 
present age. Their ephemeral appearance 
Offers a striking contrast with the perma- 
nent brightness of stars in general. They 
are evidently variable, irregular and non- 

riodical stars. They existed in the sky be- 
ore undergoing these extraordin exalta- 
tions, and they relapsed again into their 
primal condition, as has been established in 
regard to those which we have been able to 
follow. There is a fundamental differetice 
between these prodigious upheavais and the 
regular variations of the periodical stars. 
And yet between the former and the latter 
are found, so to speak, all de 
larity. For example,

Leaving Rome, I have a word to say of hur+ 
rying away, and it is not of apology, save to 
friends Who regretted to see so much of in- 
terest parted with perhaps forever, seen 
not at all, or, as one’s picture is sometimes 
taken by fash-light. The world is so large, 
art is so long, especially In Italy, and itime 
so swift, and the books that are open to — 
students are so vast, that we should not be 
scolded for sight-seeing in a hurry. ‘‘What, 
are you going to do Rome ina day or two?’’ 
says some One In a tone of mingled pity, sur- 
prise and indignation. Now, it is further 
said: *“‘How can you run away so? Rome 
is ike the universe—you might spend your 
life in seeing It, and yet not see it all.’* I 
have to respond—that is it precisely. Of 
course, I shall die with libraries of knowledge 
unsealed. After all, one can have 
but ai glimpse of the great mat- 
ters. Still, it ig good to have the 
glimpse. It would be worth while, 1f one had 
the use of sight for but a week, to see a few 
of the landscapes ;a few mountains and lakes; 
green valleys, glowing under the golden sun; 
the rush of waves, the glitter of a river, even 
the gloomy splendor of a storm; above all, 
**the majestical overhanging irmament.’’ It 
has been called a question whether it is 
better to have loved and lost than not to have 
loved atall. Ofcourse, it is better to have 
had the experience of love, Ido not believe 
it hurt the feelings of Adam and Eve 
to remember Paradise. The recol- 
lection of enjoyment is often the 
better part of it. I have seen Rome 
in three short days, and am not ashamed. 
What havelseen? Why, first coming out of 
the darkness that was chaos, the lights of a 
living city; then a respectable railroad sta- 
tion, and a line of hacks ike 
New York or Paris; then St.
